Who is "Joe Neff"? 
Arlington Heights police are seeking 


the identity of a man who walked into 
the police station early Sunday morning 
claiming to be the victim of amnesia. 
The man, according to police, could re- 
call nothing, but believed his name to be 
Joe Neff. 


He now is a voluntary patient at the 


psychiatric unit of Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Neff is about 30 years old with sandy 


brown hair and hazel eyes. He Is 6 feet 
tall and weighs 167 pounds. He has four 
tattoos on his arms. 


There Is a girl tattooed on his right 


forearm and two aces and a shark on his 
right bleep.

the left forearm and a bull's head on his 
left bleep. All except the bull appear to 
be professionally done, police said. 


He was wearing a blue-and-white knit 


shirt, blue and white checked pants and 
white leather shoes when he came to the 
police.

man is asked to contact the Arlington 
Heights"Pollce Department. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police Oct. 


Dick Robinson said the man walked up 
to the desk sergeant at about 2 a.m. Sun- 
day and asked to be held because he had 
lost his memory. 


The man told of finding himself Tues- 


day, July 3, in Room 333 of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel with no knowledge of 
who he was or how he got there, police 
said. 


He told police he assumed his name 


was Joe Neff because he had a receipt 


GOOD 
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for the room made out in that name. 


A check of hotel records by police re- 


vealed Joe Neff checked in at about 9 
a.m. Tuesday. He was registered there 
until Sunday morning when he turned 
himself in to police. 


HOTEL RECORDS show that he nei- 


ther made nor received any telephone 
calls. As far as can be learned, Neff had 
no visitors nor did he associate with any- 
one in the restaurants or bars. 


A search of his room revealed one suit- 


case containing toilet articles, an under- 
shirt and two bathing trunks. Neff said 
the things could not be his because he 
does not know how to swim.

He said Mandas will prob- 
ably ask him to reissue a permit, "but 
"I'm not going to issue it until I go be- 
fore the council." 


Erbach, chairman of the building, con- 


trol and inspection committee said, "The 
fact that someone is In there (Stewardl 
Dress Shop), is a problem for the build- 
Ing commissioner and It is his job to en- 
force tho regulations."

NLxon Wednesday signed legislation In- 
creasing Social Security benefits by 
more than 5 per cent to compensate for

power of tho elderly. 


Tito measure, effective next June, also 


Increase* from $12,000 to $12,600 the 


• maximum wage base on which Social Se- 


curity taxes arc imposed. 


"The critical feature of this bill for al- 


most 30 million Americans is an increase 
in Social Security benefits of more than 5 
per cent next year In order to meet the 
rising costs of living," Nixon said In a 
written statement issued by tho White 
House. 


LEGISLATION enacted last year pro- 


vides automatic cost of living boosts in 
Social Security benefits beginning in 
January, 197S. Tho new bill advances tho 
cost of living increases to June, 1974. The 
White House estimated benefits would in- 
crease between S.G and 5.8 per cent next 
year, with tho first checks to bo paid In 


• July. 


Tho Social Security Increase was at- 


tached to an amendment on a minor bill 
by Congress In tho closing hours before It 
began Its July Fourth recess. 


The measure was a compromise which 


. tho administration agreed to accept after 
threatening to veto a more generous ver- 
sion. 


THE BILL ALSO increases from $2,100 


to $2,400 — effective next Jan. 1 — the 
amount of money an individual may earn 
without a reduction in Social Security 
benefits. 


Tho bill, in addition, raises welfare 


benefits for more than six million aged, 
blind, and disabled recipients. The in- 
creases, also intended to compensate for 
advances in tho cost of living, lift the 
monthly payments from $130 to $140 for 
an individual and from $105 to $210 for a 
couple, starting next July. 


In a separate action, the President 


signed legislation extending temporary 
Increases in railroad retirement benefits 
from June 30 until tho end of this year. 
This measure also permits men with 30 
years of railroad employment to retire at 
age GO with full pension. 


ANOTHER PROVISION of the 89010! 


Security bill requires stales to supple- 
ment federal welfare benefits to make 
sure no recipient receives a benefit cut 
when welfare programs shift from state 
to federal operation at the end of this 
year. 


Nixon objected to one section of tho 


new bill postponing until Nov. 1 the effec-

.anxiety or emotional shock, Ryon said. 


If Neff's memory has not returned or if 


no one comes forward with information 
about him, he will be transferred to the 
Elgin State Mental Hospital on Saturday.

Amnesia: escape or real disease? 


Amnesia comes from the Greek "with- 


out memory." It is a real disease or con- 
dition and not Just something Hollywood 
dreamed up for a movie plot. 


The disease can have either a physical 


or psychological origin. A strong blow to 
the head, a cerebral stroke or senility 
can be the basis for the condition. Am- 
nesia also can be brought on by a sudden 
emotional shock or trauma, according to 
Northwest Community Hospital. 


The memory loss con be for either 


short or extended periods of time. In 
some cases the memory prior to the on- 
set is erased; while In other coses, mem- 
ory after the illness is forgotten. 


In trying to establish a link with the 


past, attempts arc made through word 
associations to jog the memory. 


Drugs are also sometimes utilized in 


the treatment. Sodium pentothal, the so- 
called truth serum, or sodium amytal 
may be used to free the mental block. 
Hypnotism is another method sometimes 
employed in the treatment. 


While true amnesia is not uncommon, 


it does not occur as frequently as de- 
picted in drama or literature. 


A spouse who has disappeared may 


sometimes claim to have been suffering 
from the condition to escape retribution 
for his or her unauthorized leave of ab- 
sence. 


Arlington Heights police said Joe Ncff 


is the first case they have had of anyone 
either suffering from or claiming am- 
nesia.

I like Al Abrams. I've found him to be 


a good listener, good questioner and good 
talker. Somehow I can't picture him 
knocking on doors, surveying his con- 
stituents on obscenity. 


"HI there, I'm your friendly neighbor- 


hood alderman. My committee is trying 
to find what people consider pornogra- 
phic so we can ban the bad stuff." 


It's gotta be all downhill from there. 
I mean — what do you ask? 
When's the last time you read a dirty 


book? Did It offend you? Then why did 
you finish it? 


When's the last time you saw a dirty 


movie? Double X rated, huh? Really ex- 
plicit? No plot just raw sex? And you say 
you were so disgusted when It was over 
you'd never go back and see It again? 


DIRTY MAGAZINES really turn you 


off? Your husband's got a stash of them 
under his bed and It turns your stomach 
to dust under there? Always afraid the 
kids might find them? Really trash? No I 
didn't read that article on deviate sexual 
relations in the one with the redhead on 
the cover last month. Very Interesting. 


Your neighbors are pornographic? Al- 


ways leave the drapes open? Day and • 
night? No sense of propriety? There 


ought to be a law? Well, I'm not sure if 
we can ban that. 


No survey would be Incomplete unless 


it covered everyone — young and old. I 
would imagine my six-year old would de- 
scribe pornography as "my mom kissing 
me In front of the kids." 


After on ordinance has been drawn up 


the police department could fill their 
hours by raiding the library and pulling 
"Lady Chntterly's Lover" 
from the 


shelves; or busting the local book store, 
gathering up everything by Harold Rob- 
bins and burning It In the street; or post- 
ing patrolmen inside the Des Plalnes 
Theater, City Code in hand, watching for 
Infraction during, "Cinderella" — mak- 
ing sure her dress wasn't ripped too far 
down by the wicked stepsisters. 


We could have a censorship board. My 


maiden aunt could join your maiden aunt 
In telling us what we may see, hear and 
read. (Oh, shades of the 1920s). 


THE FIRST THING that would have to 


go would be the ordinance itself. The law 
would have to contain explicit descrip- 
tions of what is obscene, making it ob- 
scene in Its own right.

I hope the city council members — in 
their infinite wisdom — have the com- 
mon sense not to touch an obscenity ordi- 
nance with a ten foot dirty word. 


An Oakton site 'by summer's end'

Officials at Oakton Community College 


plan to select a permanent site for the 
campus by the end of the summer and 
have named six possible sites. 


The board of trustees at Oakton passed 


a resolution Tuesday night to "proceed 
immediately with the selection of a per- 
manent site for its campus," saying the 
board is "acting to meet the growing 
needs of its student population." 


Paul Gllson, chairman of the board, 


said the board will instruct its citizens' 
advisory committee to meet as soon as 
possible to select a site for a permanent 
campus. 


Ray Nelson, chairman of the citizen's 


committee, said yesterday, "We're going 
to be very quick to make a decision," 
and believes a site will be named by the 
end of the summer. 


THE RESOLUTION stated that the 


board of trustees is "deeply disturbed at 
the burden imposed upon its residents" 
by a state law which requires all areas 


in Illinois to become a part of a college 
district. 


Gllson said the law has caused a delay 


in site selection because the college has 
been waiting to see if any land on the 
North Shore, which is not part of any 
college district, will Join the Oakton dis- 
trict. 


Although residents of the North Shore 


have taken steps to form their own ju- 
nior college, the final decision could be 
delayed for another year. Oakton 
trustees declared they are unwilling to 
wait. 


"We could be sitting here twiddling our 


thumbs until Sept. 1, 1974," said Gllson. 
"We decided it is a matter of urgency, to 
wait may compromise this community," 
he said. 


Gilson said, "We're getting over- 


crowded here," because of the "tre- 
mendous growth" inenrollment on the 
temporary campus at 7900 N. Nagle 
Ave., in Morton Grove which is leased by 
the college. 


NELSON SAID the citizens committee 


has "been sitting on its hands waiting," 
and is now ready to move ahead and rec- 
ommend a site to the board. 


Gilson said four sites have received 


primary consideration from the board 
and citizens' committee for almost a 
year. Two sites are located on Central 
Road in the Northwest corner of the dis- 
trict and the temporary campus site in 
Morton Grove is also under consid- 
eration. 


The fourth site of 189 acres is located 


outside the college district owned by the 
Zenith Radio Corp. Last month the col- 
lege asked State Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, to introduce legislation al- 
lowing Oakton to annex land contiguous 
to Its boundary. Juckett said this week 
that the bill has been passed by the legis- 
lature and is awaiting the Governor's 
signature, which may allow Oakton to 
annex land with the consent of the own- 
ers. 


The Zenith site would be an option for 


a campus "If it could be made available 
to us," said Gilson. 


Longest-held Viet POW 4no celebrity9

The small Mexican woman hesitantly 


approached Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvarez, 
Jr., and thrust a scrap of paper at him. 


"Could I have your autograph?" 


Alvarez took the paper, scribbled his 


name and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm the 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," ho said. 


Alvarez was the second American pilot 


captured in North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for 8V4 years, he has gained world- 
wide attention as the American held 
longest in captivity. 


THE 35-YEAR-OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at the 
hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed hi a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as ill 
at ease as the people streaming through 
to meet him. The former prisoner still Is 
surprised at the greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect it — we had no idea 


that the POW issue was as big as It was. 
It was really gratifying," he said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted the hospital 


employes filing through the line. Occa- 
sionally he laughed at a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


A FEW FEET away, the hospital pub- 


lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through the reception line. 


"Don't let him make you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question in 
Spanish and he answers her in the same 
l a n g u a g e , speaking the language 
fluently. 


In the phases between visitors, Alvarev 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vacation in August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering in the 
fall. 


Asked if he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says the "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 
antiwar demonstrations catches his Inter- 
est. 


"I think the over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate is a right — and 
it's a good right — it still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "we couldn't agree with 
them." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about the war and the long years 
of imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
says the question of whether the war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprisoment, Alvarez 


insists the "experience was good for me 
- I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation occasionally 


strays to topics such as coed dormitories 
and the dinner that night, the subject of 
the war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said. 


TRUSTEE Thomas Flynn said "be- 


cause of the rush at the end of the ses- 
sion" of the General Assembly, the col- 
lege has not yet determined whether the 
law would allow Oakton to annex land. 


If it does apply, the Zenith site Is a 


serious option, he said. Two other sites 
outside the district which may receive 
consideration are the Westmoreland Golf 
Course, Northeast of Old Orchard Shop- 
ping Center, and the Sexton Co. land fill 
north of Central Road in unincorporated 
Des Plaines, said Flynn. 


NELSON SAID he will wait for a clari- 


fication of the bill and the Governor's 
signature before convening the citizens' 
committee. "Once it's law, then we'll be 
able to go ahead. There is no sense in 
acting on speculation," he said. 


Gilson made a point of saying Tuesday 


the board "has not selected a site." 
Trustee Raymond Hartstcin said before 
any site is approved, the board "will 
have public meetings" about the site and 
civic leaders and community residents 
will be allowed to speak. 


SINCE THE college was formed in 


1969, Oakton has failed to acquire a per- 
manent campus site. The college district, 
composed of Maine and Niles Townships, 
is densely populated and the college has 
been unable to find a suitable site that is 
acceptable to district residents. 


Two sites were named by the board 


and eventually dropped last year. The 
first site, a vacant portion of Maryhill 
Cemetery hi Niles, was withdrawn from 
consideration when residents protested a 
condemnation suit by Oakton against the 
Chicago Catholic Archdiocese, owners of 
the cemetery. The second site, on Beck- 
with Road in Morton Grove, was rejected 
when owners refused to sell and resi- 
dents complained that college traffic 
would cause a safety hazard in the resi- 
dential area. 


Oakton has been looking at sites in 


sparsely populated Northfield Township 
hoping residents would annex to the dis- 
trict but the deadline for voluntary an- 
nexation was June 30 and Northfield resi- 
dents have chosen instead to form their 
own college with other townships on the 
North Shore. 


Annexation could still occur if the 


North Shore is unsuccessful In forming 
its own college. The state will place all 
non-district areas in a college on Jan. 1, 
1974, but residents may refute the state 
decision in public hearings and may even 
elect not to become a part of any college 
by passing a referendum next summer. 


Drowned man known drug user: police

A local man whoso body was found 


floating Tuesday in Beck Lake was a 
known drug user and may have been 
supporting a habit in excess of $150 per 
day, according to Cook County Sheriff's 
Police Investigator Warren Schwartz. 


Tho Identity of the man, Mark Pagni, 


22, of 1140 Webster Ln., was confirmed 
yesterday after fingerprints taken from 
tho body matched up with prints on Pag- 
nl's police file. 


PAGNI'S BODY was found near the 


lake's southeastern Up by a fisherman 
who alerted Cook County Forest 
Rangers. 


Police had tentatively Identified Pagni 


Tuesday after a series ol personal arti- 
cles, Including a wallet with his Identi- 
fication, were found on a hill about 170 
feet from where the body was dis- 
covered. 


Police said one of Pagnl's brothers 


was unable to make a positive identi- 
fication yesterday at the Cook County 
Morgue. Pagnl's body was estimated to 
have floated for 48-hours. An autopsy 
showed drowning to be the cause of his 
death. 


Schwartz theorized Pagni had been 


"high" on drugs at the time of his death. 
Ho was last seen alive Sunday afternoon 
by forest rangers on the hill where police 
located his belongings. 


According to Schwartz, Pagni had been 


known to use such narcotics as heroin, 
cocaine, and "downers." 


Pagni was sitting on the hill when 


rangers spotted him, said Eugene Gal- 
lagher, superintendent of the Des Plaines 
District of Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves.

told investigators she had a telephone 


Day-care law refinements 
to ease center standards 


The proposed day care ordinance is un- 


dergoing revisions in committee which 
will ease up on standards set for centers 
In residential neighborhoods. 


Tho City Code and Judiciary Com- 


mittee met Tuesday night to again re- 
view the ordinance. Aldermen authorized 
City Atty. Robert DILeonardi Juno 4 to 
draft the ordinance based on a proposal 
submitted by Planner Michael Richard- 
son. 


Ignoring usual council procedure, 


which would send the ordinance to first 
reading In two weeks, Aid. Alan Abrams 
(8th) asked that his committee review 
DiLeonardl's work before seeking final 
council approval. 


IN ADDITION to Tuesday's meeting, 


the committee met with Miss Rose Fos- 
ter, supervisor of group day care licens- 
ing (or the Department of Children and 
Family Services, to get an official opin- 
ion of the ordinance. 


"She had some good suggestions and 


criticisms," said Abrams. "We've In- 
corporate*! some of her Ideas into our 
re visions." 


The committee Is concentrating on the 


section which allows day care centers in 
residential areas. A special use permit, 
authorized by the council, would be nec- 
essary before a center could operate In 
single-family districts. 


Abrams and committee members Aid. 


Ken Kehe (2nd) and Spencer Chase (3rd) 
agreed to revise the lot size require- 
ments In the ordinance. 


THE FORMER standards proposed a 


minimum lot ana of 10,000 square feet 
and front footage of 100 feet for 8-20 chil- 


dren; lot area of 20,000 square feet and 
front footage of 150 feet for 20-40 chil- 
dren; and 500 square feet per child and 
200 front footage for more than 40 chil- 
dren. 


Tho new standards provide for 500 sq. 


ft. per child with a minimum lot size of 
6,875 sq. ft. In R-2 and R-3 districts. R-l 
districts would need a minimum lot area 
of 0,375 sq. ft. 


The front footage requirement will be 


changed to 4 ft. per child with a min- 
imum of 55 ft. 


OTHER CHANGES Include: 
• Requiring that outdoor 
activity 


areas be 150 sq. ft. per child playing out- 
side at any one time, Instead of 150 sq. 
ft. per child enrolled in the center. 


• Allowing the center to post a sign no 


larger than 1 sq. ft., Instead of prohibit- 
ing signs altogether. 


• Reducing the requirement that cen- 


ters be permitted no closer than 1,500 ft. 
to the boundary of commercial districts 
to 800 ft. (or about one block). 


• Suggesting, not requiring, that off- 


street loading be provided. 


"We don't want to exclude centers 


from some parts of town with smaller 
lots and pushing them all into areas 
where the lots are larger," said Abrams. 


The committee also agreed to retain 50 


sq..ft. per child requirement for Indoor 
space which Is 15 sq. ft. higher than state 
minimum standards. 


"The state only requires 35 sq. ft. but 


recommends 50 sq. ft," said Richardson.' 
"I think we should begin at the point 
where the state leaves off."

Auto license plates at stake in new pollution crackdown 


CARBON MONOXIDE and unburnod 
hydrocarbons In automobile exhaust 


can easily bo measured by the ma- 
chine Glenn Kerbs is using. 


Look out Chicagoland. The auto pollu- 


tion tester may be around the corner. 


If you drive a clunker that wheezes 


and sneezes foul pollution on area trips, 
your car license plates may be jeopard- 
ized by 1975. 


The federal Environmental Protection 


Agency (EPA) has threatened to put a 
lid on auto emission pollution here. EPA 
wants carbon-monoxide in area air re- 
duced by 50 per cent within two years. 


Targets are 2.7 million registered cars 


in the three-county metropolitan area. 


EPA's antipollution plan is simple: 
• Extend Chicago's vehicle inspection 


program to all of Cook, DuPage and 
Lake counties. Only cars, that annually 
pass an idle emission test would receive 
license plates. The requirement would af- 
fect 1976 plates and would ask for first- 
time testing of all cars by May 31,1975. 


• Require special permits for parking 


garage construction to discourage in- 
creased Loop traffic. 


• Require testing of taxi cabs three 


times a year "due to the amount of ve- 
hicle miles traveled by cabs." 


• Prohibit on-street parking on one 


side of all Chicago business district one- 
way streets by January, 1974. 


• Ban parking on both sides of all two- 


way business district streets, except 
Grant Park, by January, 1975. 


Valdas V. Adamkus, deputy EPA re- 


gional administrator, announced Friday 
the plan "designed to strengthen a plan 
already submitted by the Illinois Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency to reduce 
carbon monoxide levels required by the 
1970 Clean Air Act." 


EPA REJECTED the state antipollu- 


tion plan June 15 because reductions of 
only 44 per cent were predicted. "The 
state didn't follow its own procedure in 
preparing the plan. It was never ap- 
proved by the Pollution Control Board. 
Public hearings by PCB were not held as 
required by law," EPA spokesman Sally 
Jones said. 


EPA has scheduled hearings on its 


plan July 27 at the Sheraton-Chicago Ho- 
tel, 505 N. Michigan Avc. 


Eithher the federal plan or a resub- 


mltted state plan will become law Aug. 
15. 


"The state can't possibly get a new 


plan to us in time and hold the required 
hearings," Mrs. Jones said. 


A state plan could replace the federal 


plan after the effective date If approved 


FACTORY TRAINED TECH FROM 
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by EPA. "We'd probably approve a state 
plan and scrap ours if it met standards," 
Mrs. Jones said. 


THE PROPOSAL — to require testing 


of autos, buses, trucks and motorcycles 
from three counties that feed traffic to 
Chicago — would bring carbon monoxide 
levels here below 9 parts per million by 
May 31,197S. Tests in 1973 measured lev- 
els as high as 22.9 parts per million. 


The proposal is "purposely vague" on 


financing of required testing and enforce- 
ment, Mrs. Jones said. "We wanted to 
get feedback from the hearings first. 


"We may recommend an increase in 


sticker price for vehicle tags. We could 
recommend that each municipality con- 
tribute to the cost of testing with money 
collected from increased tag cost," she 
said. 


Chicago began its testing June 1. Oper- 


ating costs are estimated at $2 per ve- 
hicle and have "already been passed on 
to owners in the form of an Increased 
vehicle registration fee." 


COOK COUNTY'S Department of Envi- 


ronmental Control will recommend a 
"method of auto emission testing within 
a few weeks," Director Philip J. Mole 
said yesterday. 


"The EPA is looking for us to get into 


this and produce rules and procedures 
for testing. They told us that to meet the 
quality standards we would need to get 
Involved," he said.

Citizens group mounts fund drive to help Kerner

"If you know Otto, then you know ho 


wouldn't knowingly do anything wrong." 


Charles Sothncsts Jr., 25-year friend of 


convicted Federal Appeals Court Judge 
Otto Kcrncr, admits he Is prejudiced 
when he makes that statement. But he Is 
hoping others feel tho same way about 
the former governor who was criminally 
convicted In February and sentenced to 
three years In prison and a $50,000 (Inc. 


Scthncss, a Chicago businessman, Is 


president of tho recently formed Citizens 
of Illinois for Otto Kcrncr Inc., which is 
trying to raise money for Kcrner's legal 
defense. Tho group hopes to rnlso 
$250,000 by Oct. 23 when Kcrner's appeal 
Is scheduled to come before a special 
three-federal judge panel appointed by 
U.S. Supreme Court Justice Warren Bur- 
ger. 


"Wo want to help Otto clear his 


name," sold Scthncss, who along with 
many other of Kcrner's friends and polit- 
ical associates believe ho Is Innocent. 


KERNER, governor from 1960 until 


1968 when ho resigned to become a feder- 
al appeals court judge, was found guilty 
on charges that as governor he conspired 
to buy raco track stock at bargain base- 
ment prices in return for granting favor- 
able racing dates, and other favors to 
track owners. Ho was also convicted of 
Income tax evasion and perjury In testi- 
mony to the federal grand jury. 


OTTO KERNER 


Theodore Isaacs, stato revenue direc- 


tor during Kcrner's terms as governor, 
was also convicted in the race track 
bribery scandal. Both Isaacs and Kerner 
each made more than $150,000 on the 
stock transactions. 


"We formed our group because friends 


and admirers all over Illinois have been 
asking how they can help," said Seth- 
ness. "The group is non-partisan. I'm a 
lifelong Republican myself." 


OTHER OFFICERS of the group are 


Harry Herring, a former golf partner of 
Kerner; Donald Bonniwell, chairman of 
the Illinois State Toll Highway Authority 
during Kerner's terms; and William 
Holmquist, a Waukegan attorney and old 
friend of the Kerner family. 


"Otto's legal expenses have been fan- 


tastic and close to one half million al- 
ready. He still owes some of the money 
and Otto is not a man of great wealth," 
Sethness said. "He"s never been in busi- 
ness. He's been a public servant, not a 
businessman. Hc"s made some in- 
vestments, some wise and unwise." 


Sethness said that for the appeal, Ker- 


ner must get reprints of 8,000 pages of 
transcript taken at his trial. 'That costs 
like hell and adds up," he said. 


Kerner said he is "very pleased" that 


his friends have formed the group to help 
him. "I've been working indirectly with 
them," he said. "It was their idea and 
their work that put this whole thing to- 
gether." 


WHILE CITIZENS of Illinois for Otto 


Kerner expects to get most of its money 
from friends and associates of Kerner, 
Sethness said strangers have sent in $2 
and $3 donations to the group's head- 
quarters at 509 E. Illinois St. in Chicago. 
He believes most of the money comes 
from people who believe the judge is in- 
nocent. 


But Sethness doesn't rule out that some 


contributors may think Kerner is guilty, 
like all politicians are guilty. People who 
have the attitude "if all politicians do It, 
why should Kerner be the one to get 
caught?" People who feel that the man 
who was so popular and well-respected 
as governor was corrupted by circum- 
stances. 


"I would like to think, though, that 


most people who know Otto are con- 
vinced he is Innocent," Sethness said. "I 
think he was ill-advised when he bought 
the stock. It can be construed that there 
was a conflict of interest but if people 
take time to look at the racing dates, 
they will find they were approximately 
the same when he left office as when he 
came. Otto's principal involvement in 
racing was to make money from it for 
the state." 


Sethness said he doesn't know who 


gave Kerner the ill advice and he said he 
"hates" to blame Isaacs. "I think he's 
innocent, too," he said. 


THE FUND-RAISING group's presi- 


dent follows the theory that the Republi- 
cans were out to get Kerner, to discredit 
him and destroy political power. He 
said he believes the case dates back to 
the 1960 gubernatorial race when Kerner 
beat incumbent William Stratton by 
524,000 votes. 


"Illinois was a pivotal state in the Ken- 


nedy-Nixon election. They both needed it 
and Kennedy got it. Later Kennedy ad- 


mitted publicity that he rode in on Otto's" 
coattails. 


"They (the Republicans) saw Otto as a 


threat, even as a judge. They went out to 
discredit him which they succeeded in 
doing. Eventually his name will be 
cleared but his political career is over. 
After all, he's 65. I think he would have 
returned to an active political life if he 
had had the chance." 


SETHNESS BELIEVES that half of the 


members of the jury that convicted Ker- 
ner never understood the case. "I think 
they just assumed that every politician Is 
guilty," he said. "Otto was tried in a cli- 
mate of nationwide mistrust of anyone in 
public life." 


Chapters of Citizens of Illinois for Otto 


Kerner are now being formed all over 
the state. If the group doesn't raise 
enough money through donations, a testi- 
monial $100-a-plate dinner for Kerner 
may be held. 


W h i l e newspapers and politicians 


called for Kerner's resignation, Sethness 
stood firm behind the belief he should 
retain the judgeship. 


"I feel very strongly he should not re- 


sign for the same reason people are tell- 
ing Nixon not to resign. It would just be 
an admission of guilt," he said. "And in 
my opinion Otto has never done anything 
illegal." 


Tel like to, but ethically I can't' 
Kerner, pleasant and polite, still refuses to talk about trial 


In an office on tho fourth floor of an 


unassuming Lake Slioro Drive office 
building, Otto Kcrncr la working on his 
appeal. 


Tho 63-year-old federal Judge, perhaps 


the handsomest governor Illinois has 
over had, pops In and out, maybe onco or 
twlco a week. Ho chats with friends hi 
tho building and consults with his staff. 


Tho office space, rather gloomy and 


certainly not plush, has been donated by 
owners of tho building. Tho staff consists 
of volunteers — friends and former asso- 
ciates of Kcrncr who have decided to 
stand by the man who was convicted in 
February and sentenced to three years In 
prison for his involvement in a raco 
track bribery scandal. They just don't 
believe ho did it. 


"THE JUDGE," as he Is fondly called 


by his friends, refuses to talk about his 
trial or pending appeal before a special 
three-federal judge panel appointed by 
U.S. Supremo Court Justice Warren Bur- 
ger. Ho won't say anything about his at- 
torney's attempts to get a new trial on 
grounds Kcrncr has been a political tar- 
get of the Nixon administration. 


"I am going over the legal material 


now and assisting my attorneys," said 
Kcrncr, «ho has just returned from a 
respite In Lake Geneva. "Being a lawyer 
and being a judge, I won't want to dis- 
cuss the matter until It has been com- 
pleted. I would like to talk about It, but 
ethically I can't." 


Korner's voice was pleasant, polite and 


c\cn npologctic. There was not a hint of 


depression or weariness you might ex- 
pect from one of tho highest ranking 
judges ever to be indicted, much less 
convicted. And his friends say he is in 
good spirits. 


"Right after the decision, the judge 


was upset and disturbed. But now he is 
taking it all in a very philosophical way. 
He's as calm and collected as he ever 
has been," said Charles Scthncss Jr., a 
friend of Kcrner's since ho met him on 
his return from fighting In the Pacific 
Theatre in World War II. 


Scthncss is unable to hldo his admira- 


tion for his 25-year-long friend. "I've 
hunted with him, played golf with him, 
fished with him and I've always enjoyed 
being with him. He's been a guest at my 
houso and I've been a guest at his house. 
He's very stimulating to be with. 


"I TRAVELED the state with him 


when he was governor and he was held 
in very high regard. People just didn't 
treat Gov. Ogllvlc tho same way they 
treated Otto." 


Everything was going right for Otto 


Kcrncr Jr. until he was indicted in 1971. 
Some said ho was born with a political 
gold spoon In his mouth and that no ono 
could take that spoon away. 


His father was an Illinois attorney gen- 


eral before ho became U.S. District 
Court of Appeals Judge. Kcrncr went to 
Brown University, Trinity College of 
Cambridge University In England and 
received a law doctorate from Northwest 
University in Chicago. 


When ho returned from the war, he be- 


came U.S. Attorney, holding the post 
from 1947 and 1954. Then he became a 
Cook County judge. In 1960, he won the 
governor's seat with a 524,000-vote mar- 
gin over his opponent. In 1964 he won 
again. 


In 1967 Kerner was President Lyndon 


Johnson's "fair-haired boy" and headed 
tho commission on civil disorders, better 
known as the Kcrncr Commission, whoso 
report said tho country was heading to- 
ward "two societies, one black and ono 
white — separtte and unequal." 


FRIENDS AND associates were not 


surprised when Kerner resigned near tho 


end of his second gubernatorial term to 
take a federal judgeship. He was said to 
have been always seeking the appeals 
court seat his father held. 


The reputation that earned Kerner the 


respect of people throughout the state' 
and the country has been blemised and 
Kerner is now trying to remove the ble- 
mishes. 


"I have been in many battles hi my 


life where life was at stake," he said af- 
ter his conviction. "This battle is even 
more important than life Itself because it 
involves my reputation and honor which 
are dearer than life Itself."

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The environment 
Cleanup delays may ease energy crisis 


by LEA TONKIN 


CLEANUP DELAYS, billed os o boon 
(o our energy-short notion, arc under 
serious consideration In Washington. 


We'll bo emerging from a summertime 


gas shortage only to enter a shortage of 
homo heating oil this winter, says Wil- 
liam E. Simon, head of the President's 
Oil Policy Committee and assistant Trea- 
sury secretary. Ho contends that a two- 
year postponement of the Clean Air Act 
of 1070 standards would case us out of 
this energy crunch. 


Simon said he's been consulting the 


past month with the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency to find out where the 
standards could bo relaxed to provide re- 
lief from persistent energy shortages. 
The problem lies in the act's provisions 
which require manufacturers to switch 
from high sulphur coal to oil for their 
energy needs, he says. The requirements 
for antlpollution devices to bo Installed 
on autos are another bano to energy con- 
sumers, because they can reduce a car 
engine's efficiency, ho added. 


This sounds like another adminis- 


tration sellout to big money interests at 
the expense of the environmental quality. 
Especially In light of the antitrust action 
filed this week against a number of ma- 
jor oil companies by the Florida's attor- 
ney general, saying that a gas shortage 
was manipulated to drive prices and 
profits up. And the Federal Trade Com- 
mission study of the major oil companies 
Indicating classic monopolistic squeeze 
on the market adds to the suspicion that 
tho whole fuel shortage syndrome may 


have been Induced as a handy tool to 
eliminate competition. 
• 
* • 


A SPECIAL task force presented an 11- 
point program calling for a coordinated 
action to ensure adequate supplies of 
energy along with protection of the envi- 
ronment to the Midwest governors con- 
ference, meeting this week in Rapid City, 
S. D. The report called for prices of in- 
terstate gas at the wellhead which would 
encourage exploration for new supplies 
and procurement of Alaskan oil supplies 
in on "environmentally acceptable man- 
ner." 


Squabbling over the best route to be 


chosen for piping Alaskan oil to the low- 
er 48 states marked the discussions on 
Wednesday. A proposal for a trans-Cana- 
da pipeline was voted down, but dis- 
sension surfaced on the proposed pipeline 
to Alaska's southern coast for shipment 
in tankers. 


Among those calling for a delay in the 


trans-Alaska pipeline in favor of the 
trans-Canada route is Gov. William G. 
Mllllkcn of Michigan. "The Canadian 
route should deliver tho bulk of the North 
Slope oil reserves where they are needed 
most, cast of the Rockies," he sold.

MEANWHILE, back In Washington, 
B.C., Sen. Henry Jackson, D. Wash., is 
sharply critical of environmentalists and 
some members of Congress who want to 
delay construction of the Alaska pipeline. 
Ho's proposing federal construction of 
tho $3.5 billion project if it's delayed be- 
yond next spring. 


'Endangered' American heritage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The National 


Trust for Historic Preservation lists the 
following examples of danger to Amer- 
ica's heritage: 


• Tho U.S. Capitol, threatened by a 


proposal to extend tho west front — the 
only remaining portion of tho original ex- 
terior — to provide new congressional of- 
fices. 


• Grand Central Station In New York, 


threatened by talk of a high-rise office 
building over tho present station which 
would destroy Its character. 


• Potomac Park in Washington, site of 


tho Lincoln Memorial and tho Jefferson 
Memorial, threatened by a proposed 
highway route. 


• Tho old Washington Post Office, a 


romanejquo revival structure built In 
1897, threatened with demolition. 


• The Delta Queen, a Mississippi Rlv- 


er paddlewheel boat, threatened because 
It cannot meet fire safety provisions. 


• The Mission Inn, Riverside, Calif., a 


19th Century hotel threatened although 
there Is a proposal to save it by con- 
verting it into a cultural community with 
apartments, shops and theaters. 


• The Reliance Building, Chicago, one 


of the lost surviving examples of the Chi- 
cago school of architecture, threatened 
because it fails to produce the maximum 
revenue possible from its location. 


• Hotel Del Coronado, a Victorian- 


stylo seaside resort outside San Diego, 
Calif., located on land so valuable that 
tax pressure threatens It. 


• Union Station, New London, Conn., 


one of the lost grand old-style rail ter- 
minals, threatened by the continued con- 
solidation of American railroads. 


Jackson estimated that it would be 1977 


under the best of conditions, before 
Alaska oil can flow to the market 
through the proposed pipeline. A Cana- 
dian route would take several years long- 
er than that, he said, because the 
Trudeau government Is in a coalition 
with the New Democratic party which 
opposed the pipeline. 


As chairman of the Senate Interior 


Committee, Jackson made these com- 
ments when debate on the pipeline got 
underway this week. His proposal would 
overturn court decisions barring the 
granting of right of way across public 
lands. The pipeline project requires more 
land than originally allowed under the 
Mineral Leasing Act of 1920.

CHICAGO would be one o! 11 areas cov- 
ered by new proposals issued by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency to 
curb air pollution. Recommendations for 
this area would Include a parking facility 
construction ban, mandatory vehicle in- 
spection in Cook, Lake and DuPage 
county autos and exclusion of autos from 
certain streets. The EPA decided Illinois 
standards do not make the grade in re- 
ducing auto emissions.

ATOMIC ENERGY 
COMMISSION Is 


staunchly defending its policies for con- 
trol of radioactive wastes. This follows 
the recent charges by Los Angeles Times 
that more than a half-million gallons of 
radioactive liquid leaked from storage 
tanks near Rlchland, Wash. An accumu- 
lation of plutonium In a trench at the 
Hartford plant, located there, reached 
such a high level that a nuclear chain 
reaction is possible, the Times said. Ra- 
dioactive materials have been found In 
the ground water beneath an AEC facil- 
ity near Idaho Falls, Idaho, the report 
said. 


The AEC responded that the water 


table at the Hanford facility is at least 
150 feet below the bottom of the storage 
tanks. Indications are that radioactive 
materials will never reach the water 
table the commission said, and if they 
did, isotopes would be absorbed along the 
way. 


Low-level radioactive material did 


reach the water table beneath the Idaho 
facility, the commission said, but it did 
not come from the high level storage 
tanks.

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Frozen food boom: 
can't stop eatin' 'em

An Increasing popularity of frozen foods hns como to mean 


that any Northwest suburban housewife who can boll water 
and set an oven temperature at 350 degrees can turn out a 
quick and Inexpensive gourmet meal. 


Small and large families ollko are purchasing frozen foods 


In large quantities and, therefore, purchasing refrigerators 
with large amounts of freezer space to store them. 


And It's not just all talk. Increasing frozen food sales in 


nroa grocery stores, the sale of refrigerators with large freez- 
er space, and oven the Increasing sales of large solo freezers 
In the past few years arc evidence of the booming popularity 
of frozen foods. 


"Increasing prices for meat and fresh fruits and vegetables 


could have something to do with the fact that more people 
have been buying more frozen foods now than ever before," 
said Dale Boardman, store manager of the Eagle Grocery 
Store at 1720 W. Golf Rd., Mount Prospect. 


"Our store opened two years ago and we've had at least a 


•10 per cent Increase in our frozen foods sales since then," 
Boardman said. 


DAVE KINDER, grocery manager for Rolling Meadow's 


Domlnlck's Finer Food Store agreed saying, "Frozen foods 
comprise anywhere from eight to 20 per cent of our total 
sales each day. All kinds of people with all size families buy 
frozen foods mainly because they're so convenient and so 
inexpensive." 


Most grocery managers will attest that frozen items like 


fronch fried potatoes, vegetables, dinners, pizza, orange juice 
and egg rolls, seem to be the more popular frozen foods 
purchased. 


Frozen foods are usually packaged enough for the con- 


venience of only a couple living together, or, when bought in 
quantity, it's plentiful and inexpensive enough to feed a large 
family. 


"I think the rising costs of most other fresh foods has a lot 


to do with the popularity of frozen foods. We've always had 
our outstanding sales of them when meat boycotts were being 
conducted or when the high price of other foods were being 
ovorpubllclzcd in the papers. It's then when people become 
over conscious of the situation and stock up on the in- 
expensive frozen foods," said Robert Simmons, grocery man- 
ager for the Jewel Food Store on Elmhurst and Dempster 
roads in DCS Plalnes. 


Simmons estimates that frozen food products comprise 


about 25 per cent of his Jewel's total food sales and that it is 
a very stable item. It is one who's sales always goes up if 
anywhere, or stays the same, but has never gone down con- 
siderably. 


KINDER agrees, attributing the stability of frozen food 


sales to the fact that people now realize the economy and 
convenience relative to using frozen products. 


"Most people, for Instance, realize that five pounds of fresh 


potatoes to 93 cents, where five pounds of already cleaned and 
washed potatoes Is $1.05. After you clean and cut the fresh 
potatoes up, there isn't five pounds there anymore. So, you 
don't have to clean the potatoes and you do get five pounds 
worth, people are more apt to buy the frozen package po- 
tatoes," Kinder said. 


The main problem that comes from the Increasing popu- 


larity and sales of frozen food items, for grocery stores, is 
finding enough freezer space to keep them in. Modern gro- 
cery stores are accommodating the greater demand for fro- 
zen foods with more freezer space than ever before. 


And it seems as though, after grocery shoppers have stock- 


ed up on frozen food Items, they run into the same problem, 
only this time, it's in the home.

Frozen hot lunch popularity soars 


Area elementary and junior high 


school students are probably eating bet- 
ter lunches during the school year than 
most of their parents. 


It's all part of • the hot lunch programs 


that are becoming increasingly popular 
in the Northwest suburbs — programs 
that start In frozen packages and end up 
as piping hot lunches. 


Mass Feeding Inc., 2241 Pratt, Elk 


Grove Village, is one of many companies 
that process and distribute prepackaged 
frozen lunches to 300 elementary and ju- 
nior high schools in three midwestern 
states including Illinois. 


WITH GREAT success in the past 


three years, customer service manager 
Lee Guse foresees prepackaged lunches 
a coming thing in most elementary and 
middle schools in the country. 


"It's not just because they are relative- 


ly inexpensive and convenient for the 
parents and child both. But, these lunch- 
es supply the students with all of the pos- 
sible vitamins and daily requirements 
they need to have in a good meal. We 
Include these foods in the lunches as re- 
quired by law," said Guse. 


IN A USDA Type A lunch, which is the 


hot lunch served in any elementary or 
junior high school, the federal govern- 
ment recommends that the school and 
the supplier meet certain specifications. 


They must meet or exceed a minimum 


of two ounces of finished weight protein 
(which is the main entree), three quar- 
ters of <a cup of fruit, two or more fruits 
or vegetables, a teaspoon of butter or 
fortified margarine, eight ounces of 


whole milk, and a slice of whole grain or 
enriched bread. 


"In offering these basic requirements, 


they also offer quality control and labor 
saving lunches," said Guse. 


IN SCHOOLS where facilities for tradi- 


tional cafeteria lunch programs have not 
been established, these prepackaged hot 
lunches have been successfully in- 
troduced. 


"In the past five to ten years, these 


prepackaged hot lunches have been tak- 
ing over. With the easy preparation and 
the throw-away aluminum serving pans, 
they are attractive to schools for con- 
venience sake," he said. 


Guse estimates that his company could 


multiply-their current business by ten, 
five years from now if the prepackaged 
lunch programs continue to catch on. 


"We only serve elementary and junior 


high schools. The ones that are inter- 
ested are the ones without cafeteria facil- 
ities," Guse said. 


BECAUSE SO many of the elementary 


and junior high schools in the Northwest 
suburbs are fairly new, at least 15 of 
them have been contracting with the par- 
tially Jewel-owned Mass Feeding Inc. the 
past three years for a hot lunch pro- 
gram. 


Along with elementary and junior high 


schools in Schaumburg School Dlst. 54, 
.Des Plaines School-Dlst. 62, Wheeling's 
Dlst. 21 Holmes Junior High School prin- 
cipal Jim Johnson has found the pre- 
packaged lunch program very success- 
ful. 


"We have found the lunches very popu- 


lar where anywhere from 100 to 300 of 
our 400 students will buy a hot lunch 
each day with the option. I think it's a 
better balanced lunch than most kids 
would bring from home," Johnson said. 


With the overlapping scheduling of 


classes, and with students living good 
distances from the school, the pre- 
packaged hot lunch program has served 
as a "pretty good alternative in regards 
to economy and convenience," he said: 


"We even had a visiting economist at 


the school one day who, after inspecting 
some of the hot lunches we had that day, 
said they were made with top quality 
food items. So it's a program that's good 
for the kids," Johnson said. 


AT LEAST 300 of the 800 students at 


Keller Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg Dist. 54 also have been eating a 
prepackaged hot lunch program supplied 
by Mass Feeding the past three years. 


"We used to provide hot foods out of 


vending machines for the students who 
wanted it but that was too expensive. It 
cost about a dollar to get a balanced 
lunch out of those machines. These pre- 
packaged hot lunches cost only 50 cents," 
said Principal Curtis Casey. 


The school does not have facilities for 


a full-fledged lunch program and cannot 
afford the expense of building a complete 
hot lunch cafeteria facility. 


"So, having the food cooked and pro- 


cessed for us is convenient and in- 
expensive and meets our needs," Casey 
said. 


With little if any processing done by 


the Mass Feeding Inc., the assemblying 
of lunches and the distribution takes 
place at their Elk Grove location. 


"We're hoping to not only ship these 


lunches out to midwestern areas from 
here, but in the future, we hope to go 
nationwide in service," said Guse. 


AND THERE'S a good possibility, with 


the popularity of frozen food products not 
only in the schools, but in the home as 
weU. 


"There's not that speculation of frozen 


foods anymore where people used to 
think that anything frozen was of a less- 
er quality. Now, it's almost the other 
way around. For reasons of freshness, 
economy and convenience, people are us- 
ing more frozen foods," Guse said. 


Principal Larry Weaver of Cooper Ju- 


nior High School in Wheeling School Dis- 
trict 21 has also found the prepackaged 
hot lunch program satisfactory with an 
economic cost. 


"Approximately 35 per cent of our stu- 


dents choose to buy the lunch each day. 
The most popular meal is pizza. I eat the 
lunch almost everyday myself and I can 
honestly say that I like it," he said. 


Even with a great many cafeteria style 


lunches still going on in area schools, the 
days of tipping over your entire lunch 
tray on the floor; (dishes, food, glasses 
and whole works), may soon be a thing 
of the past 


Aluminum trays with compartments 


for food are quickly replacing the old 
brown-bag lunch system, and it's not 
only more convenient but cheaper.

WASHINGTON - A line of ambitious 


and Increasingly restive Senate Demo- 
crats will bo waiting with bated breath 
for Sen. Edward M. Kennedy to make 
the "hard decision" whether to seek the 
Presidency In 1070. 


No matter how high their Individual 


political fortunes may rise between now 
and Kennedy's ultimate announcement, 
tho ambitions of past and future White 
House aspirants hinge inextricably on 
the course to be set by the sole surviving 
Kennedy brother. 


For there can be little doubt that 


should Kennedy decide to run — and 
many contend he Is already running — 
he could expect little If any opposition 
for tho nomination. 


A NKW LOUIS Harris poll matched 


Kennedy ogamst Vice President Splro T. 
Agncw and gave Kennedy a lead of SO 
per cent to 42 per cent. Matched against 
former Treasury Sec. John B. Connolly 
as a GOP nominee, Kennedy led, 49 per 
cent to 45 per cent. 


But tho lino to the rear Is forming, 


anyway — waiting, watching, perhaps 
even searching, for some sign that Ken- 
nedy will decide his responsibilities to his 
family and the children of his assassi- 
nated brothers rule out a bid for the na- 
tion's highest office.

The Massachusetts senator said In a 


recent interview he recognized "there's a 
responsibility to make clear Intentions at 
an early time," perhaps giving the other 
hopefuls a clear shot at the 1976 nomi- 
nation.

Despite his come 
down from 1972 frontrunner at the hands 
of George McGovern, Muskle admits he's 
"keeping all the options open" for the 
next time around. 


"IF THE opportunity arises," he has

New expressway 


will help us 


If you strip away the politics, 


Gov. Walker was on target last 
week with his pushing of an ex- 
pressway to loop the Chicago sub- 
urban area. 


Walker said he was moving for 


Construction of a 71-mile interstate 
route from Waukegan on the north 
to Park Forest on the south, tying 
in with 16 mites of new 111. 53 and 
Interstate 00 already built in the 
Nortitwcst and West suburbs. 


The governor called the road 


"desperately needed," and we 
agree. He erred In describing It as 
a new proposal, and he erred se-

rlously in announcing it as an al- 
ternative to the proposed Chicago 
Crosstown Expressway. 
/ The road Walker described has 
been discussed — even worked on 
— in one form or another for sev- 
eral years. The current abrupt ter- 
mination of new III. 53 at Dundee 
Road just south of the Lake-Cook 
county line is testimony to the fact 
that someone already had part of 
the idea. It's been a matter of mon- 
ey, land acquisition and time be- 
fore that portion of the route 
moved farther north. 


But that's of small consequence 


in the debate. More troubling is 
Walker's pretense that the cross- 
suburban expressway would be 
some kind of alternative to the 
Crosstown Expressway. 


That smacks of a gambit to draw 


the suburbs into the 'governor's 
feud with Mayor Daley over the 
Crosstown, and the suburbs ought 
to resent it. While we sympathize 
with Walker in his opposition to the 
Crosstown and the human dis- 
ruption it would cause, there's 
really no way to pretend that ei- 
ther route would be an alternative 
to the other. 


The roads would serve two whol- 


ly separate functions, as any 
glance at a map makes obvious. If 
anything, the new interstate would 
be an alternative, and a welcome 
one, to the Tri-State Tollway. 


There is good reason to worry 


about political debate clouding the 
need for the new interstate, be- 
cause it could eventually scuttle 
the whole project. Debate is ample 
already, with Mayor Daley under- 
standably irate because his Cross- 
town ox is being gored again, and 
House Speaker Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, who may have as- 
pirations to be governor, leaping in 
with a livid denunciation of Walk- 
er's freeway plan. 


Walker would be well-advised to 


get the politics out of it and concen- 
trate on justifying the road to the 
federal government, from where 
most of the financing is to come. 


There is much to be said in favor 


of the road, which would com- 
pletely bypass Chicago and for the 
first time provide a line through 
the burgeoning fringe of the metro- 
politan area. 


It would be an ideal route to fun- 


nel suburban traffic north or south 
from the metropolitan area, and in 
fact to any direction, because it 
would link with interstates 55, 57, 
80, 90 and 94 and the East-West 
Tollway. 


Federal approval is needed, and 


the proposed route must pass the 
muster of public hearings. Every- 
thing should be done, politics aside, 
to get the road moving.

New President? Follow the law 


Of all the possible paths which will 


eventually lead the nation and the presi- 
dency out of the morass created by the 
Watergate affair, the least acceptable is 
a "government of national unity" pro- 
posed by Clark Clifford. 


Clifford, who served as secretary of 


defense under Lyndon B. Johnson and 
was an adviser to presidents Harry 
Truman and John F. Kennedy, sugges- 
ted a unique, If perhaps unconstitu- 
tional, means for removing Nixon and 
installing a president 
untouched by 


Watergate. 


His plan is, first, for Vice President 


Spiro Agnew to resign. The Congress, 
which incidentally is controlled by Demo- 
crats, then would nominate three candi- 
dates from which Nixon, under the 25th 
Amendment to the Constitution, would 


appoint a vice president. 


Then, according to Clifford's plan, the 


President himself would resign, leaving 
the presidency to the congressionally 


chosen vice president. 


The damage done to the presidency by 


the Watergate mess is sufficient that 
suggestions that the President should 
resign cannot be dismissed out of hand, 
and Indeed the President himself has ac- 
knowledged that, if we are to accept the 
testimony of his daughter, Julie. 


But if he should resign, or be im- 


peached — which remains a remote pos- 
sibility — the machinery for his replace- 
ment is dearly outlined in the Con- 
stitution. There Is no provision In the 
Constitution for government by coalition, 
or interference in the line of succession 
to the presidency by the Congress. 


Beyond, the circumstance of a Republi- 


can president, elected by the people, 
foregoes any conceivable right of a 
Democratically controlled Congress to

In either event, the Constitution is 


clear as to how he should be replaced. 


In the meantime, Richard Nixon re- 


mains the President chosen by the 
people, and Spiro Agnew remains the 
man chosen by the people as the heir to 
the presidency. 


Until such time as the people demand, 


there should be no attempt to remove 
either except through the means speci- 
fied in the nation's Constitution. 


Not even the President or the vice 


president, in the unlikely event that they 
would see such action as a service to the 
nation, would have the right to accede to 
Clifford's scheme.

NEW YORK - Scattered Information 


Indicates that several million American 
motorbta, particularly young people, 
drive without adequate insurance or no 
Insurance. 


Since Inflation has driven average jury 


awards In auto accident cases up to a 
range of $30,000 to $30,000, this is a 
s e r i o u s problem, Insurance experts 
agree. Tho growing trend toward state 
no-fault Insurance laws also may aggra- 
vate the matter. 


Some motorists may carelessly assume 


that no-fault laws will protect them and 
fall to buy enough supplementary liabil- 
ity Insurance or even collision Insurance 
to pay for damage to their own cars. 


TIIEtlE IS A surprising lack of Infor- 


mation on a national scale about the 
problem. Neither the Insurance Informa- 
tion Institute, which represents many In- 
surance companies, nor the American 
Automobile Association, which keeps an 
eye on nearly every aspect of motoring, 
has any meaningful national statistical 
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Information about the matter. 


However, both acknowledged that the 


problem exists. 


Insurance agents arc more specific. 


"There's no question that many drivers 
are grossly underlnsured, particularly 
youngsters, considering the presently In- 
flated cost of hospital care and automo- 
bile repairs," said Arthur Milton, a New 
York general agent. 


"The tragedy of it," Milton said, "Is 


that it Is totally unnecessary. Liability 
Insurance rates naturally arc based on 
the insurance company's most numerous 
and most costly perils, claims under 
$25,000. So, In a state like New York, the 
premium for the minimum legally, re- 
quired policy commonly called "5-10-25" 
with a $25,000 limit, may be $400 a year 
for a male driver under 25 years old. But 
for as little as $15 or $20 more, the young 
motorist can buy liability protection up 
to a maximum of $300,000." 


Milton said too many agents don't try 


hard enough to sell the additional cov- 
erage and the younger drivers, being 
hard pressed to raise the $400 basic pre- 
mium, don't ask about additional cov- 
erage. It just doesn't occur to the young 
motorist that he may be responsible for 
a wreck with such a huge price in injury 
costs. 


THE STATE motor vehicle bureaus 


arc tho best sources of information about 
people who drive without any insurance. 
Of course not all states require insurance 
to get a registration card but most penal- 
ize tho uninsured driver by charging him 
a higher registration fee. 


In New Jersey, tho registration fee for 


a moderate sized car is $25 if the motor- 
ist has a certain level of Insurance. Oth- 
erwise It is $75, with the extra $50 going 
Into state insurance funds. 


John McHole of the New York State 


Motor Vehicle Bureau, said 80,102 driv- 
ers were arrested in New York state in 
1072 for not having the legally required 
insurance. Of these, 69,494 were arrested 
after being involved in accidents.

Get a gallon of trim paint. Most 


houses will need that much. Even if you 
end up using a little less, It's cheaper 
than buying trim paint a quart at a time. 
The extra, if there's any, Is good for 
touch-ups. 


HAVE everything you need before 


you start. Besides paint and ladders and 
b r u s h e s , you will need thlnners, 
scrapers, sandpaper, drop cloths. 


Wear old clothes. Avoid tennis shoos. 


You'll feel tho ladder's rungs right 
through them. 


A drop cloth Is very Important. It can 


save you many extra hours that you 
would have to spend cleaning up. Cover 
sidewalks, drives, shrubbery. 


Have plenty of rags und keep one 


handy. Wipe up the drop of paint that 
lands In the wrong place and do It right 
away. It's easy then. 


KEEP A PUTTY knife In your pocket. 


Use It to scrape off loose or blistering 
paint. If peeling and blistering are exten- 
sive, do all your scraping and sanding 
first. This will allow you to paint without 
major Interruptions later. 


Use a wire brush for cleaning accumu- 


lated dirt. 


Calk before you paint, or as you paint. 


But don't calk after. If you do you will 
have to go bock and touch up. By calking 
first, you can paint right over the 
calking. 


Calk around doors and windows, in cor- 


ners and between siding. Since calking 
keeps out moisture It will protect the 
paint.

loan," the booklet pointed out. 


Savings and loan associations pio- 


neered the amortized home mortgage 
loan, and today virtually all mortgages 
— no matter who the lender — are of the 
amortized type. 


Under the amortization system, the to- 


tal of the principal and interest portion 
of the monthly mortgage payment re- 
mains the same during the life of the 
loan. "The key feature of the system Is 
that each month you pay interest only on 
what you still owe," the booklet said. 


HERE IS how it works: 
When you make the first monthly pay- 


ment on a $20,000 loan, that payment in- 
cludes one month's interest on the 
$20,000. But if that payment reduced the 
debt by $50, when you make the second 
payment it will Include one month's in- 
terest on $19,950. 


"As a result," the booklet explained, 


"each month the Interest portion of the 
loan payment gets smaller, while the 
amount that repays the principal of the 
loan balance gets bigger." 


Of course, in the mortgage's early 


years the equity buildup will be very 
slow, because most of each month's pay- 
ment goes for interest and only a rela- 
tively small amount goes to reduce the 
debt. 


However, the booklet notes, as the 


years go by the amount to pay the debt 
gets larger and larger. The longer pay- 
ments are made, the faster the equity in 
the home will grow. 


"Equity can also be built up quickly by 


making pre-payments," said the League 
booklet. "Many people use financial 
windfalls, year-end bonuses, cash gifts, 
etc., to increase their equity in their 
homes and reduce their total interest 
costs."

borrow an estimated $38 billion to fi- 
n a n c e construction of single-family 
homes and multi-family structures. 


"An estimated $6 billion — 15 per cent 


of the total — will be provided by the 
real estate investment trust industry," 
said Durand A. Holladay, managing 
trustee of Continental Mortgage In- 
vestors, Boston.

building — single and multi-family.

The most successful house-hunters are 


those who hove a good plan for where 
they want to live and what kind of 
home they prefer and are flexible enough 
to make adjustments to market condi- 
tions. 


"Flexibility Is probably the most Im- 


portant quality," suggests Robert Wal- 
ters, vice president and general sales 
manager, residential division, for Baird 
& Warner Inc. 


"The buyer must begin searching for 


his dream house with a general plan that 
Includes community preference and a de- 
scription of what ho needs In a home 
with regard to number of bedrooms, 
bathrooms, garage, outdoor area, and so 
on.

• The new house: If you're reasonably 


certain that you're buying from a re- 
liable builder, the advantages will en- 
compass new, solid construction that 
should be worry-free for some years to 
c o m e ; new, guaranteed equipment 
throughout; and the pleasures that come 
from overall newness. Disadvantages 
may include an unexpected drain on your 
financial resources for such items as 
sidewalks, fencing, landscaping and Inte- 


rior or exterior additions. If all of these 
features are included, you'll be paying 
for them in the price of the house. 


WALTERS emphasizes: "Whether a 


new or old house, check it out carefully. 
Take your time, ask questions, and be 
sure you know what you're getting. 
Above all, don't trust to oral agree- 
ments; everything that is promised 
should be written into the contract." 


• Carefully determine the size of house 


you need and can afford before you begin 
shopping. How many bedrooms and 
baths? What size garage? 


• Will you need space for special re- 


quirements, such as an office, studio, 
workshop, or sewing room? 


• What kind of architectural style will 


best suit your needs and tastes? Do you 
want the privacy of second-floor bed- 
rooms in a Georgian or Colonial house, 
or do you prefer the single level advan- 
tages of a ranch-type house? 


"You may have special requirements 


of your own to add, but once you've com- 
piled your list, take it to a qualified Real- 
tor," the Baird & Warner executive ad- 
vises. "He has the resources to help you 
find your home." 


Walters continued: "After this, give 


yourself the time you need to canvass 
the areas you prefer and see what's 
available. It's quite possible that your ul- 
timate decision will appear to be whal 
critics call emotional or impulsive, which 
means that they do not strictly conform 
to needs. You may be captivated by a 
fireplace, a rock garden or some other 
factor which you can't call essential. But 
the house you have selected, if it Is with- 
in your means, even though the reason 
may seem impractical, probably repre- 
sents the best house available if you've 
explored the market carefully. It may 
not be the dream house you started out 
to find. But it will be the closest thing to 
a dream that has been touched by the 
realities of the market."

THE 
BANKING INDUSTRY should 


equalize opportunities for advancement 
of women and minority workers, says 
Eugene H. Adams, president of tho 
American Bankers Association. Speaking 
at a recent convention In Atlantic City, 
N.J., Adams said he took prldo In gov- 
ernment statistics which show that em- 
ployment of blacks In banking has tripled 
since 1966, as has the employment 
rate of Spanish surnamed Americans. 


But the participation rate for blacks In 


banking Is still only 0 per cent, and while 
women comprise two thirds of tho entire 
banking labor force, they occupy only IS 
per cent of the managerial positions. 


Some 30,000 jobs are added each year 


in the banking Industry, continued 
Adams. "It would seem apparent that wo 
have an excellent opportunity, therefore, 
to hire minorities and women at all lev- 
els — and to promote them," he said. 
"We must develop ways to move them 
up through the structure. One simple 
way Is to carefully screen your present 
personnel and see If you haven't already 
overlooked some of your minority staff 
members and women employes who are 
obviously qualified for offlcershlps and 
much greater responsibilities than they 
have heretofore been given." 


Evaluating personnel officers and su- 


pervisors for their performance In this 
area Is another means of working toward 
equal opportunity, he said. Hiring part 
time employes may bring in additional. 
minority and women workers. 


"The goal," he said, "will be to create 


a learning environment in the field of 
banking that will attract, train and pro- 
duce qualified minority men and women 
for officer level careers in banking. In 
short, it simply Is not enough, to slap an 
'Equal Opportunity Employer' sticker on 
tho bank window."

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That chain saw of yours 
has plenty of uses

NEW YORK — What can you do with a 


chain sour after you've brought down 
that dead trco and cut It up for firewood? 


There are a surprising number of nn- 


swcrs to that question. "It all depends 
upon how handy you arc, or want to bo," 
soys Ed WUk, chain saw buyer for Scars 
Roebuck. 


"Most chain saws are bought," Wllk 


said, "because a homeowner has a tree 
or two he wants to take down and he 
figures buying a saw Is cheaper than 
renting one, particularly If he's going to 
bo cutting up the trco for firewood." 


Chain saws, he sold, can ba used to 


make patio blocks, garden steps and for 
building rustic picnic tables, chairs and 
benches, in addition to it variety of cut- 
ting and pruning jobs on trees and 
shrubs. They also can be used to build 
fences, carve art objects and build a tool 
shed, a tree house, or an authentic log 
cabin for the kids to play in. 


"Even signs and animal figures can be 


carved with a chain saw, particularly

They're lightweight and cut through big 
logs quietly and efficiently In a matter of 
seconds," Wilk said. 


CHAIN SAWS arc even a good tool to 


take along on a camping trip. 


"There's a lot of wood in a tree," Wllk 


sold, "and most guys can use just so 
much firewood. A fellow — or even a gal 
— who likes to work with his hands can 
do a lot with a chain saw." While there's 
no complicated technique for using a 
chain saw, WUk advises, there aro some- 
tips that can make the job easier, safer 
and make your saw last longer, too: 


• Don't cut Into the ground with the 


saw. This will dull the blade and even- 
tually cause mechanical problems. 


• Keep the chain lubricated when cut- 


ting. You never can "over oil" it. Be 
sure the oil is evenly distributed around 
the chain before you start cutting and 
oil the chain after cutting. 


• Be sure the chain Is sharp. The size 


of the chips flying from the sow will tell 
you something about sharpness. If they 
aro largo, the saw Is sharp; if small, It's 
dull. Saw teeth can be sharpened by 
hand or automatically. Chain saws 
equipped with a power-sharpening sys- 
tem have a grindstone fitted Into the 
housing and tho saw chain running 
against the stone automatically sharpens 
the saw teeth. 


TO FELL A TREE, Wllk offers tho fol- 


lowing tips, and warns if you have any 
doubt at all of your ability, call In a pro- 
fessional. You must make sure the tree 
will fall in the direction you wish it to 
fall without danger to people, structures 
or utility wires. 


• Start by checking out the tree close- 


up and then from a distance. Close-up, 
inspect for rot. Rotten or dead trees are 
unpredictable and often are a job for a 
professional. 


• Looking at a tree from a distance, if 


It's straight with branches evenly dis- 
tributed, you should be able to correctly 
position its fall. If it leans or has heavy 
limbs on one side, you may have prob- 
lems that could complicate the fall. 
Again, it may be a job for a professional. 


• If the trco is sound, straight and 


seems to present no felling problems, cut 
a wedge-shaped chunk on the side toward 
which you want the tree to fall. Cut the 
diagonal portion of the notch first and 
then make tho horizontal cut — pene- 
trating about a third of the way through 
the trunk. Remove the wood from tho 
notch. Next, make a straight saw cut on 
the back side of the tree about two 
inches higher than the horizontal cut. 
Don't cut all tho way through. Leave a 
couple of inches of vertical wood stand- 
ing to act as a hinge when the tree be- 
gins to foil and help guide it down. Wed- 
ges driven Into the cut on the back side 
of the tree also will help direct its fall. 


• As tho tree starts to fall, move at an 


angle away from the direction of the fall. 
Bo sure you've plotted your path of 
movement in advance and that it is 
clear. Don't stand next to the tree or in 
back of it. A sudden gust of wind could 
throw It off course. For this reason, nev- 
er try to bring a tree down on a windy 
day. To use a chain saw for pruning, 
Wilk suggests the following procedure: 


•REMOVE LIMBS from a standing 


tree by making the first cut from the 
underside of the branch. Cut approxi- 
mately one-third of the way through the 
limb. Then make the second cut from the 
top. This way the saw won't bind in the 
cut and the branch will break off without 
tearing tho bark. 


• Needless to say, plan your pruning 


carefully. Use all safety precautions, and 
don't find yourself out on the end of the 
limb you're cutting. Once a tree is down, 
tho wood can bo used for a variety of 
projects, as well as for the traditional 
firewood. One of the most useful is for 
garden or patio steps. Wilk suggests: 


• Before making any cuts prop the log 


so you won't run the blade into tho 
ground at the end of the cut. Then, use a 
piece of chalk to mark off four-Inch sec- 


lions along the log. Make the cuts clean, 
parallel and uniform so the log end will 
bo smooth. For variety, use logs of dif- 
ferent diameter and make elliptical discs 
by cutting log sections at an angle. 


• When laying out the steps for a 


patch, use sections of varying diameter 
for the most pleasing effect. The discs 
must be treated with wood preservative 
as soon after cutting as possible, using 
liberal amounts of tho preservative on all 
sides to prevent rotting. For best results 
place the discs in a bed of crushed 
gravel or sand and fill in between the 
steps with the same material. 


CHAIRS, TABLES and benches also 


can be made with a chain saw. A simple 
chair, for example, con be made by cut- 
ting a 36-inch section of log from a tree 
at least 20 Inches In diameter. Stand the 
section upright, moke a slightly diagonal 
15-inch cut for the seat. For the back 
rest, make another diagonal cut from the 
top down to the seat level. A bench can 
be made by cutting a log in half horizon- 
tally, drilling four holes for the legs and 
Inserting smaller diameter sections of 
wood for the legs. 


Just don't get so carried away you cut 


down any trees but those that absolutely 
must go. It's easy to cut down a tree, but 
it takes a long time to replace one.

tho children in the "cook's tour" of the 
place. 


There Is a lot more you con do to help 


get a house sold. Before putting it on the 
market, make your own critical tour of 
inspection. Note needed minor repairs — 
both indoors and out — and get them 
taken care of promptly. The cost of mak- 
ing major repairs should be weighed 
carefully against what you expect as the 
purchase price. 


Then unclutter by selling, donating or 


throwing away everything that will not 
be moved or Is not being offered as part 
of the sale. If, In spite of your best ef- 
forts, closets, cabinets and shelves still 
look overstuffed, pack some of the linens, 
clothing and whatnots into cartons and 
stash them neatly in a corner of the at- 
tic, basement or garage. Cluttered 
closets and rooms not only make the 
rooms seem smaller, but also give the 
Impression of a lack of space for house- 
hold belongings. 


WITH ALL THE unwanted times out of 


the way, it Is easier to launch into the 
next phase of preparing the house for 
sale.

Clean the 
walls and woodwork where fingerprints 
and soil spots show. Polish furniture 
tops, then do the floor or carpeting. Fi- 
nally wash windows, mirrors and picture 
frame glass. Then put the room back to- 
gether, arranging it as attractively as 
possible. 


Pay particular attention to shiny bath- 


rooms and kitchen and to a clean base- 
ment. Prospective buyers look hard at 
these areas. Make sure drains are not 
clogged and wall tile is spotless. If a 
range or refrigerator is Included in the 
sale it will be carefully inspected so 
must be sparkling and odor-free.

An appetite for hamburgers and sue- 


cess go t o g e t h e r well In Don 
Dreltkroutz's lino of work. 


He's a man who's made his way up 


through the ranks of hamburgerdom with 
hard work, enthusiasm and a good Idea 
of what the public wonts at a drive-In 
restaurant. 


He's a bootstrap success, dean of the 


McDonald's Corp.'s Hamburger Univer- 
sity, whcra a well-done way of doing 
business Is served up right along with a 
little drum-boating for the company. 


"Come on over and get a taste of what 


Hamburger U Is really like," ho says 
over the t e l e p h o n e . When you 
sec those famous golden arches of a 
McDonald's restaurant on 111. Rte. 72 In 
Elk Grove Village, you're not far from 
the campus, mother to several regional 
schools and two overseas hamburger 
schools. It's leafy and tranquil In appear- 
ance as many other university campus- 
es. 


BUT THIS SCHOOL is anchored In 


commercialism, make no mistake. The 
McDonald's Insignia finds Its proper 
place on the entrance sign and the school 
flag, a pattern repeated In the massive 
entry doors to the main classroom build- 
ing. Brushing past the bust of founder 
Ray Kroc In the foyer, visitors find of- 
fices where Brcltkrcutz and fellow pro- 
fessors are based. 


The dean himself doesn't seem to 


spend a great deal of time behind a desk. 
He's generally checking In new students 
or watching the progress of the new ad- 
dition to HU or meeting with staff per- 
sonnel. When he arrives, fresh from a 
classroom lecture, Brcllkrcutz Is ready 
to talk about McDonald's and himself 
and how it feels to bo with the number 
one company in the fast food Industry. 


Ho olms to turn out students that "go 


out of here filled with vim, vigor and a 
willingness to succeed." At the age of 38, 
the dean has his own success story to 
toll, and it adds to the appeal of this 
training ground for future restaurateurs. 


"I started with the company in 1968 as 


a crewman In Alexandria, Va., working 
part time," Brcltkrcutz says. That $1.15 
an hour job blossomed Into a scries of 
promotions. When the outlet was bought 
out by the McDonald's Corp. the follow- 
ing year, Brcltkrcutz decided to hitch his 
career to the corporation. 


TltAINING. licensing, management, 


accounting, a professorship and now the 
job as dean nt Hamburger U came his 
way. "It's meant 13 jobs in the last sev- 
eral yean and an attitude that uhcn the 
call comes, I'll be moving. It's wild, 
fascinating and totally fun, a new chal- 
lenge every day," ho adds. 


Now Brcltkrcutz is shepherding new 


recruits In the McDonald's system into 
their own successful ventures. Some 
2,500 new managers and owners will 
come to Hamburger U. this year, gradu- 
ating with a bachelor of hamburgcrology 


already gung-ho on the business when 
degree. Few drop out, because they're 
they come, he says. 


They're bankers, lawyers, bakers, pi- 


lots and ascrospace engineers. "They're 
a good cross section of Americans, to a 
g r e a t degree professionals," 
says 


Brcltkrcutz. "They're all looking for a 
challenge." 


They've paid an average $130,000 for a 


franchise and waited for as long as two 
years to come to Hamburger U. The 
training cost Is paid by McDonald's. With 
30,000 requests a year pouring in from 
people wanting to get a handle on the 
hamburger business, McDonald's can af- 
ford to be choosy about its would-be fran- 
chisees. The corporation has more than 
enough applications from people willing 
to plunk down the necessary cash," but 
wo want the people who are interested In 
getting Involved on a day to day basis," 
soys Brcllkrcutz. "It takes a self starter, 
a guy who doesn't fear hard work and 
long hours ... the kind of guy who likes 
to look back at his work and what he's 
done, and feel satisfied," and then — "It 
doesn't hurt to be a little crazy and fun- 
loving." 


DISHING UP a soul stirring, get-em- 


up-and-out-lhcrc kind of schmaltz is a 
small part of the nine-day curriculum at 
this school of applied learning. The real 
meat of Hamburger U. training is the 
emphasis on quality, service and cleanli- 
ness, coupled with an emphasis on com- 
munity involvement. 


Courses range from Hamburgers I and 


II, Shortening and Hamburger Buns, to 
Profit and Loss Analysis, Insurance and 
Purchasing. New trainees are joined in 
six days by experienced 
managers 


who've attended one of the corporate re- 
gional training schools. When they've 
graduated from Hamburger U, they'll 
fan out to the 2,400 existing McDonald's 
outlets In the U.S. and the 400 new out- 
lets being added this year. 


No guarantee of success is offered to 


now graduates and no estimate of poten- 
tial earnings is dangled as an Incentive. 
"But if they get in there and get in- 
volved, they're going to be successful," 
says Breltkrcutz. "If there's any secret 
to McDonald's success, It's that you work 
harder at these three things — qualitv, 
service and cleanliness, and there's no 
corner on the market on these." 


The corporation did turn in a hefty $1 


billion-plus in sales last year, and the 
franchisors with high volume locations 
made a good living at their trade. The 
average outlet did $508,000 worth of busi- 
ness in 1972, racking up earnings in the 
neighborhood of $50,000. 


"Sure, wo have competitors," the 


McDonald's man says. "Competition wo 
don't." The company doesn't walk away 
from an outlet once It's launched, he 
says. The relatively few McDonald's res- 
taurants that have been "de-arched" 
were shot down by condemnation for new 
roadways and other unavoidable haz- 


WILD, FASCINATING and totally fun — this is 
the way to earn a living, says Don Breitkreutz, dean 
of Hamburger University. There's a new challenge 


every day at this school of hamburgerology. Some 
2,500 McDonald's owners and operators will grad- 


uate from the McDonald's management school this 
year. 


ards. 


THE COMPANY'S willingness to stand 


behind its owners and operators is vital 
to its success, he adds. Feedback from 
new o p e r a t o r s , advanced training 
courses, intensive market research and 


contact with field representatives are all 
part of this program. 


Even as new items on the McDonald's 


menu are test marketed and introduced, 
the company continues to insist on uni- 
form quality for its hamburgers. Man- 


agers must taste-test their hamburgers 
every day to make sure they're up to 
par, "but a good hamburger never be- 
comes tiring," says Breitkreutz with a 
chuckle. 


Once you're hooked on the hamburger 


business, says Breitkreutz, there's no 
looking back. "In fact," he adds, "we 
don't have to stress profits here at Ham- 
burger U. We know that if you've got a 
good clean operation, and provide good 
service, you'll succeed."

Has tills vita- 
min theory been tried by any of our doc- 
tors to prove to the AMA that they arc or 
nro not what these books claim them to 
be? 


Dear Header — Scientific journals 


sponsored by recognized medical organi- 
zations only print articles that have been 
reviewed carefully by knowledgeable sci- 
entists. Unfortunately, many of the arti- 
cles In the popular press and news Items 
on radio and TV arc not subjected to 
critical review by scientists. 


Quacks use the media to promote their 


products. A case in point Is the cele- 
brated quack. Dr. John Brlnklcy. He 
grafted sections of goat glands into men 
who were suffering from Impotence. He 
proclaimed the great success of his goat 
gland transplants to anyone who would

Delinquent 
child: ivho's 
to blame?

A delinquent child. 
The possibility of your child becoming 


delinquent Is a frightening thought to any 
parent. Can adolescent delinquency be 
predicted in a child? What can you do to 
k e e p y o u r child from 
becoming 


delinquent? 


Dr. Mcivln Singer, director of residen- 


cy training at the Institute of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, thinks that delinquen- 
cy can be predicted In the prc-adolcsccnt 
who displays an unacceptable pattern of 
behavior such as setting fires or con- 
sistently running away from home. The 
parents of these children bear most of 
the responsibility for the behavior of the 
c h i l d r e n , apparently due to per- 
missiveness. Very often the delinquent 
children accuse their parents of dis- 
ciplinary permissiveness. 


UK. SlNGKIt has found, however, that 


the real problem behind delinquency lies 
In n combination of extremely restrictive 
policy-making and rather lax punish- 
ment. For example, Debbie was told by 
her father to be home at 10 p.m., or sho 
would be restricted to the house for a 
week. Since Debbie came homo past 
midnight, her father should have follow- 
ed through with the punishment, but in- 
stead, Debbie was allowed to go out tho 
next night. 


To combat the possibility of your child 


becoming delinquent, Dr. Singer suggests 
that both parents participate in (lie pol- 
icy-making and punishment so that tho 
child cannot play one parent against the 
other. Also, he believes the parents 
should know when to say no. 


The child should not be excessively re- 


stricted in relation to his peer group, but 
neither should parents give in to pres- 
sure put on them by the child If the child 
Is asking for something which they feel 
Is unreasonable. 


In addition, the child should be shown 


love and respect so that If punishment is 
necessary, the child will have a reservoir 
of love for his parents so he can better 
cope with any resentment he might fed 
about punishment.

could, but not In scientific journals. Ac- 
tunlly In such coses the AMA Is the con- 
sumers' advocate, protecting the public 
against fraudulent medical practices. 
Through such organized efforts, Dr. 
Brlnklcy was finally run out of the 
United States. It Is this protection of the 
public that causes quacks to flourish 
along the borders, because It Is Illegal 
for them to carry on their frauds In the 
United States. 


There are some benefits from vitamin 


E. It Is not, however, a cure-all. The De- 
cember Issue of the Consumer's Report 
listed about 60 things vitamin E has been 
falsely claimed to cure. One group of 
doctors who wrote a popular book and 
have a large practice have been under 
fire In their own country because their 
claims arc unsubstantiated. 


THERE MUST be a streak of paranoia 


In our public about the medical profes- 
sion. There is absolutely no reason for 
any doctor not to recommend vitamins of 
any type to a person if they are of 
proved value. What purpose would this 
serve? Doctors do prescribe vitamin E 
for a few specific medical conditions 
where It Is known to be of value. 


It really would make very little differ- 


ence lo n physician whether he pre- 
scribed a vitamin E tablet or some other 
tablet, if it helped. In reasonable doses, 
vitamin E isn't toxic or harmful. It isn't 
going to cure all the Illnesses that it has 
been touted to do by some of the unscru- 
pulous marketing mechanisms that exist. 


These marketing mechanisms literally 


prey on people's fears, and on individ- 
uals who have problems which can't be 
cured. I do believe that there's reason to 
do extensive research on vitamin E. It 
may have some functions that have not 
yet been defined, and I'm all for that. 
Vitamin E is apparently essential to the 
body, but the limited amounts usually 
needed arc readily available in many 
common foods.

A soft drink for smiling, a token for being-nice. .. 
Center helps troubled kids 


by JOHN MILNE 


CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - One boy 


who is a severely disturbed patient at the 
Phllbrook Children's Center of New 
Hampshire hospital can earn a soft drink 
for himself just by smiling. 


This technique is part of a program of 


behavior modification to help these chil- 
dren. Behavior modification has been 
treated as little better than brainwashing 
In the popular view but, according to Dr. 
Kenneth Roubc, it's a useful form for 
working with troubled children. 


"IT ISN'T REALLY brainwashing at 


all," he said. "We tell the kids just what 
we're going to do and why. 


"We had a kid here who never 


smiled," he said. "We made a contract 
with him that If he smiled at three differ- 
ent people In an hour, we'd give him a 
token so he cduld earn a soda. He started 
grinning all the time, and found people 
started smiling back. It made him feel 
better." 


The center runs on a "token econo- 


my," a technique Roulx developed. It in- 
volves breaking down behavior into 
simple units, like smiling, careful obser- 
vation to count those units, and rewards 
to increase or decrease the behavior they 
want. 


"We set up an environment where a 


child has to succeed," Roulx said. "We 
set up a base line of behavior and set 
expectations for him and pay him for 
meeting those expectations. It's called a 
contingency contract. He cannot fail be- 
cause he has done it on his own." 


MUCH OF THE WORK of the center 


Involves observations, charts and graphs 
to observe behavior of the 28 children 
who are residents at the center and the 
350 to 360 who visit it on an outpatient 
basis. 


"We had a kid with tics," said Roulx. 


"He used to twitch 150 times a minute. 
We told him we were going to observe 
him, and the tics went down to 30 a min- 
ute. Then, we knew, he could control that 
behavior. We set up a contract to try to 
help him get rid of it." 


The economy Is set up so children can 


win points, or tokens, for performing the 
tasks that meet the contract. Some of 
them are simple, like dressing neatly In 
the morning or smiling. 


On lower levels, tokens are used to buy 


soft drinks in the canteen, get Into a 
movie, or buy toys at a small store in the 
Institution. Children who reach higher 
levels, and are better adjusted in terms 
of behavior, are allowed more and more 
things for free. 


SOME CONTRACTS may be unusual. 


Roulx told of a girl who was extremely 
aggressive and hard to work with — "so 
bad that the staff didn't want to work 
with her. 


"We went to see what caused the blow- 


ing behavior and what happened. When 
the girl blew, she went into Isolation. 
That's what she wanted. 


"We set up a contract with her so that 


for every 15 minutes of quiet behavior, 
we'd give her five minutes of isolation, to 


take Immediately or save up. That 
cleared her up right away." 


Does it work? "Our best guess is it's 


having significant effects, but we can't 
be sun:," Roubc said. He added that the 
program would have to be conducted 
over a greater period of time to make 
any determinations. 


"We're trying to build a total environ- 


ment which is therapeutic in itself," said 
Dr. Pierre 0. Durand, director of the 
center. "Children behave the way they 
behave because they like It. If they are 
demonstrating 
unacceptable 
behavior, 


it's not their fault. Something is wrong 
with the world outside." 


DURAND WAS ASKED if treating be- 


havior and not the causes was like treat- 
ing the symptoms instead of the disease. 
"How do I know that the reaction Is not 
related to the cause?" he responded. 


"You can't change external behavior 


without having a change in internal psy- 
chic functioning," said Roubc. 


"Whether we've changed his head Is a 


moot point. It doesn't make a bit of dif- 
ference as long as they can get along out 
there. People go to therapy for years and 
a guy may be as dingy as when he start- 
ed."

With the gold market rising almost 


dally, It la only natural to consider re- 
moving gold coins from bracelets and 
necklaces In favor of n more lucrative 
future. But It Isn't always that simple. 


Many gold coins have been attached to 


chains by means of a drilled or punched 
hole through which'a small link is In- 
serted and similarly fastened to the 
chain link. Others, unfortunately the mi- 
nority, are more expertly captured in a 
special coin holder or mount that at- 
taches to a chain without damage to the 
coin Itself. 


A HOLE IN a coin of precious metal 


makes It worthless as a collector's Item 
nnd if the hole is closed It may pass as a 
coin In circulation but with a diminished 
value. 


Illustration No. 1 shows a cutaway of a 
; punched hole in which the metal has 
* been retained because the punch merely 
I separated the metal and moved It out In 
't pouting fashion. In many cases the full 
j legal amount of metal Is still present 
• hero and can be returned to the hole by 
I an expert jeweler. 
I • THIS MAY REDUCE Its intrinsic val- 


ue slightly, but rarely to a point where It 
will be refused In trade. No amount of 
skill, however, will hide the blemish 
from an expert numismatist. 


A drilled hole as In No. 2 must of ne- 


cessity be plugged as In No. 3 to make It 
look like a coin again. But this Is an ille- 
gal act and frowned upon by the United 
States Secret Service as a deliberate 
form o( counterfeit. 


Chapter 23, Section 400 of the United 


Stales Code says In effect: "A coin was 
counterfeit when It, although originally a 
true coin, was punched and mutilated, 
and base metal was used in replacing the 
portion removed; nut so if it was merely 
punched without loss of original metal." 


STRANGELY ENOUGH, the Section 


refers to a "base" metal which is of no 
intrinsic value. But It should be pointed 
out that a plug of pure gold or even of 
the original composition is similarly ille- 
gal since it could be considered a form of 
"alteration for the purpose of increasing 
or enhancing the value." 


Mutilated coins containing a gold or 


silver alloy may be bought or sold for 
their bulk value, but only silver coinage 
may be melted. Gold must remain in its 
officially issued state until such time as 
the Treasury removes the ban against 
destroying gold currency of the United 
States.

8-cent commemorative stamp July 20 to 
mark the 200th anniversary of the arrival 
of Scottish settlers at Pictour, Nova 
Scotia. 


Today a town of 4,000, Plctou's begin- 


nings go back to September 15, 1773, 
when 200 hardy settlers arrived from 
Scotland aboard the "Hector." The new 
s t a m p initiates a Canadian series 
marking the contributions of immigrant 
peoples to the development of the coun- 
try. 


The Scottish settlers stamp was de- 


signed by Peter Swan, a freelance artist 
living In Toronto. Swan Is a former na- 
tive of Greenock, Scotland, the port from 
which the "Hector" sailed 200 years ago. 


Ashttn-Potter Ltd. of Toronto is print- 


ing 25 million of the commemorative in 
four-color lithography. Marginal in- 
scriptions including the designer's name 
appear on the four comers of each pane 
of 50 stamps. The entire production will 
bear Ottawa tagging.

Q. I have been receiving disability 


benefits for myself and my family since 
I became disabled In 1969. Last month I 
received a Medicare card in the mall 
and I understand that I will now have the 
full coverage of Medicare. Does this cov- 
erage extend to my wife and children 
also? 


A. No, the recent amendments to the 


Social Security Act provide Medicare 
coverage only to the disabled worker, not 
to his dependents. 


Q. My husband and I are both 67 years 


old. We are also both retired teachers. 
Since neither of us have ever worked un- 
der Social Security covered employment, 
we were not able to qualify for Hospital 
Insurance under Medicare. We did how- 
ever enroll for Supplemental Medical In- 
surance when we were 65. Is there any 
way that we can get Hospital Insurance 
coverage under Medicare? 


A. Yes, people who have not worked 


long enough under Social Security cov- 
ered employment to qualify for Hospital 
Insurance may now enroll for Premium 
Hospital Insurance. This means that they 
will have the same hospital insurance 
coverage as those who worked under So- 
cial Security covered employment, but 
they will pay a premium of $33.00 per 
month for this coverage. You should con- 
tact your local Social Security office as 
soon as possible If you wish to enroll. 


Q. My children and I have been receiv- 


ing a monthly Social Security benefit 
since my husband died in 1963. I have 
been very busy raising my children and I 
haven't kept up with all the changes In 
Social Security to find out if any of the 
changes affect me or my children? 


A. Yes, if you call, write, or visit any 


social security office, they can give you 
a variety of pamphlets covering all the 
changes in the Social Security Act. They 
can also advise you which changes in 
particular will affect you directly.

NEW YORK — "The public gets little 


protection from the millions of dollars 
that they spend on sports events," said 
John L. Brennan, president of the Har- 
ness Tracks Security, Inc., a security 
and investigative organization for 34 of 
the nation's harness tracks. 


Brennan beleves that the integrity of 


sports is more vulnerable than sports 
magnates want to admit. Gamblers, he 
contends, are a constant menace to pro- 
fessional athletes, and the major sports 
are not doing all they can to insure that 
the public gets a totally honest game for 
Its dollar. 


Brennan, a former administrative as- 


sistant to J. Edger Hoover at the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, has a proposal 
to promote greater security. 


What he advocates Is a Sports Bureau 


of Investigation (SBI). It would be a 
' pooling of the resources of all the major 
sports, and this SBI would be under the 
direction' of. a '.'czar" who would be 
above suspicion. 


"A person'of the stature of say, Whiz- 


zer White," said Brennan, referring to 
Supreme Court Justice Byron White, a 
one-time pro football halfback. 


Brennan believes that gamblers are 


the bane of sports. And gamblers are 
pervasive in their sports Interests. Bren- 
nan says that the gambler who bets on 
horse races will also bet on football, 
baseball, basketball and hockey games. 


He recalls, for example, that Skyball 


Scabelli, the man who ingratiated him- 
self to Bob Cousy several years ago, 
(this was eventually revealed in a nation- 
al magazine story) was one of the East 


Coast's biggest bookmakers. Basketball 
was only one of his many athletic Inter- 
ests. 


Brennan recalled that as far back as 


the Black Sox scandal in 1919, the man 
behind the scheme, .Arnold Rotbsteln, 
was also the owner of race horses. 


"I don't want to be critical of the other 


sports,'.' said Brennan, "but a Pete Ro- 
zclle and a Bowie Kuhn try to downplay 
the reality that gambling is even a prob- 
lem to them. They are burying their 
heads in the sand on this issue." 


Brennan estimates that baseball gam- 


bling represents 50 per cent more money 
than horse race betting and football bet- 
ting'is one-third greater than horse rac- 
ing. Basketball, says Brennan, is nearly 
equal in betting to horse racing. 


Brennan admits, of course, that har- 


ness racing has had its share and more 
of gambling problems. He also admits 
that one reason his idea may never be 
implemented is that the other sports 
"may not want to get in bed with horse 
racing." 


"But we should forget the'jealousies 


and deal with the realities," he says. 


The realities Include the suppressing or 


touchy information by public relations 
people In the various sports. "This drug 
scandal that Is brewing In Ibe National 
Football League," said Brennan, "has 
been known about for three years." 


Only recently, he says, have the other 


major sports begun to fill out their secur- 
ity forces. Yet the major sports only 
have a couple of full-time investigators 
each, and some have retainers in various 
cities. 


"I don't think that's enough," said 


I 


Brennan. "I think that we should be on 
top of wrong-doing and the gamblers and 
be ready to catch something before It 
breaks into a major scandal." 


He has been trying to implement 


changes in his own sport. He has pushed, 
for example, to bar for life men who 
have been convicted of throwing races. 
In some instances he says, "renegade" 
tracks accept wrong-doers. 


The Sports Bureau of Investigation has 


been an Idea of Brennan's for several 
years, he says. Ho began thinking of it 
when he saw how Robert Kennedy, when 
ho was U.S. Attorney General, pooled lo- 
cal, state and federal law enforcement 
agencies for the first time. 


"When you got the FBI, the Treasury 


Department, the Secret Service and the 
state police and local officials on a case, 
you've got sometiing," he said. "The use 
of .this kind of regional task force was 
one of the main reasons Kennedy was so 
effective in getting racketeers sent to 
prison. He pooled all the available infor- 
mation and had all groups working to- 
gether." 


Brennan does not believe an SBI would 


be very expensive. The funding would 
come from the major sports, and, ho 
says, would not cost more than $5 million 
a year to keep up. "And that figure is 
peanuts compared to the money these 
sports spend on promotion," he said. 


"Most Important is that the SBI would 


be independent, unlike the league offices 
of the major sports today. They have to 
answer to the owners. 


"SBI would have to answer only to the 


public."

The single parent: a new lifestyle 


by KATHLEEN NEUMEYER 


VENICE, CALIF. — When a woman 


divorces, well-meaning family and 
friends often console her with the hope 
she'll soon find a new mate — especially 
If there are children. 


Not all women agree with that Idea. 
A group of divorced women in this Los 


Angeles community contend that with 
the spiraling divorce rate, there is noth- 
ing a bit abnormal about a single woman 
— divorced, separated, widowed or un- 
wed — struggling to rear her children 
alone. 


But society isn't geared for them. As 


women, they usually make half as much 
as men. They have difficulty establish- 
ing credit. They have trouble finding 
daycare for their children. And they are 
looked on as somewhat of outcasts. 


The problems are staggering, and 


Momma, the Organization for Stogie 
Mothers, was founded a.little more than 
a year ago to help women confront the 
challenges of single parenthood. 


So far there are about 600 active mem- 


bers in Los Angeles and New York and 
85 fledgling chapters around the country. 
A monthly newspaper reaches some 
10,000 women. 


"THERE IS ANOTHER way of looking 


at divorce or separation besides, Quick, 
get yourself another man," says Karol 
Hope, 30, who has been the single parent 
of 9-year-old Brandace since divorcing 
eight years ago.' 


"The single parent experience is un- 


tapped, unseen, unknown about. We are 
attempting to deal realistically with how 
to run a single parent home without re- 
marrying. 


"It is essentially a self-help trip. We 


want to present ourselves to society as 
another lifestyle which has to be recog- 
nized," she said. 


"We're not opposed to remarrying or 


to men entering our lives, but we feel 
that there have got to be other ways of 
expanding families besides what we've 
already tried and found lacking. 


"We just don't think the nuclear family 


Is a reality anymore. It is an isolated 


segment which feeds on itself, with the 
male over the female and them both 
over the little ones," Mrs. Hope said; 


IN PARENT re-education courses, 


Momma members are trying to learn 
non-authoritarian problem solving meth- 
ods of child-rearing. 


Other goals include setting up media- 


tion centers for former mates,,where 
they can "put out on the table their own 
feelings of betrayal and despair and ang- 
er." 


"We'd like to work on the hostility that 


is the outgrowth of divorce," says Lisa 
Connolly, eight years divorced and the 
mother of Meghan. 


"We'd like to get over that terrible dis- 


counting . . . acting like you can't trust 
the kids for one day with someone you 
lived with for 10 years. 


"No matter how we feel toward each 


other, we're still Mom and Dad to our 
kids." 


Ideally, Momma's goal is for divorced 


couples to reach .the state of co-parent- 
ing, where they each take equal responsi- 
bility for the cbUdren, 


REALISTICALLY, 
most 
divorced 


women carry the full burden of child 
care, with their former husbands picking 
up the younsters for a Saturday at the 
park or the zoo.

In the tabloid-style newspaper, the 


women, relate-their personal traumas of 
being alone and share ideas for child- 
rearing, ranging from the very practical 
to the frivolous.

—"Do housework In teams. Get your 


friends together and clean houses once a 
week. Saves time. • 


—"The Salvation Army as-is toy de- 


partment. Kids get a lot for a small al- 
lowance. 


—"Designate yourself as single on 


your driver's license. An auto insurance 
man sees divorced or separated and your 
rates go up.

—"Kids can learn coordination and 


staying within the lines by spreading 
peanut butter as well as by coloring 
the square red."

Inflation-weary consumers may bo In- 


terested to know that all S&H stamp re- 
demption centers In the Chicago area are 
now redeeming Bonus Gift coupons. The 
coupons, which are offered on some 110 
food and household products, carry vari- 
ous point values, each point being equal 
to one Green Stamp. 


Instead of licking and pasting stamps, 


the shopper merely collects the gift cou- 
pons and turns them In at a stamp center 
for the merchandise he wants. 


However, the bonus gift coupons are 


not Intended to replace stamps, accord- 
ing to Glenn F. Anderson of Spcrry ami 
Hutchlnson. Offered under separate man- 
agement, the bonus coupons arc designed 
to be used In conjunction with stamps. 
Several stamp companies besides S&H 
are cooperating. 


IN ADDITION to the point values of- 


fcred on Individual products, some items 
carry "transfer" coupons which molch 
up with coupons on certain other prod- 
ucts. When redeemed together, these 
"pink" and "blue" coupons arc worth 
more points than If redeemed separately. 


S&H Centers 
redeem Bonus 
Gift coupons 


For some shoppers, matching and 


adding points may be as bothersome as 
licking and pasting stamps. But the val- 
ue of obtaining useful merchandise with 
stamps or coupons Is not to be under- 
estimated, especially in today's econo- 
my. 


Moreover, the charge of some con- 


sumers that stamps are paid for through 
higher prices Is totally unfounded, in- 
vestigations have Indicated. (Sec scries 
on Trading Stamps, The Herald, Oct. 23- 
24,1972.)

The Federal Trade Commission 


recently moved to stop anti-competitive 
mergers In the dairy Industry — but pos- 
sibly a little late for consumers. 


The FTC originally put a stop to such 


merger activity by the four largest 
dairies during the 1950s. Those orders ex- 
pired a year and a half ago, but no ac- 
tion was taken by the FTC until now. 


In a statement released June 29 of this 


year, (ho agency noted that "Following 
the expiration of these orders, beginning 
In 1072, the throat of renewed merger ac- 
tivity ruinous to competition In the dairy 
Industry Is again a possibility." 


The FTC did not mention whether any 


such "ruinous" mergers have taken 
place In the last 18 months. But milk 
prices, at least In the Chicago area, have 
gone up a number of times during that 
period. 


IN ADDITION TO the tardiness of the 


FTC action, It appears to be significantly 
loss extensive than some observers had 
hoped for. One FTC attorney suggested

Following a warning Issued last month 


by a Ralph Nader group that a medi- 
cated vaporizer spray, Pertussln, has 
caused 11 deaths, the FDA last week or- 
dered a recall of the product. 


Consumers who have Pertussln (made 


by Chescbrough-Pond Inc.) have been 
urged to discard or return the product to 
the retailer. 


Nader's Health Research Group, under 


the direction of Dr. Sidney M. Wolfe, 
found evidence that at least one of the 
deaths was not due to any abuse of tho 
product. He said the propellent used in 
Pertussln, a halogonated hydrocarbon 
sold by DuPont under the trade name 
Freon, has been known to cause sudden 
cardiac arrest when abused. 


FREON AND OTHER similar com- 


pounds arc used In many aerosol prod- 
ucts. 


Dr. Wolfe listed other vaporizers which 


could cause similar problems: Con- 
ges taid (Colgate-Palmolive), Dristan 
Medicated Room Vaporizer (Whitehall 
Laboratories), Chloroseptic Spray (Ea- 
ton Laboratories), Lavorls Breath Spray 
(Rlchardson-Mcrrcll Inc.) and Listerino 
Breath Spray (Warner-Lambert). 


In its statement the FDA said that the 


action was based on "a continuing study 
which had found 18 deaths associated 
with tho spray since 1968." The agency 
noted that one recent death, a 5-year-old 
Cleveland girl, occurred under conditions 
"that FDA does not at this time consider 
to be abuse or gross misuse." 


The agency said it is Investigating all

We read alarming warnings of bizarre 


death possibilities from eating dleffen- 
bachla house plants, Japanese jew, oak 
tree 
leaves, 
rhodendron, 
nightshade 


and other garden plants. 


I read In a neighborhood newspaper 


another doom-spreading article: "Chil- 
dren have been poisoned by all parts of 
the elderberry plant. One leaf of a poin- 
settia plant can kill a child." 


Noticeable in all such generalized re- 


ports Is the obvious lack of any type of 
statistics to back up the statements, 
which leads one to believe that these 
vague reports are nothing more than re- 
hashed copy from other sources. They 
pass the buck of responsibility for what 
is reported to the Public Health Service, 
the Food and'Drug Administration, or 
worse yet, an advertising firm. 


AS A MATTER of fact, a single death 


from eating a poinsettia leaf was record- 
ed half a century ago in Hawaii. It was 
only ASSUMED that the culprit was 
poinsettia, yet it could have been some- 
thing else. 


Dr. Harold Wllklns of the University of 


Minnesota says: "It Is entirely possible 
that the child who died In Hawaii 50 
years ago was allergic to ssomcthlng in 
(or on) the poinsettia. Further, does any- 
one know what else she consumed or 
whether any chemical had been applied 
to the plant from which she obtained the 
leaf?" 


Dr. H. M. Cathey of the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Agriculture Beltsville, Md., says, 
"We have been unable to uncover evi- 
dence that anyone ever died from eating 
poinsettia. This is despite the fact that 
several million plants arc sold each 
year." 


Common sense will tell you that adults 


don't eat things that are inedible. (Even 
the average person Is afraid to go mush- 
room picking or eat anything wild that is 
preferred to them, this instinct is so 
deeply ingrained.) Dogs and kids under 
four are the only ones in question. Con- 
sider, too, that neither of these two 
groups can read. 


IF A MOTHER finds her child Is sick 


and clutching a half-munched flower pet- 
al, she Is going to call the nearest hospi- 
tal emergency room — not consult a 
newspaper article on poison posies and 
try to decipher whether the flower her 
child Is clutching Is an azalea or a larks- 
pur so she can self-diagnose. 


Consider all that has been written 


about poison ivy, and still how many 
people would not recognize it If they fell 
over it? 


So let's stop trying to play doctor. 


There are far too many garden writers 
who are dupes of public relations firms 
and those who spread rehashed fourth- 
hand information which is not qualified. 


Your best bet is to listen to advice that 


results from first-hand garden experi- 
ence.

The Home Line

Dear Dorothy: I am expecting a baby 


In the fall. 1'vo been given some baby 
clothes and wonder If there's any way to 
remove the slalns. — Loul.sc Sturgeon 


As a rule, when such baby garments 


have stains it's because they were not 
pretrcatcd before laundering. After a 
number of laundcrlngs and drying*, the 
stains get set In the fibers. Even so, 
there arc a couple of things worth trying. 
Soak the garments In an enzyme-active 
product and then launder thoroughly in 
as hot water as tlio materials will take. 
Rinse thoroughly. If at all possible, hang 
them up sopping wet in the hot sun. So 
many reports have come about the sun 
doing fantastic things to stains. If there 
are stains left after this, soak the gar- 
ments In a chlorine bleach solution, fol- 
lowing directions on the bottle, then In un- 
der again as advised above, rinse 
throughly and dry. Don't forget to rinse 
several times after each of thcsu ex- 
periments. Hope It works for you.

rub-a-dub-dub" isn't much help. Neither 
arc etiquette books. 


Nevertheless, there are valid questions 


about behavior in the bathtub. What Is 
the modus opcrandl recommended for 
children? 


Sample question: Is it okay for a 


brother and sister to bathe together when 
they're small? 


Another question: Is It okay for a 


small child to hop in tho tub or shower 
with Mom and/or Dad? 


Dr. Henry L. Harris, pediatrician and 


adviser for Open Line, ,1 national tolc- 
p h o n o network that answers psy- 
chological and medical questions about 
chlldralslng, has some words about tots 
in the tub. 


A child bathing with n brother or sister 


of the opposite sex is fine, but bathing 
with his mother or father can stimulate 
fantasies that may hnvc damaging ef- 
fects on ills development, says the Stam- 
ford, Conn., pediatrician. 


"TIIEUE IS LITTLE harm in letting 


children under four years of age bathe 
together," Dr. Harris raid. "Of course, 
when they become aware of their bodies 
or show some degree of modesty, around 
five or six years, then washing alone is 
better.

"On tho other hand, parents who take 


showers or baths with their kids are 
playing with dynamite. 


"They're running a risk of their child 


developing certain kinds of fantasies. 
There Is no need for parents to wash 
with their children, anyway." 


Another problem parents face when 


scrubbing their tots is getting them 
clean. Dr. Harris says many girls devel- 
op intcrurinary infections because of 
their basic anatomy and poor cleansing. 


"Mothers should make sure daughters 


take a bath dally, clean the vaginal area 
from front to back, and learn early about 
correct feminine hygiene," Dr. Harris 
soys. 


BOYS DON'T hovo to worry about in- 


fection as much unless they have not 
been circumcised, according to Dr. Har- 
ris. Just sitting in a tub of sudsy bubble 
bath can be self-cleaning. 


One of the easiest ways to encourage 


proper washing Is to make baths fun. 
Filling a tub with a little bubble bath and 
putting In a few floatable toys gives a 
child incentive to get in the water and 
play. 


Dr. Harris says parents should use 


only the amount of bubble bath recom- 
mended and never leave the unused 
package by the tub. Kids sometimes 
empty the box or plastic container, 
dumping too much into the water. 


Since most fathers see and touch their 


children very little, giving son or daugh- 
ter a bath is an excellent opportunity for 
the two to be together. This action can 
persist until tho child wants to wash 
alone, usually at six or seven years. 


EXPENSIVE TOYS are not always the 


best for the tub. A sponge or empty, 
plastic bubble bath bottle that a child, 
can fill and sink can be more exciting 
than an expensive wooden boat. 


Dr. Harris aid children like ploying in 


the both. They can splash or throw wa- 
ter. They can't do thac In any other part 
of the house.

With a family of nine, Carole Brown of 


Palatine must bake at least twice a week 
to keep her cookie jar filled. Her family 
Includes husband, Bill, children BUI, IS, 
Cindy, 13, Christopher, 11, Heather, 7, 
Timothy, 3<&, and Bill's father and 
grandfather, who enjoy dipping Into the 
cookie jar as much as the children. 


Happily, Carole enjoys cooking and 


baking, and automatically doubles all 
cookie recipes to Insure an ample supply 
for her hungry brood. One of her favorite 
recipes Is for sugar cookies which the 
children can help cut out and decorate. 


Carole has cutters appropriate for the 


season — bunnies for Easter, hearts for 
Valentine's Day, and Christmas cutters. 
In between times, any design may be 
used or the cookies may be cut in 
rounds. They can bo decorated with plain 
or colored sugar or a frosting. 


Another of her specialties Is Coconut 


Oatmeal Cookies that can be made In 
any size. If mode in large rounds, they 
resemble the bakery variety and are 
crispy and nicely rounded. The coconut 
adds texture and keeps them from be- 
coming hard. They have a good flavor 
and especially appeal to men because 
they ore not loo sweet. 


One of the Browns' favorite meals Is a 


marinated family steak with Oriental fla- 
vor. Carole prefers a lop round family 
steak for company, but often economizes 
and uses a pot roost or thick round steak 
and tenderizes It. The marinade consists 
of bourbon and soy sauce sweetened with 
brown sugar and seasoned with lemon 
juice and Worcestershire sauce. 


The family likes It rare, so Bill cooks 


the steak over gray coals for 15 to 20 
minutes, while Carole sautes fresh mush* 
rooms In the marinade to serve over the 
steak.

ticularly on American eating habits. She 
is Dr. Ruth Levcrton, a science adviser 
at the Department of Agriculture where 
she has served under several secretaries. 


" O u r whole eating pattern has 


changed. Convenience foods are taking 
over. Certain foods have 'status value.' A 


thick steak, for example, means the own- 
er has arrived financially," Dr. Leverton 
observes. 
she observes. "I think their habit is 
more a way of life than a reflection of 
dally living. There Is some revolutionary 
qhllosophy behind It. Otherwise, why 
would many go through all the fussing 
required to prepare a meatless meal?" 
she asks. 


According to nutritionists, we need two 


or more servings of lean, cooked meat 
without bone or visible fat. That's about 
two to three ounces of meat per day. 


"That is a lot less than what we are 


eating today. Many people eat four or 
five ounces. 


"Such large quantities of very taste food 


such as steaks and roast beef leave very 
little desire for fruits, vegetables or 
whole grain or reconstituted grain prod- 


ucts. Bread, for example. Think of the 
number of people today who won't eat 
bread despite its low cost," she contin- 
ues. 


Dr. Leverton regards soybeans as an 


economical form of food, "but I don't be- 
lieve the processors of it have gone far 
enough yet. There is a relatively limited 
market." 


The violent consumer protests against 


steadily rising meat and other food 


prices overlook the fact that food prices 
have been far lower than justified for a 
long time — "that is a basic economic 
fact," she says. They will stay high and 
go even higher. People will have to de- 
cide whether they want "status beef" 
and other expensive foods and are Bill- 
ing to sacrifice on new cars, fewer mar- 
tinis and swimming pools. Not many can 
have both.

The cover features the President sand- 
wiched In a bun with the worlds, "Let 
them cat fish, cheese, nuts."

"Dandcllon-cgg Nlxonburgcr" or perhaps 
the "Soy Pollol Nixonburger." 


Mrs. Brooks said it was all well and 


good for Nixon and Schultz to suggest 
fish and cheese, "but why should it be 
the consumer who should be punished?" 


The five winning entires were sent to 


the White House, but Mrs. Brooks says, 
"We suspect they were turned over to 
the bomb squad."

the year but arc best in summer when 
tho home growns arc In season. Select 
young and tender zucchini when market- 
ing, those which arc well formed with 
brlqht. glossy skin, free from blemishes. 


Zucchl Parmesan Is an excellent rec- 


ipe to add variety to your menus. Cut 
ends, then cut In half lengthwise. Spread 
with soft mnrtnrlne, sprinkle with sea- 
soned salt and Crated Parmesan cheese 
and broil until golden brown.

Zucchini Fritters also arc tasty. Mix 


114 cups flour, 2 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, and ai teaspoon salt. Combine 1 cup 
milk, 1 beaten egg, and 1 cup finely 
chopped zucchini. Add to dry ingredients. 
Mix until just moistened Drop by table- 
spoons into hot fat (375 degrees) and fry, 
a few at a time, 3 to 4 minutes. Makes 24 
fritters. 


Serve hot fritters with this cheese 


sauce. Melt 2 tablespoons margarine or 
butter. Blend in 2 tablespoons flour, ft 
teaspoon salt, dash of pepper, then add 
I1/i cups milk all at once. Cook and stir 
until thickened. 


Now add li cup shredded American 


cheese and \\ cup shredded Swiss. Stir 
until cheese is melted. Pour over the frit- 
ters when serving.

Is he from Cleveland? Or Moline? 


Amnesia victim who turned up at 


2 a.m. on a Sunday baffles cops 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Who is "Joe Neff"? 
Arlington Heights police are seeking 


the identity of a man who walked into 
the police station early Sunday morning 
claiming to be the victim of amnesia. 
The man, according to police, could re- 
call nothing, but believed his name to be 
Joe Neff. 


He now is a voluntary patient at the 


psychiatric unit of Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Neff is about 30 years old with sandy 


brown hair and hazel eyes. He is 6 feet 
tall and weighs 167 pounds. He has four 
tattoos on his arms. 


There is a girl tattooed on his right 


forearm and two aces and a shark on his 
right bleep. There is a tattoo of a rose on

the left forearm and a bull's head on his 
left bleep. All except the bull appear to 
be professionally done, police said. 


He was wearing a blue-and-white knit 
shirt, blue and white checked pants and 
white leather shoes when he came to the 
police. 


Anyone with information about this 


man is asked to contact the Arlington 
Heights Police Department. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police Del. 


Dick Robinson said the man walked up 
to the desk sergeant at about 2 a.m. Sun- 
day and asked to be held because he had 
lost his memory. 


The man told of finding himself Tues- 


day, July 3, in Room 333 of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel with no knowledge of 
who he was or how he got there, police 
said. 


He told police he assumed his name 


was Joe Neff because he had a receipt 


for the room made out in that name. 


A check of hotel records by police ri- 


vealed Joe Neff checked in at about 9 
a.m. Tuesday. He was registered there 
until Sunday morning when he turned 
himself In to police. 


HOTEL RECORDS show that he nei- 


ther made nor received any telephone 
calls. As far as can be learned, Neff had 
no visitors nor did he associate with any- 
one in the restaurants or bars. 


A search of his room revealed one suit- 


case containing toilet articles, an under- 
shirt and two bathing trunks. Neff said 
the things could not be his because he 
does not know how to swim. 


Neff told police he had no recollection 


prior to Tuesday morning. Neff said he

Dark cloud looms 


Village manager relates deterring effects of federal grand jury probe 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Villagc Mgr. George Passolt said yes- 


terday that news of a federal grand Jury 
Investigation of Wheeling building and 
zoning practices has slowed down the 
work of his office. 


"It's wasted a lot of time for me be- 


cause you get a lot of phone calls and so 
forth, and It docs take a long time," ho 
said*. 


The manager said that besides all the 


phone calls, he has also lost valuable 
time getting together records for the 
grand jury. Passolt was subpoenaed by 
the grand jury to present building and 
zoning records for the investigation. 


"Look at It this way, if I've got to pull 


out seven years of records, that's a lot of 
work," Passolt said. 


.SPECIFICALLY, Passolt said the in- 


vestigation has delayed work on the vil- 
lage budget which must be passed by the 
end of this month. "Certainly it's had a 
deterring effect on tho budget," Passolt 
said. "I can't pinpoint anything specifi- 
cally other than the budget." 


According to Passolt, the most dlstrub- 


ing effect of the investigation is the num- 
ber of people who have already decided 
that certain village officials are Involved 
in illegal dealings. 


"You get people who call you up and 


call you a crook," he said. "They are 
accusing me of being a crook and I'm not 
a crook. I don't like that at all. I just 
don't like people to make statements like 
that and I have to cat It." 


Passolt said the investigation has also 


affected his personal life. "It affects the 
family, of course," he said. "The kids 
have gotten nasty comments." 


Other village employes also reported 


that their families have been subject to 
harassment by other Wheeling residents. 
They said their children have gotten nas- 
ty comments at school, and spouses have 
also been subjected to speculation as to 
the involvement of their families. 


PASSOLT SAID such comments crop 


up frequently in his village work these 
days. "Now when you say no, somebody 
always comes back with a cute remark," 


ho said. 


The manager said that while this docs 


not make it more difficult for him to 
deny requests, it is difficult not to re- 
spond to such charges. "And I'm sure 
I'm not the only one who has gotten nas- 
ty comments," he said. 


Passolt said he partly blames "one- 


sided" coverage of the investigation in 
newspapers for this reaction from the 
citizens. He noted that the Investigation 
conducted by the grand jury is not limit- 
ed to Wheeling. "It sounds like Wheeling 
is the only one," he said. 


A FEDERAL INVESTIGATION has 


been launched Into alleged misdoings in 
Wheeling village government. The Her- 
ald's investigation of practices In Wheel- 
ing government has been underway for 
th'e past six months. No agency or-the 
Herald has alleged every village official 
Is at fault if guilt is found. Instead, initial 
inquiries seem to show apparent mis- 
doings of a small group of Wheeling offi- 
cials who may have operated without the 
full knowledge of other officials. 


Passolt's reference to other suburban 


Investigations may include an Internal 
Revenue Service investigation underway 
in Hoffman Estates. Federal officials, 
however, are specific in their interest in 
Wheeling as opposed to a wide ranging 
investigation of several suburban munici- 
palities. 


The manager also said the newspapers 


appear to be prejudging certain village 
officials. He said that the papers are ig- 
noring the concept that a person is in- 
nocent until proven guilty. "I would 
have liked to have seen some doubt," he 
said. 


PASSOLT SAID, however, he did not 


think the Wheeling community as a 
whole has been adversely affected by 
news of the Investigation. 


"It has thrown a cloud over everyone's 


head — a shadow. The only way I'd say 
the citizens of Wheeling are being hurt 
is that it does put the cloud over the vil- 
lage. Somebody might have a little more 
difficulty selling their home, although I 
doubt it," he said.

Passolt has not heard of any instances 


where news of the investigation had hurt 
businessmen in the village. "I would cer- 
tainly hope it wouldn't," he added. 


Passolt previously refrained from com- 


ment on the investigation because of the 
secrecy of such Investigations. "But it is 
obvious to me that the fishing expedition 
being conducted by the federal grand 
jury is being conducted through the 
newspapers," he said.

Master plan approved by park district 


by JILL BETTNER 


Tho Wheeling Park Board has adopted 


a master plan for future development of 
local parks and recreation facilities. 


The land-use guide, drawn up by 


McFadzean and Everly Ltd., examines 
current and anticipated park and recrea- 
tion needs and appraises existing park 
facilities. It also Includes recommenda- 
tions for future park sites and expansion 
of the park district. 


In approving the plan, the park com- 


missioners said the guide is flexible and 
subject to change. 


"The parks may or may not be where 


the planners suggest," Park Pres. Gus 
Nizzl said at a special meeting Tuesday. 
"These are strictly recommendations." 


The plan will be forwarded to the Illi- 


nois Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
(BOR). The park district is applying for 
funds from the agency to partially fi- 


nance land purchases that were ap- 
proved by district residents in last De- 
cember's referendum. The BOR will re- 
view the plan before deciding on whether 
or not to approve the park district's 
request. 


Developed around the concept of pro- 


viding neighborhood parks within walk- 
ing distance of residents in all areas of 
the village, the plan recommends sites 
for six additional neighborhood parks 
and one community park in the area of 
Carl Sandburg School. 


Neighborhood parks are proposed near 


the Arlington Golf Course, near John 
Muir School in Prospect Heights, in the 
area of Mallard Lake apartments, east of 
the Soo Line R.R. near the Lake-County 
County Line and east of Wolf Road north- 
east of Chamber of Commerce Park. 


The plan suggests that the makeup of 


each neighborhood be considered when 
new parks are developed to ensure that 
recreation facilities placed there will fit 
the ages and needs of the residents in the 
area. 


McFadzean and Everly feel the park 


district should give high priority to de- 
veloping more tennis courts in the vil- 
lage. They suggest that the park district 
provide approximately 24 courts, half of 
them lighted. They also recommend that 
the park district look into the possibility 
of building an indoor tennis facility. 


A public golf course, an additional out- 


door community pool and possibly one or 
two small neighborhood pools, Improved 
ice skating rinks, bike trails, a commu- 
nity center and special activities such as 
a children's form park are among the 
facilities the planners suggest the park 
district develop in the future.

Grand jury probe 
affecting 
leaders?

Fcnr and suspicion generated by tho 


current federal grand jury Investigation 
Into building and zoning practices In 
wheeling has had a strange effect on vil- 
lage leadership. 


Take, for example, the lingering issue 


of the To Overall Progress Party (TOP) 
finances. Tho matter began ns a legiti- 
mate part of the political campaign for 
village election. One party questioned the 
apparently largo financial support of its 
opposition. 


MICHAEL VALEN7A, who served as 


campaign manager for the TOP party, 
promised this Information to the Herald 
by early May. Today, three months after 
the election, the records of the TOP cam- 
paign finances arc still unavailable. 


Granted, there Is no law that requires 


a political party to release Its finances to 
the public. But the fact remains that Va- 
leria promised to release the party 
records. If he had no Intention of doing 
so In tho beginning he should have mere- 
ly said tho records would not be re- 
leased. 


Until recently, the only matter In ques- 


tion was the actual release of the finan- 
cial records. It was a routine news story 
generated by questions from tho public. 


WITH THE NEWS of the federal grand 


jury Investigation, however, Valcnza has 
suddenly become unavailable for any 
comment on tho TOP finances. He docs 
not return telephone calls, and when con- 
tacted, he now hangs up the phone. 


His silence Is damning to say the least

the TOP ticket not taken any action to 
hove the financial records released? 


Those who ran on the TOP ticket have 


been willing to provide whatever infor- 
mation they have about the finances. 
They have nil said, however, that they 
were not involved with the financial part 
of the campaign and arc willing to let 
Valcnza shoulder the problem. 


IT SEEMS STRANGE that those who 


were elected on these financial contribu- 
tions would not be at least curious about 
why the records are still unavailable. It 
appears that they too fear some wrong- 
doing and arc afraid that they will be im- 
plicated In the scandal. 


The point Is, now is not the tlmo for 


silence. Residents are concerned that the 
scandal of corruption will soon descend 
on their town, and they are looking for 
answers. When they find a void of Infor- 
mation, they suspect the worst. 


Officials who arc truly concerned 


about the welfare of the community 
should recognize this fact of human na- 
ture. More than ever, they should estab- 
lish contact with the residents, answer 
their questions, and most importantly, 
take an aggressive stand in trying to 
clean up the Image of their town.

Tho small Mexican woman hesitantly 


approached Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvarez, 
Jr., and thrust a scrap of paper at him. 


"Could I have your autograph?" 
Alvarez took the paper, scribbled his 


nnmo and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm tho 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," he sold. 


Alvarez was tho second American pilot 


captured In North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for 8tt years, ho has gained world- 
wide attention as tho American held 
longest In captivity. 


THE 35.YEAR.OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alcxlan Brothers 
Medical Center In Elk Grove Vlllngo yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at tho 
hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed in a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as 111 
at COM as the people streaming through 
to meet him. Tho former prisoner still Is 
surprised at tho greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect It — wo had no idea 


that the POW Issue was as big as it was. 
It was really gratifying," ho said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted tho hospital 


employes filing through tho line. Occa- 
sionally he laughed at a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


A FEW FEET away, tho hospital pub- 


lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through the reception line! 


"Don't let him make you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question in 


Spanish and he answers her in the same 
l a n g u a g e , speaking the language 
fluently. 


In tho phases between visitors, Alvarev 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vacation in August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering in the 
fall. 


Asked If he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says the "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 
antiwar demonstrations catches his Inter- 
est. 


"I think tho over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate Is a right — and 
It's a good right - it still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "we couldn't agree with 
them." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about the war and the long years 
of imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
says tho question of whether the war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprisoment, Alvarez 


insists the "experience was good for me 
- I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation occasionally 


strays to topics such as coed dormitories 
and tho dinner that night, the subject of 
tho war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said.

Storm clouds hover over Wheeling 
Effects of federal probing surfacing 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said yes- 


terday that news of a federal grand jury 
investigation of Wheeling building and 
zoning practices has slowed down the 
work of his office. 


"It's wasted a lot of time for me be- 


cause you get a lot of phone calls and so 
forth, and it does take a long time," he 
said. 


The manager said that besides all the 


phone calls, he has also lost valuable 
time getting together records for the 
grand jury. Passolt was subpoenaed by 
the grand jury to present building and 
zoning records for the investigation. 


"Look at it this way, if I've got to pull 


out seven years of records, that's a lot of 
work," Passolt said. 


SPECIFICALLY. Passolt said the In- 


vestigation has delayed work on the vil- 
lage budget which must be passed by the 
end of this month. "Certainly it's had a 
deterring effect on the budget," Passolt 
said. "I can't pinpoint anything specifi- 
cally other than the budget." 


According to Passolt, the most dlstrub- 


ing effect of the investigation is the num- 
ber of people who have already decided 


that certain village officials are involved 
in illegal dealings. 


"You get people who call you up and 


call you a crook," he said. "They are 
accusing me of being a crook and I'm not 
a crook. I don't like that at all. I just 
don't like people to make statements like 
that and I have to eat it." 


Passolt said the investigation has also 


affected his personal life. "It affects the 
family, of course," he said. "The kids 
have gotten nasty comments." 


Other village employes also reported 


that their families have been subject to 
harassment by other Wheeling residents. 
They said their children have gotten nas- 
ty comments at school, and spouses have 
also been subjected to speculation as to 
the Involvement of their families. 


PASSOLT SAID such comments crop 


up frequently In his village work these 
days. "Now when you say no, somebody 
always comes back with a cute remark," 
he said. 


The manager said that while this does 


not make it more difficult for him to 
deny requests, it is difficult not to re- 
spond to such charges. "And I'm sure 
I'm not the only one who has gotten nas- 
ty comments," he said. 


Passolt said he partly blames "one- 


sided" coverage of the investigation hi 
newspapers for this reaction from the 
citizens. He noted that the investigation 
conducted by the grand jury is not limit- 
ed to Wheeling. "It sounds like Wheeling 
is the only one." he said. 


A FEDERAL INVESTIGATION has 


been launched into alleged misdoings in 
Wheeling village government. The Her- 
ald's investigation of practices In Wheel- 
ing government has been underway for 
the past six months. No agency or the 
Herald has alleged every village official 
is at fault if guilt Is found. Instead, initial 
inquiries seem to show apparent mis- 
doings of a small group of Wheeling offi- 
cials who may have operated without the 
full knowledge of other officials. 


Passolt's reference to other suburban 


investigations may include an Internal 
Revenue Service investigation underway 
in Hoffman Estates. Federal officials, 
however, are specific in their interest in 
Wheeling as opposed to a wide ranging 
investigation of several suburban munici- 
palities. 


The manager also said the newspapers 


appear to be prejudging certain village 
officials. He said that the papers are ig- 
noring the concept that a person is in- 
nocent until proven guilty.'

could make a lot of money," said Burg. 


The stand Is not spectacular, in fact it 


could use o coat of paint or two. The 
location Is good. Rli. 22 and 82 arc well 
traveled and the stoplights help business. 
The crossroads Is somewhat of a com- 
mercial center In that part of rural Lake 
County. New player pianos arc sold 
across the highway and tho rinky-tink 
music provides a strange counterpoint to 
the thundering trucks. 


Burg In jeans and tee-shirt stood 


proudly at case among his wares and 
talked of what brought him there. 


"I wanted to go Into radio so I went to 


school and got a job In Ohio. I was starv- 
ing out there so I en mo back to Chicago 
and got a job In a loan company. It wus 
Just supposed to be a filler, but you know 
how it is." 


HUllG'S SUPERVISOR left the loan 


company to work for tho Bank of Ravens 
wood, Chicago. Soon Burg got a call to 
Join tho bank, too. 


Ills climb at tho bank was swift, from 


loan officer to assistant cashier to assist- 
ant vice president In three years. 


"When I left, I oversaw about $13 mil- 


lion in Installment loans. I had three men 
and six women working under me. I 
gave It a lot of thought and I started 
hero on Juno IS. I love it." 


Ho left the world of business suits and 


offices for Jeans and an open-air stand. 


"There were so many reasons for my 


decision. Thcro was a lot of pressure and 
responsibility at tho bank. I was meeting 
so many people all the time. I was get- 
ting tired of tho hassles that go along 
with a bank, It was getting me down. I 
felt I was losing something of myself. 
Deep down inside, everybody wants a 
business or something for himself. I saw 
this as my golden opportunity." 


THE REACTION from fellow employes

"Some people thought I was crazy for 


leaving the security of the bank. The 
younger ones, though, sold they thought 
it was fantastic.

His family was not ecstatic at first, ho

His move was one for Independence,

We get a lot from the South Water Mar- 
ket in the city. You have to get up at 3 
a.m. three days a week-to get the good 
stuff." 


Burg is now a small businessman In 


retail produce. He makes no pretensions 
about being a farmer. 


"We're honest with the customer that 


we're not farmers. Some people just as- 
sume live fruits and things arc home- 
grown. If they ask, we tell them it comes 
from tlic market." 


Burg is not offended when people think 


he's a farmer. He is upset, though, at the 
attitude they sometimes assume. 


"Some people come around here and 


act like you aren't around — saying 
things right in front of you and you'ro 
not supposed to hear. I've got a lot of 
pride in this and what I've done. Some- 
times I fcl like coming out front and tell- 
ing them I'm hero and I hear what 
they're saying. Since I've been here, I've 
hod a chance to do some reading. I'm 
into 'personal revolution.' That's doing 
exactly what you want to do and being 
happy with it." 


BURG HAS CHANGED more than his 


Job and clothes since mid-June. 


"I appreciate people more now. You 


get cynical when you deal with as many 
people as I did for the bank. Just so 
many people all the time. Now I've got 
time to really talk with people. I don't 
mind taking the time to talk with the 
folks." 


Burg plans to grow from the present 


operation of two stands. He has a goal of 
opening a retail and wholesale produce 
outlet in the Llbcrtyville area. 


"I've got contacts from when I was at 


the bank. I could get a Small Business 
Administration loan to set up, but it's a 
big move. I'd like to bo able to do it this 
year. Perhaps that's too optimistic. What 
I'm trying to do, want to do, Is sell good 
produce at reasonable prices." 


The piano music drifted across the 


road. It's canned tinny joviality is lu- 
dicrous In the midst of cornfields. 


"One of the nicest things about this Is 


the informal way you do business out 
here. Farmers come by and tell you 
what they've got. If you like the price, 
you buy. It's friendly and more personal. 
At the bonk everything Is so structured." 


Burg has not severed all contacts with 


his former fellow employes. Many of 
them make the drive from the city to his 
stand on a Sunday to chew the fat and 
pick up some produce. 


Nor has ho lost complete contact with 


his former customers from the loon de- 
portment. . 


"People will drive up and look at me. - 


Then they realize I'm the guy. who ar- 
ranged their car financing. They're start- 


led. 'Mr. Burg! What happened?' They 
think rhit the bottle or something. It all 
works out, though," he laughed. 


BURG JOKINGLY asked about the re- 


sale value of business suits, size 42. "I 
don't need them anymore."

Amnesia victim who turned up at 


2 a.m. on a Sunday baffles cops

Who is "Joe Neff"? 
Arlington Heights police are seeking 


the Identity of a man who walked Into 
the police station early Sunday morning 
claiming to be the victim of amnesia. 
The man, according to police, could re- 
call nothing, but believed his name to he 
Joe Neff. 


He' now Is a voluntary patient at the 


psychiatric unit of Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Neff is about 30 years old with sandy 


brown hair and hazel eyes. He is 6 feet 
tall and weighs 167 pounds. He has four 
tattoos on his arms. 


There is a girl tattooed on his right 


forearm and two aces and a shark on bis 
right bleep. There is a tattoo of a rose on

the left forearm and a bull's head on his 
left bleep. All except the bull appear to 
be professionally done, police said. 


He was wearing a blue-and-white knit 


shirt, blue and white checked pants and 
white leather shoes when he came to the 
police. 


Anyone with information about this 


man Is asked to contact the Arlington 
Heights Police Department. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police Del. 


Dick Robinson said the man walked up 
to the desk sergeant at about 2 a.m. Sun- 
day and asked to be held because he had 
lost his memory. 


The man told of finding himself Tues- 


day, July 3, in Room 333 of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel with no knowledge of 
who he was or how he got there, police 
said. 


He told police he assumed his name 


was Joe Neff because he had a receipt 


for the room made out in that name. 


A check of hotel records by police re- 


vealed Joe Neff checked in at about 9 
a.m. Tuesday. He was registered there 
until Sunday morning when he turned 
himself in to police. 


HOTEL RECORDS show that he nei- 


ther made nor received any telephone 
calls. As far as can be learned, Neff had 
no visitors nor did he associate with any- 
one in the restaurants or bars. 


A search of his room revealed one suit- 


case containing toilet articles, an under- 
shirt and two bathing trunks. Neff said 
the things could not be his because he 
does not know how to swim. 


Neff told police he had no recollection

operational" paramedic program by 
mid-September, according to Fire Chief 
Allen Ilulctt. 


At

trustees approved the purchase of a "van 
typo" ambulance for the program. Cost 
of the ambulance is $13,311 and delivery 
Is expected In 60 days. 


Huclctt said the department must still 


purchase radios, a stretcher and other 
equipment for the new ambulance. He 
said the two-month wait before the am- 
bulance arrives should be enough time to 
accept bids and purchase the equipment. 


A federal grant will refund up to 


$10,000 of the total cost of purchase and 
equip the ambulance.

Longest-held Viet POW 'no celebrity9

The small Mexican woman hesitantly 


approached Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvarez, 
Jr., and thrust a scrap of paper at him. 


"Could I have your autograph?" 
Alvarez took the paper, scribbled his 


name and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm the 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," ho said. 


Alvarez was the second American pilot 


captured in North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for 8& years, he has gained world- 
wide attention as the American held 
longest in captivity. 


THE 33-YEAR-OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alcxian Brothers 
Medical Center In Elk Grove Village yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at the 
hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed in a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as ill 
at ease as the people streaming through 
to meet him. The former prisoner still is 
surprised at the greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect it — we had no Idea 


that the POW Issue was as big as it was. 
It was really gratifying," he said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted the hospital 


employes filing through the line. Occa- 
sionally he laughed at a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


A FEW FEET away, the-hospital pub- 


lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through the reception line. 


"Don't let him make you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question in 
Spanish and he answers her in the same 


l a n g u a g e , speaking the language 
fluently. 


In the phases between visitors, Alvarev 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vacation in August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering in the 
fall. 


Asked If he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says the "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 
antiwar demonstrations catches his inter- 
est. 


"I think the over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate is a right — and 
it's a good right - It still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "we couldn't agree with 
them." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about the war and the long years 
of imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
says the question of whether the war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprlsoment, Alvarez 


Insists the "experience was good for me 
— I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation occasionally 


strays to topics such as coed dormitories 
and the dinner that night, the subject of 
the war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said.

THE LETTER WAS presented to the 


board at its meeting Tuesday night. 


Devon-53 is a 267-acre development 


proposed by several developers using a 
common plan. When completed in about 
10 years, the project will have 6,402 liv- 
ing units with a total population of about 
13,000 persons. 


The development will be a "housing 


mix" of single-family homes, quadromi- 
niums, five and 12-story apartments and 
commercial buildings. 


The project would be built in three 


large sections near the intersection of 
Devon Avenue and 111. Rte. 53. Most of 
the proposed project is outside the vil- 
lage limits and the developers are re- 
questing annexation. 


TWO PUBLIC HEARINGS have been 


held on the project. The village plan 
commission will meet at 8 p.m. today in 
the village hall, 901 Wellington Ave., to 
discuss the Information presented at the 
hearings. 


The commission must make a recom- 


mendation on accepting the project to 
the village board. The board must then 
make the final decision on acceptance. 


The village board is not required to 


agree with the recommendation of the 
plan commission.

Public Law 566, passed by Congress in 


1054, 
is the key to the Upper Salt Creek 


Watershed Flood control program, a plan 
to reduce flooding by up to 90 per cent on 
the Salt Creek. 


PL SCO establishes a permanent federal 


program of technical and financial assis- 
tance to control flooding in a local area. 
Originally, the law was aimed at provid- 
ing help to rural farm areas, but it has 
been expanded to urban areas. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said the law docs not provide for 
a federal program of local flood control. 
"It is n local program using federal mon- 
ey," he sold. 


THE LOCAL agencies must assume 


tho responsibility for initiating, carrying 
out and sharing the costs of the proposed 
flood control plan. 


Under the law, local agencies, realiz- 


ing a flood problem exists, seek federal 
help in devising flood-control programs. 
Tho federal government provides techni- 
cal assistance to draw up a plan, Costs 
and responsibilities for the project are 


Centex to begin repairs 
on 182 defective driveways 


After years of dispute between the vil- 


lage and Centex Homes Corp., tho com- 
pany will apparently begin repairing 182 
defective driveways In the Exmoor and 
Yarmouth roads residential area. 


A list of tho driveways to be repaired 


has been presented to Centex officials. At 
Tuesday's village board meeting, a rep- 
resentative from the company Indicated 
repairs would be made. Tho list was 
compiled by Village Engineer Don 
Ciaglla. 


Ciaglla said the company has not said 


when repair work will start or how long 
It will take. 


At tho board meeting, Pros. Charles 


Zcttck said replacement of tho driveways 
was "no longer negotiable" between the 
village and Centex. He told the represen- 


tative the company "must take action." 


FOR THE PAST three years the vil- 


lage has refused to accept the driveways 
in the area because the concrete Is crum- 
bling and flaking. 


In April, Centex proposed replacing 109 


driveways that had more than 20 per 
cent flaking. Village trustees, however, 
refused to consider the 20 per cent crite- 
rion. 


The board directed Ciaglla to walk 


through the area, determining which 
driveways needed replacement. The list 
was then presented to Centex. 


The board also told Ciaglla to make a 


slmillnr tour of section 16, the residential 
area bordered by Arlington Heights 
Road, Cosman Road and the lake. He is 
to list all defective driveways and curbs 
and present the list to Centex. 


Elk Grove downed by Park Ridge 


divided among the federal government 
and the state and local sponsors of the 
project. A formal agreement Is then 
signed by all of the sponsoring agencies 
involved. Finally, Congress must author- 
ize the U. S. Soil Conservation Service, 
through which any federal money would 
be administered, to spend part of its 
budget on the flood control program. 


According to Hamilton, more than 


3,ooo applications from across the coun- 
try have been submitted for participation 
in the plan.'Most of the applications have 
come from the •western plains states, ex- 
pecially Oklahoma. Illinois and other 
states east of the Mississippi River have 
only recently begun utilizing the plan. 


THE SALT CREEK is one of the appli- 


cations under PL 566. Total cost of the 
nine-year project is extimated at $26.5 
million. The federal government's share 
is about $11.8 million, und local and state 
sponsors should contribute $14.7 million. 


Under the Salt Creek plan, six flood 


control structures will be built and some 
limited channel work will be done. The 
basic philosophy of the plan, according to 
Hamilton, is to "hold the water close to 
where it falls, rather than to try and 
catch it after it gets away." 


Hamilton called the plan a refinement 


of the Army Corps of Engineers program 
of building one major dam on a water- 
way to protect a limited area. Instead, a 
lot of little dams are built, providing pro- 
tection for the entire watershed. 


Coupled with the water retention plan 


is a program of soil and water con- 
servation for the area to prolong the life 
of the controls. Without the conservation 
measures, the retention basins should 
soon become clogged with silt. 


Another benefit of the plan is the de- 


velopment of recreational sites around 
the retention basin, especially the large 
Busse Woods structure. 


HAMILTON SAID the proposed plan is 


In opposition to the use of channel work. 
Flooding, simply stated, is a problem of 
too much water In one place at one time. 
Channel work (widening and deepening 
the creek) seeks to Increase the creek's 
ability to carry water. 


Hamilton Is totally opposed to channel 


work, calling it aesthltically and ecologi- 
cally unsound and "morally wrong." 


He said channel work ruins the creek, 


causes erosion and does not solve any 
flooding problem. It just pushes the prob- 
lem farther downstream. 


According to the study made on pos- 


sible flood controls for the Salt Creek, if 
just channel work was done the creek 
would have to be widened to a minimum 
of 100 feet to provide the flood control the 
present proposals would.

the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


ACCORDING TO Hamilton, flooding Is 


a problem throughout the length of Salt 
Creek — the only solution is one that ap- 
plies for all the creek. 


He said the watershed Is a unit, "We 


can't go off on our own (to develop flood 
control), we have to work together." 


The watershed agreement Is a "way of 


life," according to Hamilton. He said 
that once all parties sign the agreement, 
nothing can be changed without the mu- 
tual consent of all partners. 


Hamilton said he was disturbed at the 


way flooding became a political issue In 
recent elections. He said politicians 
would propose a piece meal solution that 
would Jeopardize the entire project. "Of- 
ficials who don't understand the program 
and go off on a tangent can destroy the 
whole program," he said. 


THE PROPOSAL for the Salt Creek 


flood control program started In the mld- 
1960's when a steering committee was 
formed consisting of the local U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service office, Cook and 
DuPage county forest preserve districts, 
the Northeast Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion and the city of Elmhurst. An appli- 
cation was made in 1965 to the SCS in 
Washington, B.C., for a watershed study. 


A preliminary study was made and the 


project was considered unfeasible. Ham- 
ilton said the SCS personnel were used to 
study flooding problems In rural, agricul- 
tural areas. He said they did not have 
the right standards to make a study of 
an urban area. 


After the study was completed, the 


steering committee reviewed the report 
and "tore it to pieces" according to 
Hamilton. 


He said the committee refuted every 


objection in the study and made another 
report based on its findings. 


The SCS reviewed the committee's re- 


port and appropriated money for a sec- 
ond study, which began in 1967. The in- 
itial work plan for the project was devel- 
oped and presented in 1968. 


THE METROPOLITAN Sanitary Dis- 


trict agreed to sponsor the development 


of a final work plan for the project. No 
sponsor could be found in DuPage Coun- 
ty, so the study only concerned the Up- 
per Salt Creek — the part In Cook Coun- 
ty. The first draft of the work plan took 
more than a year to complete and then 
the federal SCS office took six months to 
review the work plan. 


Finally, In January, 1972, the final 


craft of the work plan was ready. The 
plan then plunged into a sea of red tape 
and politics from which it is only now 
emerging.

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High School Board to buy a computer service 


HlRh School Dlst. 214 will continue to 


uso the computer service provided by the 
N o r t h w e s t Educational Cooperative 
(NEC) 
data processing co-op, but will 


also buy computer sorv'cc from a pri- 
vate service bureau. 


The Dlst 214 board Monday approved 


the budget for the data processing coop- 
erative which cnlls for an expenditure of 
1267,631 for 1973-74. In addition, Supt. Ed- 
ward Gilbert said the district expects to 
spend an additional $16,000 with another 
computer service to hook up computer 
terminals in classrooms for instructional 
uso. 


By using the second service, Gilbert 


said, the district will cut Its share of the 
cost of the NEC cooperative by $36,546, 
the amount that the classroom hook-up 
would have cost with NEC. 


BOARD MEMBERS expressed dis- 


pleasure with the operation of the NEC 
coop to NEC Business Mgr. Jeff Inkley 
before approving the budget. The data 
processing co-op has come under in- 
creasing fire from Dlst. 214 and the sev- 
en other member school districts for not 
providing adequate service. 


At a meeting last month, the Dlst. 214 


Board heard reports from former em- 
ployes of the co-op who said the organi- 
zation was run with a "country club at- 
mosphere." 


Board Pres. Gene Artemenko said the 


district has received preliminary infor- 
mation that it may be able to buy sub- 
stantially the same computer service as 
is now offered by NEC for much less 
cost. He said he was concerned that the 
district is committed to the cooperative 
for another full year. 


i NEC is now undertaking a study of the 


computer system and alternatives to it 
which is scheduled for completion Dec. 
31. A new director of the co-op, Roy Sed- 
ral, took over the operation last month. 


Board member Jack Costello, a per- 


sistent critic of the co-op, said he too Is 
upset that the district Is committed for 
next year, but added, "I wouldn't want 
to be a party to withdrawing from this 
thing without substantial warning to the 
other districts." 


COSTELLO ALSO pointed out that 


Dist. 214 had to use its own equipment to 
do student scheduling for four schools 
last spring because the co-op could not 
do them. 


Costello added that he was unhappy 


that Sedral had not accompanied Inkley 
to the board meeting, saying, "I'd like to 
meet the miracle worker, I'm sure he's a 
qualified man but it's going to take a 


magadan to ball this thing out as far as 
I'm concerned." 


He also said that once the NEC study 


is completed in December, "if that study 
says the coop is the way to go but we 
don't have any evidence in hand that it 
will work, we would be remiss to go 
ahead." 


Inkley told the board he was sure im- 


provements will be made quickly In the 
data processing operation. Inkley said he 
served as acting director of the co-op be- 
fore Sedral took over and "Mr. Sedral 
is now doing things that I thought I 
should have been doing but was afraid to 
because I didn't have the expertise in 
data processing." 


The board also approved budgets for 


six other NEC programs, including spe- 
cial education. The Dist. 214 share of the 
other six programs is estimated at about 
$248,800.

OK construction of 300-bed hospital 


State officials voted yesterday to give 


the go-ahead for construction of a 300-bed 
hospital in Hoffman Estates. 


The octlon was taken by the Illinois 


Hospital Licensing Board at their meet- 
ing in Springfield. The request for an in- 
itial operating permit was made by 
American Mcdlcorp Inc., a Pennsylva- 
nia-based national hospital chain. 


A spokesman for the state board sold 


that the recommendation to approve the 
AMI request was made after lengthy dis- 


cussion on the proposed facility. The per- 
mit request will now be sent to Dr. Joyce 
Lashof, director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health for final action. 


In addition to representatives of AMI 


who testified in favor of granting the ap- 
plication, a delegation of officials from 
Hoffman Estates also appeared before 
the board. 


THE VILLAGE group favored the 


granting of the permit request. 


Representatives from two local hospi- 


tals, Malcom MacCoun of Northwest 


Community Hospital in Arlington Heights 
and Stephen Skorcz of Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center argued against the pro- 
posed facility. 


They contended that construction of 


the hospital would create an oversupply 
of hospital facilities in the area. 


They also suggested that the hospital 


would not be eligible for reimbursement 
from Blue Cross or the federal govern- 
ment under the Medicare program. 


AMI officials said that the facility 


would qualify for such reimbursement.

PAGNI'S BODY was found near the 


lake's southeastern Up by a fisherman 
who alerted Cook County Forest 
Rangers. 


Police had tentatively Identified Pagnl 


Tuesday after a series of personal arti- 
cles, including a wallet with his identi- 
fication, were found on a hill about 170 
feet from where the body was dis- 
covered. 


Police said one of Pagnl's brothers 


was unable to make a positive identi- 
fication yesterday at the Cook County 
Morgue. Pagnl's body was estimated to 
have floated for 48-hours. An autopsy 
showed drowning to be the cause of his 
death. 


Schwartz theorized Pagnl had been 


"high" on drugs at the time of his death. 
Ho was last seen alive Sunday afternoon 
by forest rangers on the hill where police 
located his belongings. 


According to Schwartz, Pagnl had been 


known to use such narcotics as heroin, 
cocaine, and "downers." 


Pagnl was sitting on the hill when 


rangers spotted him, said Eugene Gal- 
lagher, superintendent of the Des Plaines 
District of Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves. 


A FORMER GIRLFRIEND of Pagnl's 


told investigators she had a telephone 
conversation with him Sunday afternoon. 
The girl said Pagnl was "high" at the 
time, according to Schwartz. 


Other friends told police Pagnl had 
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been In similar state Friday night. 


Foul play in the death has all but been 


ruled out, said Schwartz unless a coro- 
ner's Inquest slated to be held in six to 
eight weeks "turns up something new." 


Funeral services for Pagnl will be held 


at 8 p.m. today at Oehler Funeral Home, 
Lee and Perry streets. 


The Hoffman Estates hospital will be the 
first proprietary, or for-proflt, hospital to 
be constructed in the area. 


YESTERDAY'S action marks the sec- 


ond hospital that has been given state 
approval in the last six months. The 
state granted approval to Rush Presby- 
terian-St. Luke's Medical Center (RPSL) 
to build a branch in Schaumburg in Ap- 
ril. 


The RPSL facility will be built on a 20- 


acre site on Schaumburg Road just west 
of Roselle Road. AMI plans to build their 
facility near the Intersection of Barring- 
ton and Higgins roads. 


AMI officials have promised that the 


Hoffman Estates hospital will be ready 
for operation by mid-1975. The RPSL 
hospital will be open by early 1976. 


Hospital officials who opposed the AMI 


plan noted that a report prepared by a 
Chicago consulting firm recommended 
that one 300-bed hospital be built in 
Schaumburg Township by 1975. The two 
facilities presently planned will give the 
area nearly 500 beds by that date. Pre- 
sently there are no hospitals in Schaura- 
burc Township.

Who's Joe 
Neff? 


Is lie from Cleveland? Or Moline? 


Amnesia victim who turned up at 


2 a.m. on a Sunday baffles cops

Who Is "Joe Neff"? 
Arlington Heights police are seeking 


the identity of a man who walked into 
the police station early Sunday morning 
claiming to be the victim of amnesia. 
The man, according to police, could re- 
call nothing, but believed his name to be 
Joe Neff. 


He now is a voluntary patient at the 


psychiatric unit of Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Neff is about 30 years old with sandy 


brown hair and hazel eyes. He is 6 feet 
tall and weighs 167 pounds. He has four 
tattoos on his arms. 


There is a girl tattooed on his right 


forearm and two aces and a shark on his 
right bleep. There is a tattoo of a rose on

the left forearm and a bull's head on his 
left bleep. All except the bull appear to 
be professionally done, police said. 


He was wearing a blue-and-white knit 


shirt, blue and white checked pants and 
white leather shoes when he came to the 
police. 


Anyone with information about this 


man is asked to contact the Arlington 
Heights Police Department. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police Del. 


Dick Robinson said the man walked up 
to the desk sergeant at about 2 a.m. Sun- 
day and asked to be held because he had 
lost his memory. 


The man told of finding himself Tues- 


day, July 3, in Room 333 of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel with no knowledge of 
who he was or how he got there, police 
said. 


He told police he assumed his name 


was Joe Neff because he had a receipt 


for the room made out in that name. 


A check of hotel records by police re- 


vealed Joe Neff checked in at about 9 
a.m. Tuesday. He was registered there 
until Sunday morning when he turned 
himself In to police. 


HOTEL RECORDS show that he nei- 


ther made nor received any telephone 
calls. As far as can be learned, Neff had 
no visitors nor did he associate with any- 
one in the restaurants or bars. 


A search of his room revealed one suit- 


case containing toilet articles, an under- 
shirt and two bathing trunks. Neff said 
the things could not be his because he 
does not know how to swim. 


Neff told police he had no recollection 


prior to Tuesday morning. Neff said he

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'More taxes, few benefits9 
Residents rip 
'Country' annex 


Palatine officials are considering an- 


nexation of the lucrative Countryside 
apartment property as a way of ex- 
panding the village boundaries and 
bringing In substantial tax benefits. 


But Countryside residents aren't espe- 


cially enthusiastic about living In Pala- 
tine. And, in this case, they're the ones 
whose votes count. 


"I have everything I need out here," 


shrugged Kathy Qulnn, 080 Countryside 
Dr. 


Her attitude that becoming part of Pal- 


atine wouldn't add any substantive bcnc 
fits to tho apartment dwellers was 
shared by many other Countryside resi- 
dents. 


THEY ALREADY have a swimming 


pool and tennis courts available at no 
charge. Tho Buehlcr YMCA, with addi- 
tional recreational facilities, Is being 
built nearby, with membership fees the 
same regardless of whether the applicant 
lives In Palatine. A shopping center Is 
under construction on the Countr\ side 
property, duo to open this fall. Police 
protection Is provided by a private secur- 
ity force. 


Tho only advantage mentioned by 


Countryside residents for living in Pala- 
tine Is being able to borrow books from 
the Palatine Public Library at no 
charge, rather than tho $30 a year non- 
resident fee. 


Tho general attitude among Coun- 


tryside residents was one of apathy. 
Most of tho occupants of the 480 apart- 
ments currently built at Countryside ore 
young and transient. They've lived there 
just a few months and don't play to stay 
more than a year or two. And they feel 
they havo everything they need without 
annexing to Palatine, which almost cer- 
tainly would cause rents to Increase. 


"I don't caro one way or another," ex- 


plained Patty Chandler, 925 Sterling. 
Avo. "I just don't wont to see my rent go 
up." 


COUNTRYSIDE officials were unavail- 


able for comment yesterday on whether 
rents would Increase If tho property wcro 
annexed. 


But It's generally assumed that If the 


Countryside owners, L. F. Draper and 
Associates, had to pay taxes to tho vil- 
lage and tho Palatine Park District, they 


would pass on this increase In their tax 
bill to tho residents. 


And In that case the residents could bo 


expected to voto heavily against annexa- 
tion. 


The annexation election has not yet 


been set up, but is expected to be held 
within the next few months. 


It's the result of a prcannexation 


agreement four years ago in which the 
developer agreed to call for an annexa- 
tion election If the property Is not al- 
ready contiguous to Palatine. 


PALATINE OFFICIALS have not yet 


decided the best routo to approach the 
Countryside property, which lies about 
three quarters of a mile from the Pala- 
tine village limits. 


They have the choice of extending the 


village down Old Northwest Highway, 
which consists of IS modest homes; or 
down Northwest Highway, which is most- 
ly commercial. 


The residents of old Northwest High- 


way (the extension of Colfax Street) are 
no more enthusiastic about annexing to 
Palatine than the Countryside residents. 


Tho Old Northwest Highway residents 


have lived there for many years — one 
resident, Ann Treat, said her family is 
the "newest" on tho street, and they've 
lived there for 14 years. 


THE RESIDENTS havo gotten along 


without tho village by installing thoir 
own septic systems and wells, and most 
residents would just as soon not bother 
with the village. 


"I kind of like it the way it is," said 


Mrs. Herman Philippe, 928 Old North- 
west Hwy. "We still have country living 
out here, and if we got into the village it 
probably would change quite a bit." 


Mrs. Treat, of 974 Old Northwest High- 


way, mentioned having to pay non-resi- 
dent fees for park district programs and 
library loans, but said she felt It's worth 
it not to live In Palatine.

Local agencies take charge 


EDITORS NOTED: This is the third In 


a five-part series on flooding along Salt 
Creek and the Impact of proposed flood 
control programs. This part deals with 
the legal maze of planning and funding 
for the Improvements.

Public Law 566, passed by Congress in 


1954, is the key to the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Flood control program, a plan 
to reduce flooding by up to 90 per cent on 
the Salt Creek. 


PL 566 establishes a permanent federal 


program of technical and financial assis- 
tance to control flooding in a local area. 
Originally, the law was aimed at provid- 
ing help to rural farm areas, but it has 
been expanded to urban areas. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 


mittee, said the law does not provide for 
a federal program of local flood control. 
"It Is a local program using federal mon- 
ey," he said. 


THE LOCAL agencies must assume 


the responsibility for initiating, carrying 
out and sharing the costs of the proposed 
flood control plan. 


Under the law, local agencies, realiz- 


ing a flood problem exists, seek federal 
help in devising flood-control programs. 
The federal government provides techni- 
cal assistance to draw up a plan. Costs 
and responsibilities for the project are 
divided among the federal government 
and the state and local sponsors of the 
project. A formal agreement is then 
signed by all of the sponsoring agencies 
involved. Finally, Congress must author- 


ize the U. S. Soil Conservation Service, 
through which any federal money would 
be administered, to spend part of its 
budget on the flood control program. 


According to Hamilton, more than 


3,000 applications from across the coun- 
try have been submitted for participation 
in the plan. Most of the applications have 
come from the western plains states, ex- 
pecially Oklahoma. Illinois and other 
states east of the Mississippi River have 
only recently begun utilizing the plan. 


THE SALT CREEK is one of the appli- 


cations under PL 566. Total cost of the 
nine-year project is estimated at $26.5 
million. The federal government's share 
is about $11.8 million, and local and state 
sponsors should contribute $14.7 million. 


Under the Salt Creek plan, six flood

Union brick 
crews asked 
at local sites 


Bricklayer union representatives came 


to construction sites of two public facil- 
ities yesterday to insist that union men 
be hired to work on the projects. 


One garage Is an addition to the 


maintenance facility for the Palatine 
Park District, being built at 262 E. Pala- 
tine Rd. The second structure is under 
construction by the Village of Palatine at 
the public works garage, 148 W. Illinois 
Ave. 


Ed Jornd, a former carpenter, is su- 


perintendent of park maintenance and of- 
fered to head the construction of the 
park addition. The building will cost 
$15,000 to $20,000 with the park district 
using its own men for most of the work. 


A union spokesman said the dispute 


was "strictly a jurisdictional problem." 


JORND SAID he had tried to get a 


union bricklayer to take the job at the 
regular scale of $10 per hour. But be- 
cause the job is relatively small, Jomd 
said the man wanted $15 per hour. 


"I JUST CAN'T afford that. It's like 


hiring two men," Jornd said. A local 
bricklayer estimated that his labor to lay 
the bricks and blocks would total $4,500. 
The park district has budgeted $3,200 for 
the labor by using their own men. 


At the end of yesterday's meeting, 


Jornd agreed to try to hire a union man 
to complete the job, if one will work at 
the scale rate. Jornd plans to put on the 
roof himself, and a union electrician will 
wire the garage. Plumbing, which is 
minimal in the garage, is being donated 
by a local plumbing company. 


Most of the building is up, with ap- 


proximately 70 per cent of the construc- 
tion finished. 


The village building is also being con- 


structed by municipal employes, in an 
effort to save labor costs.

with village Public Works Director 
James Bennett yesterday morning.

A local man whose body was found 


Hooting Tuesday in Beck Lnkc was a 
known drug user and may have been 
supporting a habit In excess or $150 per 
day. according to Cook County Sheriff's 
Police Investigator Warren Schwartz. 


The Identity of the man, Mark Pagnl, 


22, of 1140 Webster Ln., was confirmed 
yesterday after fingerprints taken from 
the body matched up with prints on Pag- 
nl's police file. 


PAGNI'S BODY was found near the 


lake's southeastern tip by a fisherman 
who n lor ted 
Cook County Forest 


Rangers. 


Police had tentatively Identified Pagnl 


Tuesday after a series of personal arti- 
cles. Including a wallet with his Identi- 
fication, were found on a hill about 170 
feet from where the body was dis- 
covered. 


Police said one of PagnPs brothers 


was unable to make a positive Identi- 
fication yesterday at the Cook County 
Morgue. Pagnl's body was estimated to 
have floated for 48-hours. An autopsy 
showed drowning to be the cause of his 
death. 


Schwartz theorized Pagnl had been 


"high" on drugs at the time of his death. 
He was last seen alive Sunday afternoon' 
by forest rangers on the hill where police 
located his belongings. 


According to Schwartz, Pagni had been 


known to use such narcotics as heroin, 
cocaine, and "downers." 


Pagnl was sitting on the hill when 


rangers spotted him, said Eugene Gal- 
lagher, superintendent of the DCS Plaincs 
District of Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves. 


A KOHMER GIRLFRIEND of Pagni's 


told Investigators she had a telephone 
conversation with him Sunday afternoon. 
The girl sold Pagnl was "high" at the 
time, according to Schwartz. 


Other friends told police Pagni had 


been In similar state Friday night. 


Rsiclcnts split over 


flood-relief solutions 


Residents of the flood-plagued Hellcn 


Road-Cedar Street neighborhood In Pala- 
tine have the common goal of flood re- 
lief, but fall Into two factions over how to 
achieve that goal. 


While two residents of the Intersection, 


John Scrlo and Robert Grothc, have been 
pressuring the village board for prac- 
tically a year to provide storm sewer Im- 
provements to relieve flooding, other 
residents of the area contend that the Im- 
provements would only worsen their 
flooding problems. 


"I appreciate their problem," said Jim 


Waters, 200 W. Hcllen Rd., In reference 
to Scrlo and Grothc. "But I don't see 
why wo should get their water." 


Another resident, Mrs. Fred Moloznlk, 


248 W. Hcllen, added: "We can't solve 
the problem at one corner and give it to 
others down the street." 


Foul play in the death has all but been 


ruled out, said Schwartz unless a coro- 
ner's Inquest slated to be held in six to 
eight weeks "turns up something new." 


Pagnl had been arrested last August 


by Metropolitan Enforcement Group 
(MEG) agents and charged with posses- 
sion of hypodermic needles. The MEG 
charges were later dropped but he was 
given six months probation on charges 
ho struck a Hoffman Estates police offi- 
cer who was assisting the MEG agents. 


Funeral services for Pagni will be held 


at 8 p.m. today at Ochlcr Funeral Home, 
Lee and Perry streets. 


Blood shortage 
also being ielt 
in the suburbs 


The blood shortage that is seriously af- 


fecting the City of Chicago also is being 
felt In the Northwest suburbs, according 
to Joel Johnson, of the North Suburban 
Blood Center. 


The shortage in Chicago has already 


hurt several city hospitals, particularly 
those in the inner city. Johnson said that 
while suburban hospitals aren't post- 
poning surgery yet because of the short- 
age, the effects are being felt. 


"WE SEEM TO be holding our own 


now, but at the some time we're feeling 
the pinch too," he said. 


Burt Chotlner, vice president for ad- 


ministration at the Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, said the hospital is extend- 
ing its hours for blood donation to the 
evening for the duration of the shortage. 
The hospital will accept blood donations 
Tuesdays and Thursdays during the day 
and in the evening. 


Chotlnor sold anyone Interested in do- 


nating blood to the hospital should con- 
tact the hospital's blood bank. 


The North Suburban Blood Center pro- 


vides blood for all of the north and 
Northwest suburban hospitals except for 
Skokic Valley Community Hospital in 
Skoklc. The center has an inventory con- 
trol system which relays information on 
which hospitals need blood. Johnson said 
that blood donations are now coming in 
at a much slower rate than usual, rela- 
tive to the demand for blood. 


ACCORDING TO Marion Fuji!, an ad- 


ministrative assistant at the center, the 
present shortage occurs every year 
around this time. 


"It's a traditional kind of shortage 


we're having. Every summer we go 
through the same thing, basically be- 
cause of the heat," she said. 


Mrs. Fujll said that when the weather 


is very hot donations fall off. "People 
just don't show up to give. They just do 
not think it's that important," she said. 


Mrs. Fujll said that while all types of 


blood arc needed, the most common 
types, 0-ncgatlve and 0-positive are 
needed the most.

control structures will be built and some 
limited channel work will be done. The 
basic philosophy of the plan, according to 
Hamilton, Is to "hold the water close to 
where It falls, rather than to try and 
catch It after It gets away." 


Hamilton called the plan a refinement 


of the Army Corps of Engineers program 
of building one major dam on a water- 
way to protect a limited area. Instead, a 
lot of little dams ore built, providing pro- 
lection for (ho entire watershed. 


Coupled with the water retention plan 


Is a program of soil and water con- 
servation for the area to prolong the life 
of the controls. Without the conservation 
measures, the retention basins should 
soon become clogged with silt. 


Another benefit of the plan Is the de- 


velopment of recreational sites around 
the retention basin, especially tho largo 
Busso Woods structure. 


HAMILTON SAID tho proposed plan Is 


In opposition to the use of channel work. 
Flooding, simply stated, Is a problem of 
too much water in one place at one time. 
Channel work (widening and deepening 
tho creek) seeks to increase the creek's 
ability to carry water. 


Hamilton Is totally opposed to channel 


work, calling It ocsthltlcally and ecologi- 
cally unsound and "morally wrong." 


Ho said channel work ruins the creek, 


causes erosion and docs not solve any 
flooding problem. It just pushes the prob- 
lem farther downstream. 


According to the study mado on pos- 


sible flood controls for the Salt Creek, if 
just channel work was done tho creek 
would hove to bo widened to a minimum 
of 100 feet to provide tho flood control the 
present proposals would. 


A limited amount of channel work is 


planned upstream from Busso Woods in 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


ACCORDING TO Hamilton, flooding is 


a problem throughout tho length of Salt 
Creek — tho only solution is one that ap- 
plies for all (ho creek. 


Ho said the watershed Is a unit, "We 


can't go off on our own (to develop flood 
control), we have to work together." 


The watershed agreement Is a "way of 


life," according to Hamilton. He said 


that once all parties sign the agreement, 
nothing can be changed without the mu- 
tual consent of all partners. 


Hamilton said he was disturbed at the 


way flooding became a political issue in 
recent elections. He said politicians 
would propose n piece meal solution that 
would Jeopardize the entire project. "Of- 
ficlals who don't understand the program 
and go off on a tangent can destroy the 
whole program," he said. 


THE PROPOSAL for the Salt Creek 


flood control program started In the nild- 
1960's when a steering committee was 
formed consisting of the local U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service 'office, Cook and 
DuPago county forest preserve districts, 
tho Northeast Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion and tho city of Elmhurst. An appli- 
cation was made in 1965 to the SCS In 
Washington, D.C., for a watershed study. 


A preliminary study was made and the 


project was considered unfeasible. Ham- 
ilton said the SCS personnel were used to 
study flooding problems in rural, agrlcul- 
tural areas. He said they did not have 
tho right standards to make a study of 
an urban area. 


After the study was completed, the 


steering committee reviewed the report 
and "tore It to pieces" according to 
Hamilton. 


Ho said the committee refuted every 


objection in the study and made another 
report based on its findings. 


The SCS reviewed the committee's re- 


port and appropriated money for a sec- 
ond study, which began In 1967. The In- 
itial work plan for the project was devel- 
oped and presented In 1968. 


THE METROPOLITAN Sanitary Dis- 


trict agreed to sponsor the development 
of a final work plan for the project. No 
sponsor could be found In DuPage Coun- 
ty, so the study only concerned the Up- 
per Salt Creek — the part in Cook Coun- 
ty. The first draft of the work plan took 
more than a year to complete and then 
the federal SCS office took six months to 
review the work plan. 


Finally, in January, 1972, the final 


draft of the work plan was ready. The 
plan'then plunged Into a sea of red tape 
and politics from which It Is only now 
emerging. 


RICHARD BURG, "personal revolutionary," gave 
up a bank vice presidency to run a fruit and vege- 


table stand because that's what ho wants to do. 
He hopes to find freedom and independence 


through his produce market at Rts. 22 and 83 in 
rural southern Lake County. 


He 'chucked it all9 for some vegetables

Before you finish your coffee, grab 


your briefcase and make a dash for the 
train, stop and think what you'd really 
like to do. 


How about that resort lodge up North 


you dream of while stuck on the tollway? 


A charter boat captain's lot on the 


lakes or maybe Florida off the Keys ap- 
peals to you. It would be great to have 
someone else pay you to go fishing. 


Back to the land. We all dream of it. 


It's a good, simple natural life. Willie Lo- 
man tended a garden by moonlight and 
cursed the city while dreaming of a few 
acres in New Jersey. 


Richard Burg saw a chance to realize 


his dream and he took it. At 26 he left his 
position as an assistant bank vice presi- 
dent to operate a fruit and vegetable 
stand by the side of the road, at Rtcs. 22 
and 83. He and a brother have another 
stand in Wheeling. 


What kind of man would chuck a 


$14,500 a year job with a promising fu- 
ture to take up an admittedly risky prop- 
osition of selling bags of apples and to- 
matoes at three pounds for a dollar? 


"My brother worked in this stand for 


three years and he convinced me we 
could make a lot of money," said Burg. 


The stand is not spectacular, hi fact it 


could use a coat of paint or two. The 
location is good. Rts. 22 and 82 arc well 
traveled and the stoplights help business. 
The crossroads is somewhat of a com- 
mercial center in that part of rural Lake 
County. New player pianos are sold 
across the highway and the rinky-tink 
music provides a strange counterpoint to 
the thundering trucks. 


Burg in jeans and tee-shirt stood 


proudly at ease among his wares and 
talked of what brought him there. 


"I wanted to go into radio so I went to 


school and got. a job in Ohio. I was starv- 
ing out there so I came back to Chicago 
and got a job In a loan company. It was 
just supposed to be a filler, but you know 
how It Is." 


BURG'S SUPERVISOR left the loan 


company to work for the Bank of Ravens 
wood, Chicago. Soon Burg got a call to 
join the bank, too. 


His climb at the bank was swift, from 


loan officer to assistant cashier to, assist- 
ant vice president In three years. 


"When I left, I oversaw about $13 mil- 


lion in Installment loans. I had three men 
and six women working under me. I 
gave it a lot of thought and I started 
here on June IS. I love it." 


He left the world of business suits and 


offices for jeans and an open-air stand. 


"There were so many reasons for my 


decision. There was a lot of pressure and 
responsibility at the bank. I was meeting 
so many people nil the time. I was get- 
ting tired of'the hassles that go along 
with a bank, it was getting me down. I 
felt I was losing something of myself. 
Deep down inside, everybody wants a 
business or something for himself. I saw 
this as my golden opportunity." 


THE REACTION from fellow employes 


was mixed, Burg said. 


"Some people thought I was crazy for 


leaving the security of the bank. The 
younger ones, though, said they thought 
it was fantastic. But even the ones who 
thought I was crazy said they admired 
my courage for trying it." 


His family was not ecstatic at first, he 


admits, but they have come around. 


"They were proud of me and my job at 


the bank. I was making good. But now 
they come out here and work right along. 
I've got seven brothers and sisters and 
they've all been here or the stand in 
Wheeling. Last Sunday Mom was out 
here all afternoon." 


His move was one for independence, 


but onco he made it he found it meant 
dependence upon one's self. 


"You have to self disciplined out here. 


At the bank you knew when you had to 
be there and what you had to do and 
when you went home. Out here, if I don't 
tell myself, there's no one else. There's a 
tendency, I guess, to goof off once you 


get something you've really worked for. 
You get it, and then you let up. I have to 
do the pushing now." 


PART OF THE self regulation involves 


getting to market for the fruits and vege- 
tables. 


"We buy our stuff, we don't raise it. 


We get a lot from the South Water Mar- 
ket in the city. You hove to get up at 3 
a.m. three days a week to get the good 
stuff." 


Burg is now a small businessman in 


retail produce. He makes no pretensions 
about being a farmer. 


"We're honest with the customer that 


we're not farmers. Some people just as- 
sume the fruits and things are home- 
grown. If they ask, we tell them it comes 
from the market." 


Burg is not offended when people think 


he's a farmer. He is upset, though, at the 
attitude they sometimes assume. 


"Some people come around here and 


act like you aren't around — saving 
things right in front of you and you're 
not supposed to hear. I've got a lot of- 
pride in this and what I've done. Some- 
times I fel like coming out front and tell- 
ing them I'm here and I hear what 
they're saying. Since I've been here, I've 
had a chance to do some reading. I'm 
into 'personal revolution.' That's doing 
exactly what you want to do and being 
happy with it." 


BURG HAS CHANGED more than his 


job and clothes since mid-June. 


"I appreciate people more now. You 


get cynical when you deal with as many 
people as I did for the bank. Just so 
many people all the time. Now I've got 
time to really talk with people. I don't 
mind taking the time to talk with the 
folks." 


Burg plans to grow from the present 


operation of two stands. He has a goal of 
opening a retail and wholesale produce 
outlet in the Libertyvllle area. 


"I've got contacts from when I was at 


the bank. I could get a Small Business 
Administration loan to set up, but it's a 


big move. I'd like to be able to do it this 
year Perhaps that's too optimistic. What 
I'm trying to do, want to do, is sell good 
produce at reasonable prices." 


The piano music drifted across the 


road. It's canned tinny joviality is lu- 
dicrous in the midst of cornfields. 


"One of the nicest things about this is 


the informal way you do business out 
here. Farmers come by and tell you 
what they've got. If you like the price, 
you buy. It's friendly and more personal. 
At the bank everything is so structured." 


Burg has not severed all contacts with 


his former fellow employes. Many of 
them make the drive from the city to his 
stand on a Sunday to chew the fat and 
pick up some produce. 


Nor has he lost complete contact with 


his former customers from the loan de- 
partment. 


"People will drive up and look at me. 


Then they realize I'm the guy who ar- 
ranged their car financing. They're start- 
led. 'Mr. Burg! What happened?' They 
think I hit the bottle or something. It all 
works out, though," he laughed. 


BURG JOKINGLY asked about the re- 


sale value of business suits, size 42. "I 
don't need them anymore." 


The homegrown vegetable season is 


fast approaching, apples are selling 
briskly and Richard Burg looks to the 
future of produce marketing. But be- 
neath the unpainted counter there are* 
three relics: nameplates reading Richard 
Burg, Loan Officer; Richard Burg, As- 
sistant Cashier; Richard Burg, Assistant 
Vice President. 


And tomatoes are the best seller and 


bargain at three pounds for a dollar.

Longest-held Vietnam captive: 'I don't ieel like a celebrity'

The small Mexican woman hesitantly 


approached Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvarez, 
Jr., and thrust a scrap of paper at him. 


"Could I have your autograph?" 
Alvarez took the paper, scribbled his 


name- and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm the 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," ho said. 


Alvarez was the second American pilot 


captured In North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for Bft years, he has gained world* 
wldo attention as the American held 
longest In captivity. 


THE 33-YEAIt-OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alexlnn Brothers 
Medical Center In Elk Grove Village yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at the 
hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed In a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as 111 
at COM as tho people streaming through 
to meet him. Tho former prisoner still is 
surprised at tho greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect It — wo had no idea 


that the POW Issue was as big as It was. 
It was really gratifying," ho said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted tho hospital 


employes filing through tho line. Occa- 
sionally he laughed it a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


A FEW FEET away, tho hospital pub- 


lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through tho reception line. 


"Don't let him mako you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question in 


Spanish and he answers her In the same 
l a n g u a g e , speaking the language 
fluently. 


In the phases between visitors, Alvarev 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vacation in August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering in the 
fall. 


Asked if he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says tho "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 
antiwar demonstrations catches his inter- 
est. 


"I think the over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate is a right — and 
it's a good right — it still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "we couldn't agree with 
them." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about tho war and the long years 
of imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
soys the question of whether tho war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprisoment, Alvarez 


insists the "experience was good for me 
— I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation 
occasionally 


strays to topics such m coed dormitories 
and the dinner that night, the subject of 
tho war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said.

THE FOUR positions opened with the 


resignations of patrolmen Robert Vallas, 
Lance Bcdlnl and Detective John Wall- 
Isch, and the retirement of Lt. Edward 
Campcau. Tho full force totals 44 offi- 
cer*. 


The controversial sergeant promotion 


test, which prompted n lawsuit by 10 pa- 
trolmen against tho Palatine Police and 
Fire Commission, will also probably bo 
rescheduled for tho August 4 testing 
date, according to commissioner Paul 
Jung. 


Men bringing the suit charged that the 


March promotion test was unfairly ad- 
ministered and graded, but a court deci- 
sion last month found no grounds'for the 


accusations. Instead, Judge Edward F. 
Hcaly ordered another test on the 
grounds of a legal technicality Involving 
publication of notice of the test. Of the 28 
men taking the earlier test, only 7 passed 
it. The men ore vying for one vacancy 
for the rank of sergeant.

Who's Joe Neff? 


Is he from Cleveland? Or Moline? 


Amnesia victim who turned up at 


2 a.m. on a Sunday baffles cops

Who is "Joe Neff"? 
Arlington Heights police are seeking 


the Identity of a man who walked Into 
the police station early Sunday morning 
claiming to be the victim of amnesia. 
The man, according to police, co'ild re- 
call nothing, but believed his name to be 
Joe Neff. • 


He now is a voluntary patient at the 


psychiatric unit of Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Neff is about 30 years old with sandy 


brown hair and hazel eyes. He is 6 feet 
tall and weighs 167 pounds. He has four 
tattoos on his arms. 


There is a girl tattooed on his right 


forearm and two aces and a shark on bis 
right bleep. There is a tattoo of a rose on

the left forearm and a bull's head oirhis 
left bleep. All except the bull appear to 
be professionally done, police said. 


He was wearing a blue-and-whlte knit 


shirt, blue and white checked pants and 
white leather shoes when he came to the 
police. 


Anyone with information about this 


man is asked to contact the Arlington 
Heights Police Department. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police Del. 


Dick Robinson said the man walked up 
to the desk sergeant at about 2 a.m. Sun- 
day and asked to be held because he had 
lost his memory. 


The man told of finding himself Tues- 


day, July 3, in Room 333 of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel with no knowledge of 
who he was or how he got there, police 
said. 


He told police he assumed his name 


was Joe Neff because he had a receipt 


for the room made out in that name. 


A check of hotel records by police re- 


vealed Joe Neff checked in at about 9 
a.m. Tuesday. He was registered there 
until Sunday morning when he turned 
himself in to police. 


HOTEL RECORDS show that he nei- 


ther made nor received any telephone 
calls. As far as can be learned, Neff had 
no visitors nor did he associate with any- 
one in the restaurants or bars. 


A search of his room revealed one suit- 


case containing toilet articles, an under- 
shirt and two bathing trunks. Neff said 
the things could not be his because he 
does not know how to swim. 


Neff told police he had no recollection 


prior to Tuesday morning. Neff said he

An expenditure of $2,750 for special 


mosqullo abatement spraying In Rolling 
Meadows was approved Tuesday by the 
city council. 


But the sprayings may be unnecessary 


if the current low number of mosqultos 
this summer continues, according to Wil- 
bur Mitchell, director of the Northwest 
Mosquito Abatement District. 


Apartment unit 
managers react 
to pet rules 


Managers of apartment complexes In 


Rolling Meadows expressed less than en- 
thusiastic acceptance yesterday to a new 
ordinance passed Tuesday by the city 
council requiring apartments to provide 
designated areas for dogs and pets to 
run. 


The managers said, however, that they 


anticipate no problems In complying with 
the law. 


The ordinance was passed by the city 


council at the recommendation of City 
Sanitarian Donald Schlndlcr. Schlndlcr 
said the law was recommended for sani- 
tation reasons. Ho said the size of the 
running area will depend on the number 
of pets at each complex. 


ROLLING MEADOWS Police Chief 


Lewis R. Case said the new ordinance Is 
expected to cut down on the problem of 
pets running loose in apartment com- 
plexes and the city. 


Spokesmen at the' Algonquin Park, 


Meadow Trace, and the Georgetown 
apartments said they didn't anticipate 
any problems In complying with the new 
law. 


A spokesman for Three Fountains 


Phase 2, said a dog run Is already pro- 
vided. 


Compliance with the law must come 


within ten days of passage of the ordi- 
nance Tuesday, according to City Atty. 
Donald Rose, Notification of the passage 
of the now law will be sent to apartment 
managers by registered mail, the council 
ruled Tuesday. 


Mitchell said yesterday that so far this 


summer the expected record crop of 
mosqultos has not hatched because of 
dry and relatively cool weather condi- 
tions. He said because of this the district 
has curtailed its spraying programs for 
villages and cities in the district's juris- 
diction. 


THE DISTRICT'S larvae program, 


which Is aimed at destroying mosquito 
eggs before the insect hatches, is contin- 
uing on a dally basis, Mitchell said. 


If the rains and temperatures combine 


and occur later this summer, the mos- 
quito problem could yet be bad, Mitchell 
warned. He added that this week's heat 
spell would not cause problems, how- 
ever, because "it takes longer than that 
and things are drying out pretty well." 


Mitchell said the Rolling Meadows sup- 


plemental spraying program "is not 
called for really" at the present time, 
but said a mosquito boom still Is a poten- 
tial problem. 


The decision by the city to contract for 


the sprayings came at the recommenda- 
tion of City Sanitarian Donald Schindler. 
Schlndlcr told a panel of five aldermen • 
last week that the program was neces- 
sary to assure the city of sprayings when 
the abatement district does not apray. 


SCHINDLER TOLD the aldermen the 


mosquito problem has not yet. been 
serious this summer but he said the city 
program was Mill a justifiable one. Fig- 
ures show the city pays $15,000 to the 
district per year though much of the dis- 
trict spraying done is for unincorporated 
areas, he said. 


Mayor Roland Meyer and the alder- 


men agreed that a need for the service 
existed because the city could not be as- 
sured of regular sprayings by the dis- 
trict. Meyer said this was because the 
district would not spray if wind condi- 
tions were not favorable. If this hap- 
pened several times when sprayings 
were scheduled for the city, Meyer said 
the city could go for extended periods of 
time without a spraying. 


The appropriation approved Tuesday 


will be used for seven sprayings In the 
city to be done by the Midas Midwest 
Spraying Company. The sprayings will 
be scheduled on alternate weeks that dis- 
trict spraying would normally be done. 


The company submitted a bid of $375 


per city spraying. The only other bid 
came from the Clarke Outdoor Spraying 
Company, which bid $655 per spraying.

Council changes its course on rezoning 


The Rolling Meadows City Council 


Tuesday turned down its own request to 
rezone for commercial use 10 acres adja- 
cent to the J. C. Penney Treasury store 
on Algonquin and Golf roads. 


The council had requested that the zon- 


ing be changed from single-family to 
commercial because it felt commercial 
use was the best use for the property. 


But in a discussion Tuesday during a 


city council meeting, Mayor Rolar.d Mey- 
er raised doubts about the change, say- 
ing the city would have no control of the 
type of businesses that would be built on 
the site If the zoning were granted in ad- 
vance. 
/ 


MEYER SAID the property is cur- 


rently owned In parcels by 10 Individuals. 
He said if each owner built his own busi- 


ness on the parcels, the city would have 
to contend with 10 separate businesses as 
well as 10 different access roads on Al- 
gonquin Road. 


"Some kind of plan should be pre- 


sented," Meyer said. "What Is the intent 
of the whole area?" He added the city 
was looking for "safeguards" on what is 
built on the land. 


"I feel this is speculative zoning," Aid. 


Thomas Scanlan (1st) said. "We're 
asked to give zoning without knowing 
what is planned for it." 


MEYER ASKED City Atty. Donald Rose 


.if the city could require that the land be 
' developed as a planned unit, which would 
require it to be developed as one parcel 
In a single plan. 


Rose said the requirement could not be 


made because the land Is not owned by a 
single owner but instead is subdivided 
with 10 owners. 


"It seems a little late to be having sec- 


ond thoughts on this after the building 
and zoning committee and the special 
commissions have discussed this," Aid. 
Thomas Waldron (2nd) told the coundll. 
He said the only practical use for the 
land would be commercial. 


When a vote on the measure was tak- 


en, four of the seven aldermen present at 
the meeting supported it. Opposing the 
plan were Scanlan, Aid. William Ahrcns 
(2nd), and Aid. Fredrick Jacobson (5th). 
Rose said the measure would need at 
least six votes to pass. 


Meyer then voted against the measure, 


deadlocking the vote In a tie and killing 
the proposal.

Salt Creek plan 
managed locally

Public Low 566. passed by Congress In 


1934. Li the key to the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Flood control program, a plan 
to reduce flooding by up to DO per cent on 
the Snlt Creek. 


PL 5fiO establishes a permanent federal 


program of technical and financial assis- 
tance to control flooding In a local area. 
Originally, the low was aimed at provid- 
ing help to rural farm areas, but It has 
been expanded to urban areas. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said the law docs not provide for 
a federal program of local flood control. 
"It Is a local program using federal mon- 
ey." ho laid. 


THE LOCAL agencies must assume 


the responsibility for Initialing, carrying 
out and sharing the costs of the proposed 
flood control plan. 


Under the law, local agencies, realiz- 


ing a flood problem exists, seek federal 
help In devising flood-control programs. 
The federal government provides tcchnl- 
cat assistance to draw up a plan. Costs 
and responsibilities for tho project are 
divided among the federal government 
and tho state and local sponsors of the 
project. A formal agreement Is then 
signed by all of tho sponsoring agencies 
Involved. Finally, Congress must author- 
ize tho U. S. Soil Conservation Service, 
through which any federal money would 
be administered, to spend part of Its 
budget on tho flood control program. 


According to Hamilton, more than 


3,000 applications from across the coun- 
try have been submitted for participation 
in the plan. Most of the applications have 
come from the western plains states, ex- 
peclally Oklahoma. Illinois and other 
states east of the Mississippi River have 
only recently begun utilizing the plan. 


THE SALT CREEK is one of the appli- 


cations under PL 566. Total cost of the 
nine-year project Is exllmatcd at $26.5 
million. The federal government's share 
Is about $11.8 million, and local and state 
sponsors should contribute J14.7 million. 


Under the Salt Creek plan, six flood 


control structures will be built and some 
limited channel work will bo done. Tho 
basic philosophy of the plan, according to 
Hamilton, is to "hold tho water close to 
where It falls, rather than to try and 
catch It after It gels away." 


Hamilton called the plan a refinement 


of tho Army Corps of Engineers program 
of building one major dam on a water- 
way to protect a limited area. Instead, a 
lot of little dams are built, providing pro- 
tection for the entire watershed. 


Coupled with the water retention plan 


is a program of soil and water con- 
servation for the area to prolong the life 
of tho controls. Without the conservation 
measures, the retention basins should 
soon become clogged with silt. 


Another benefit of the plan is the de- 


velopment of recreational sites around 
the retention basin, especially tho large 
Dime Woods structure. 


HAMILTON SAID the proposed plan is 


in opposition to the use of channel work. 
Flooding, simply stated, Is a problem of 


too much water In one place at one time. 
Channel work (widening and deepening 
the creek) seeks to Increase tho creek's 
ability to carry water. 


Hamilton Is totally opposed to channel 


work, calling it acsthltlcally and ecologi- 
cally unsound and "morally wrong." 


He said channel work ruins the creek, 


causes erosion and docs not solve any 
flooding problem. It Just pushes the prob- 
lem farther downstream. 


According to the study made on pos- 


sible flood controls for the Salt Creek, if 
Just channel work was done tho creek 
would have to be widened to a minimum 
of too foot to provide the flood control the 
present proposals would. 


A limited amount of channel work is 


planned upstream from Busse Woods in 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


ACCORDING TO Hamilton, flooding is 


a problem throughout the length of Salt 
Creek — the only solution is one that ap- 
plies for all the creek. 


He sold the watershed is a unit, "We 


can't go off on our own (to develop flood 
control), we have to work together." 


The watershed agreement Is a "way of 


life," according to Hamilton. He said 
that once all parties sign the agreement, 
nothing can be changed without the mu- 
tual consent of all partners'. 


Hamilton said he was disturbed at the 


way flooding became a political Issue In 
recent elections. He said 
politicians 


would propose a piece meal solution that 
would Jeopardize the entire project. "Of- 
ficials who don't understand the program 
and go off on a tangent can destroy the 
whole program," he said. 


THE PROPOSAL for the Salt Creek 


flood control program started In the mid- 
1960's when a steering committee was 
formed consisting of the local U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service office, Cook and 
DuPage county forest preserve districts, 
the Northeast Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion and the city of Elmhurst. An appli- 
cation was made in 1965 to the SCS in 
Washington, D.C., for a watershed study. 


A preliminary study was made and the 


project was considered unfeasible. Ham- 
ilton said the SCS personnel were used to 
study flooding problems In rural, agricul- 
tural areas. Ho said they did not have 
the right standards to make a study of 
an urban area. 


After the study was completed, the 


steering committee reviewed tho report 
and "tore It to pieces" according to 
Hamilton. 


He said the committee refuted every 


objection In the study and made another 
report based on Its findings. 


The SCS reviewed the committee's re- 


port and appropriated money for a sec- 
ond study, which began In 1S67. The in- 
itial work plan for the project was devel- 
oped and presented In 1968. 


THE METROPOLITAN Sanitary DIs- 


trict agreed to sponsor the development 
of a final work plan for the project. No 
sponsor could be found In DuPage Coun- 
ty, so the study only concerned the Up- 
per Salt Creek — the part In Cook Coun- 
ty. The first draft of the work plan took 
more than a year to complete and then 
the federal SCS office took six months to 
review the work plan. 


Finally, In January, 1072, the final 


draft of the work plan was ready. The 
plan then plunged into a sea of red tape 
and politics from which it Is only now 
emerging.

A FORMER GIRLFRIEND of Pagnl's 


told Investigators she had a telephone 
conversation with him Sunday afternoon. 
The girl said Pngni was "high" at the 
time, according to Schwartz. 


Other friends told police Pagni had 


been in similar state Friday night. 


Foul play In tho death has all but been 


ruled out, said Schwartz unless a coro- 
ner's inquest slated to be held In six to 
eight weeks "turns up something new." 


Pagni had been arrested last August 


by 
Metropolitan Enforcement Group 


(MEG) agents and charged with posses- 
sion of hypodermic needles. Tho MEG 
charges were later dropped but he was 
given six months probation on charges 
he struck a Hoffman Estates police offi- 
cer who was assisting the MEG agents.

at 8 p.m. today at Oehler Funeral Home, 
Leo and Perry streets.

He 'chucked it all'for some vegetables

Before you finish your coffee, grab 


your briefcase and make a dash for the 
train, stop and think what you'd really 
like to do. 


How about that resort lodge up North 


you dream of while stuck on the tollway? 


A charter boat captain's lot on the 


lakes or maybe Florida off the Keys ap- 
peals to you. It would be great to have* 
someone else pay you to go fishing. 


Back to the land. We all dream of it. 


It's a good, simple natural life. Willie Lo- 
mon tended a garden by moonlight and) 
cursed the city while dreaming of a few 
acres in New Jersey. 


Richard Burg saw a chance to realize 


his dream and ho took it. At 26 he left his 
position as an assistant bank vice presi- 
dent to operate a fruit and vegetable 
stand by the side of the road, at Rtcs. 22 
and 83. He and a brother hove another 
stand in Wheeling. 


What kind of man would chuck a 


$14,500 a year job with a promising fu- 
ture to take up an admittedly risky prop- 
osition of selling bags of apples and to- 
matoes at three pounds for a dollar? 
. "My brother worked in this stand for 
three years and he convinced me we 
could make a lot of money," said Burg. 


The stand is not spectacular, in fact it 


could use a coat of paint or two. The 
location is good. Rts, 22 and 82 arc well 
traveled and the stoplights help business. 
The crossroads is somewhat of a com- 
mercial center in that part of rural Lake 
County. New player pianos arc sold 
across the highway and the rlnky-tink 
music provides a strange counterpoint to 
the thundering trucks. 


Burg in jeans and tee-shirt stood 


proudly at case among his wares and 
talked of what brought him there. 


"I wanted to go into radio so I went to 


school and got a job in Ohio. I was starv- 
ing out there so I came back to Chicago 
and got n job in a loan company. It was 
just supposed to bo a filler, but you know 
how It is." 


BURG'S SUPERVISOR left the loan 


company to work for the Bank of Ravens 
wood, Chicago. Soon Burg got a call to 
join the bank, too. 


His climb at the bank was swift, from 


loan officer to assistant cashier to assist- 
ant vice president in three years. 


"When I left, I oversaw about $13 mil- 


lion in Installment loans. I had three men 
and six women working under me. I 
gave it a lot of thought and I started 
here on June 15.1 love it." 


He left the world of business suits and 


offices for jeans and an open-air stand. 


"There were so many reasons for my 


decision. There was a lot of pressure and 
responsibility at the bank. I was meeting 
so many people all the time. I was get- 
ting tired of the hassles that go along 
with a bank, it was getting me down. I 
felt I was losing something of myself. 
Deep down inside, everybody wants a 
business or something for himself. I saw 
this as my golden opportunity." 


THE REACTION from fellow employes 


was mixed, Burg said. 


"Some people thought I was crazy for 


leaving the security of the bank. The 
younger ones, though, said they thought 
it was fantastic. But even the ones who' 
thought I was crazy said they admired 
my courage for trying it." 


His family was not ecstatic at first, he 


admits, but they have come around. 


"They were proud of me and my job at 


the bank. I was making good. But now 
they come out here and work right along. 
I've got seven brothers and sisters and 
they've all been here or the stand in 
Wheeling. Lost Sunday Mom was out 
here all afternoon." 


His move was one for independence, 


but once he made it he found it meant 
dependence upon one's self. 


"You have to self disciplined out here. 


At the bank you knew when you had to 
be there and what you had to do and 
when you went home. Out here, if I don't 
tell myself, there's no one else. There's a 
tendency, I guess, to goof off once you 


get something you've really worked for. 
You get it, and then you let up. I have to 
do the pushing now." 


PART OF THE self regulation involves 


getting to market for the fruits and vege- 
tables. 


"We buy our stuff, we don't raise it. 


We get a lot from the South Water Mar- 
ket In the city. You have to get up at 3 
a.m. three days a week to get the good 
stuff." 


Burg is now a small businessman in 


retail produce. He makes no pretensions 
about being a farmer. 


"We're honest with the customer that 


we're not farmers. Some people just as- 
sume the fruits and things are home- 
grown. If they ask, we tell them It comes 
from the market." 


Burg is not offended when people think 


he's a farmer. He is upset, though, at the 
attitude they sometimes assume. 


"Some people come around here and 


act like you aren't around — saving 
things right in front of you and you're 
not supposed to hear. I've got a lot of 
pride in this and what I've done. Some- 
times I fel like coming out front and tell- 
ing them I'm here and I hear what 
they're saying. Since I've been here, I've 
had a chance to do some reading. I'm 
into 'personal revolution." That's doing 
exactly what' you want to do and being 
happy with it." 


BURG HAS CHANGED more than his 


job and clothes since mid-June. 


"I appreciate people more now. You 


get cynical when you deal with as many 
people as I did for the bank. Just so 
many people all the time. Now I've got 
time to really talk with people. I don't 
mind taking the time to talk with the 
folks." 


Burg plans to grow from the present 


operation of two stands. He has a goal of 
opening a retail and wholesale produce 
outlet in the Libertyville area. 


"I've got contacts from when I was at 


the bank. I could get a Small Business 
Administration loan to set up, but it's a 


big move. I'd like to be able to do it this 
year. Perhaps that's too optimistic. What 
I'm trying to do, want to do, is sell good 
produce at reasonable prices." 


The piano music drifted across the 


road. It's canned tinny joviality is lu- 
dicrous in the midst of cornfields. 


"One of the nicest things about this is 


the informal way you do business out 
here. Farmers come by and tell you 
what they've got. If you like the price, 
you buy. It's friendly and more personal. 
At the bank everything is so structured." 


Burg has not severed all contacts with 


his former' fellow employes. Many of 
them make the drive from the city to his 
stand on a Sunday to chew the fat and 
pick up some produce. 


Nor has he lost complete contact with 


his former customers from the loan de- 
partment. 


"People will drive up and look at me. 


Then they realize I'm the guy who ar- 
ranged their car financing. They're start- 
led. 'Mr. Burg! What happened?' They 
think I hit the bottle or something. It all 
works out, though," he laughed. 


BURG JOKINGLY asked about the re- 


sale value of business suits, size 42. "I 
don't need them anymore." 


The homegrown vegetable season' is 


fast approaching, apples are selling 
briskly and Richard Burg looks to the 
future of produce marketing. But be- 
neath the unpainted counter there are 
three relics: nameplates reading Richard 
Burg, Loan Officer; Richard Burg, As- 
sistant Cashier; Richard Burg, Assistant 
Vice President.

Longest-held Vietnam captive: 'I don't feel like a celebrity*

The small Mexican woman hesitantly 


approached Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvarez, 
Jr.. and thrust a scrap of paper at him. 


"Could I have your autograph?" 
Alvarez took the paper, scribbled his 


name and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm the 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," ho said. 


Alvarez was the second American pilot 


captured In North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for 8tt years, ho has gained world- 
wide attention as the American held 
longest In captivity. 


THE 3S-YEAR-OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alcxlan Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at the 
hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed In a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as 111 
at case as the people streaming through 
to meet him. The former prisoner still is 
surprised at the greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect It — nc had no Idea 


that the POW Issue was as big as it was. 
It was really gratifying," he said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted the hospital 


employes filing through the tine. Occa- 
sionally he laughed at a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


A FEW FEET away, the hospital pub- 


lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through the reception line. 


"Don't let him make you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question In 


Spanish and he answers her in the same 
l a n g u a g e , speaking the language 
fluently. 


In the phases between visitors, Alvarev 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vacation in August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering in the 
fall. 


Asked If he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says the "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 
antiwar demonstration* catches his Inter- 
est. 


"I think the over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate is a right — and 
it's a good right - It still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "we couldn't agree with 
thorn." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about the war and the long years 
of Imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
says the question of whether the war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprisomcnt, Alvarez 


Insists the "experience was good for me 
-I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation occasionally 


strays to topics such as coed dormitories 
and the dinner that night, the subject of 
the war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said. 


Bloob shortage being felt 
in NW suburban communities 


The blood shortage that is seriously af- 


fecting the City of Chicago also is being 
felt In the Northwest suburbs, according 
to Joel Johnson, of the North Suburban 
Blood Center. 


The shortage In Chicago has already 


hurt several city hospitals, particularly 
those In the Inner city. Johnson said that 
while suburban hospitals aren't post- 
poning surgery yet because of the short- 
age, the effects arc being felt. 


"WE SEEM TO be holding our own 


now, but at the same time we're feeling 
the pinch loo," he said. 


Hurt Chotlncr, vice president for ad- 


ministration at the Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, said the hospital Is extend- 
ing its hours for blood donation to the 
evening for the duration of the shortage. 
Tho hospital will accept blood donations 
Tuesdays and Thursdays during the day 
and in the evening. 


Chotlncr sold anyone interested in do- 


nating blood to the hospital should con- 
tact the hospital's blood bank. 


The North Suburban Blood Center pro- 


vides blood for all of the north and 
Northwest suburban hospitals except for 
Skoklc Valley Community Hospital in 
Skoklc. The center has an inventory con- 
trol system which relays Information on 
which hospitals need blood. Johnson said 
that blood donations arc now coming in 
at a much slower rate than usual, rela- 
tive to the demand for blood. 


ACCORDING TO Marion Fujii, an ad- 


ministrative assistant at the center, the 
present shortage occurs every year 
around this time. 


"It's a traditional kind of shortage 


we're having. Every summer we go 
through the same thing, basically be* 
cause of the heat," she said. 


Mrs. Fuji! said that when the weather 


Is very hot donations fall off. "People 
just don't show up to give.

The request for an In- 
itial operating permit was mado by 
American Mcdlcorp Inc., a Pennsylva- 
nia-based national hospital chain.

planning the project. 


Tho plan Is "not really an aldcrmanle 


system," said Kcssoll. Tho assignments 
will make each of the six village trustees 
responsible for answering questions, re- 
laying information and bringing prob- 
lems to the village board for their as- 
signed area. But the assignments will not 
bo permanent. 


The assignments will rotate, with each 


trustee taking a new section every six 
months, Kcsscll said. 


"ROTATING GIVES every trustee a 


good Idea what's happening In all parts 
of the village," said Kcsscll, adding, the 
changed assignments will "broaden the 
trustee as an Individual."

AMI plans to build their 
facility near the Intersection of Barring- 
ton and Hlgglns reads. 


AMI officials hove promised that the

for operation by mid-1075. The RPSL 
hospital will be open by early 1976.

Part-time police play major law enforcement role 
13 years later, reserve force strong 


by DIANE STEFANOS 


A reserve part-lime police force laid 


the foundation for Schaumburg's present 
police department 13 years ago. Today- 
the reserve force stilt plays a major part 
in the town's law enforcement and pro- 
tection. 


In 1960 when Schaumburg was an 8% 


square mile village of 800 persons, It was 
protected by a reserve force of 22 men, 
one full-time officer, and a' single patrol 
car. 


In 1973 with 25 square miles inhabited 


by 32,000 people, Schaumburg has devel- 
oped a 39-man full-time police force, 12 
squad cars, and a still prevailing 15-man 
reserve force. 


"When I came here in 1960 to create a 


new police department with a limited 
amount of money, I had to develop an 
adequate law enforcement power for the 
lowest possible cost," said Chief Martin 
Conroy of the Schaumburg Police De- 
partment. 


AS A RESULT, 22 volunteers from all 


walks of life and occupations were 
trained and instated as part-time, unpaid 
police officers. The reserve volunteers 
were given only uniforms and Insurance 
coverage the first year they were in ser- 
vice. 


Now that Schaumburg has a strong 


full-time police force, reserves work 
part-time at least eight hours a week for 


a starting salary of two dollars an hour. 
Because most reserves have full-time 
jobs, they work from 5 p.m. to midnight 
on weekdays, and anytime during the 
weekends or holidays. 


R e s e r v e applicants, selected only 


from the Schaumburg Township area, 
are screened for their temperament, atti- 
tude toward the public and job, person- 
ality, courtesy and honesty. Although 
women ore eligible for a reserve posi-' 
tion, none have ever applied. 


Reserves, who must be between the 


ages of 21 and 45, experience a three- 
month probationary period of a police 
training program. Under the instruction 
of regular police officers, reserve appli- 


cants take evening courses at the 
Schaumburg police station where they 
acquire basic knowledge of routine as- 
signments, offenses, and self defense. 


THEY ARE ALSO instructed on shoot- 


ing ranges of when and how to use stan- 
dard weapons. After having qualified 
with a weapon, the reserve will accom- 
pany regular officers on duty for the re- 
mainder of the three-month period. Re- 
serve officers continue their learning pro 
cess when they begin their regular part- 
time duties after they are sworn in. 


Although the training process Is sim- 


ilar for both, the process by which a re- 
serve Is appointed and sworn in differs

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Local agencies manage flood-control programs 


EDITORS NOTED: This Is the third In

Public Law 566, passed by Congress in 


1954, is the key to the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Flood control program, a plan 
to reduce flooding by up to 90 per cent on 
the Salt Creek. 


PL 568 establishes a permanent federal 


program of technical and financial assis- 
tance to control flooding in a local area. 
Originally, the law was aimed at provid- 
ing help to rural farm areas, but it has 
been expanded to urban areas. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said the law does not provide'for 
a federal program of local flood control. 
"It is a local program using federal mon- 
ey," he said. 


THE LOCAL agencies must assume 


the responsibility for initiating, carrying 
out and sharing the costs of the proposed 
flood control plan. 


Under the law, local agencies, realiz- 


ing a flood problem exists, seek federal 
help in devising flood-control programs. 
The federal government provides techni- 
cal assistance to draw up a plan. Costs 
and responsibilities for the project are 
divided among the federal government 
and the state and local sponsors of the 
project. A formal agreement is then 
signed by all of the sponsoring agencies

Longest-held Viet POW 'no celebrity9

the small Mexican woman hesitantly 


approached Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvarez, 
Jr., and thrust a scrap of paper at him. 


"Could I have your autograph?" 
Alvarez took the paper, scribbled his 


name and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm the 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," ho said. 


Alvarez was the second American pilot 


captured In North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for 8ft years, ho has gained world- 
wide attention as the American held 
longest In captivity. 


THE 3J-YEAU-OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alcxlon Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at the 
hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed In a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as 111 
at case as the people streaming through 
to meet him. The former prisoner still Is 
surprised at the greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect it — we had no idea 


that the POW issue was as big as it was. 
It was really gratifying," he said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted the hospital 


employes filing through the line. Occa- 
sionally he laughed at a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


A FEW FEET away, the hospital pub- 


lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through the reception line. 


"Don't lot him make you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question in 
Spanish and he answers her in the same 
l a n g u a g e , speaking the language 
fluently. 


In the phases between visitors, Alvnrcv 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vocation In August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering In the 
fall. 


Asked If he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says the "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 


antiwar demonstrations catches his Inter- 
est. 


"I think the over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate is a right — and 
it's a good right - it still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "wo couldn't agree with 
them." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about the war and the long years 
of imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
says the question of whether the war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprlsoment, Alvarez 


insists the "experience was good for me 
— I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation occasionally 


strays to topics such as coed dormitories 
and the dinner that night, the subject of 
the war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said. 


involved. Finally, Congress must author- 
ize the U. S. Soil Conservation Service, 
through which any federal money would 
be administered, to spend part of its 
budget on the flood control program. 


According to Hamilton, more than 


3,000 applications from across the coun- 
try have been submitted for participation 
In the plan. Most of the applications have 
come from the western plains states, ex- 
pecially Oklahoma. Illinois and other 
states east of the Mississippi River have 
only recently begun utilizing the plan. 


THE SALT CREEK is one of the appli- 


cations under PL 566. Total cost of the 
nine-year project is extimated at $26.5 
million. The federal government's share 
Is about $11.8 million, and local and state 
sponsors should contribute $14.7 million. 


Under the Salt Creek plan, six flood 


control structures will be built and some 
limited channel work will be done. The 
basic philosophy of the plan, according to 
Hamilton, Is to "hold the water close to 
where It falls, rather than to try and 
catch It after It gets away." 


Hamilton called the plan a refinement 


of the Army Corps of Engineers program 
of building one major dam on a water- 
way to protect a limited area. Instead, a 
lot of little dams are built, providing pro- 
tection for the entire watershed. 


Coupled with the water retention plan 


Is a program of soil and water con- 
servation for the area to prolong the life 
of the controls. Without the conservation 
measures, the retention basins should 
soon become clogged with silt. 


Another benefit of the plan Is the de- 


velopment of recreational sites around 
the retention basin, especially the large 
Busse Woods structure. 


HAMILTON SAID the proposed plan is 


In opposition to the use of channel work. 
Flooding, simply stated, is a problem of 
too much water in one place at one time. 


, Channel work (widening and deepening 


the creek) seeks to increase the creek's 
ability to carry water. 


Hamilton is totally opposed to channel 


work, calling it aesthitically and ecologi- 


cally unsound and "morally wrong." 


He said channel work ruins the creek, 


causes erosion and does not solve any 
flooding problem. It just pushes the prob- 
lem farther downstream. 


According to the study made on pos- 


sible flood controls for the Salt Creek, if 
just channel work was done the creek 
would have to be widened to a minimum 
of 100 feet to provide the flood control the 
present proposals would. 


A limited amount of channel work is 


planned upstream from Busse Woods in 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


ACCORDING TO Hamilton, flooding is 


a problem throughout the length of Salt 
Creek — the only solution is one that ap- 
plies for all the creek. 


He said the watershed Is a unit, "We 


can't go off on our own (to develop flood 
control), we have to work together." 


The watershed agreement is a "way of 


life," according to Hamilton. He said 
that once all parties sign the agreement, 
nothing can be changed without the mu- 
tual consent of all partners. 


Hamilton said he was disturbed at the 


way flooding became a political issue in 
recent elections. He said politicians 
would propose a piece meal solution that 
would jeopardize the entire project. "Of- 
ficials who don't understand the program 
and go off on a tangent can destroy the 
whole program," he said. 


THE PROPOSAL for the Salt Creek 


flood control program started In the mid- 
1960's when a steering committee was 
formed consisting of the local U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service office, Cook and 
DuPage county forest preserve districts, 
the Northeast Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion and the city of Elmhurst. An appli- 
cation was made in 1965 to the SCS in 
Washington, D.C., for a watershed study. 


A preliminary study was made and the 


project was considered unfeasible. Ham- 
ilton said the SCS personnel were used to 
study flooding problems in rural, agrictil-' 
tural areas. He said they did not have 
the right standards to make a study of 
an urban area. 


Medical staff selection 
for new hospital 'soon' 


The development of a medical staff for 


the Schaumburg branch of Rush-Presby- 
terlan-St. Luke's Medical Center will be- 
gin in the near future, according to 
RPSL officials. - 


Plans for establishing the hospital's 


staff will be coordinated by Dr. Robert 
E. Reynolds. He was named earlier this 
week as director of medical services for 
the facility, which plans to open in early 
1976. 


Reynolds will also play a key role In 


the design and construction phases of the 
hospital, said Henry J. Buhrmann, ad- 
ministrator of the facility. 


Dr. Reynolds will also be charged with 


introducing local physicians to the medi- 
cal center's plans, Buhrmann added. 


RPSL will build a IBO-bed hospital on a 


20-acre site on Schaumburg Road just 
west of Roselle Road. The state has 
already granted an initial operating per- 
mit for the facility. 


BUHRMANN ALSO announced plans 


for an open house at the medical center's 
administrative office, 16 E. Schaumburg 
Rd., Schaumburg on July 18. 


The event will be hosted by the newly- 


formed Service League of RPSL-North. 
Both Buhrmann and Dr. Reynolds will 
attend the session and will discuss the 
hospital's development plans. 


"We are pleased that Dr. Reynolds has 


joined our staff as director of medical 
affairs," Buhrmann said. 


Before joining RPSL, Reynolds was as- 


sociated with the Medical College of 
Georgia. He has also served as associate 
chief and medical director of the Chronic 
Disease Hospital in Baltimore and as an 


associate professor of medicine at the 
Johns Hopkins School of Medicine. 


He is a member of a number of medi- 


cal associations and is a consultant to 
the Pan American Health Organization.

No 
sponsor could be found in DuPage Coun- 
ty, so the study only concerned the Up- 
per Salt Creek — the part In Cook Coun- 
ty. The first draft of the work plan took 
more than a year to complete and then 
the federal SCS office took six months to 
review the work plan. 


Finally, in January, 1972, the final 


draft of the work plan was ready. The 
plan then plunged into a sea of red tape 
and politics from which it is only now 
emerging.

cut off direct conversation with elected 
officials, said Kessell, using the SUP in- 
termediary "would be the preferable 
way." 


Some questions, complaints or subjects 


of discussion "may be something a whole 
block might be interested in," said Kes- 
sell. If that Is the case, the SUP area 
chairman then can arrange for a group 
meeting, perhaps as a coffee session or 
back yard gathering. 


THE TRUSTEE will be able to report 


to the entire group at these meetings, 
rather than just to an individual, said 
Kessell. 


The project will fulfill a SUP campaign 


promise to improve communications be- 
tween village officials and residents, said 
Kessell. 


"Much to everybody's surprise and 


chagrin, the bulk of people are not really 
interested in politics until it affects them 
personally," he said. This project may 
encourage greater Interest and participa- 
tion in government by the general pub- 
lic, he said. 


Kessell said trustees are elected at 


large to represent the community as a 
whole. Under the rotation system, 
trustees should become more thoroughly 
acquainted with the village as a whole.

No firm plans settled on Tower development 


Plans for Tower Construction Co.'s 


proposed Dodo Road development still 
arc unresolved, but Hoffman Estates of- 
ficials aro meeting regularly with the 
builders, Richard Regan, chairman of 
tho village's plan commission said. 


The high concentration of three-bed- 


room units In Tower's proposed apart- 
ment and townhousc condominium devel- 
opment just west of tho firm's Interlude 
Apartments will not produce over- 
crowding in Hoover School, Regan 
added. 


Children from Schaumburg's Sheffield 


Park and Sheffield Manor development 
will attend Hoover when it opens this 
winter, and there has been some concern 
about possible overcrowding due to tho 
nearby Tower development. 


MOKE THAN half (213) of tho pro- 


posed 333 units will be three-bedroom 
ones, and school district officials have 
estimated the development will generate 
200 elementary school ago children. 


However, Regan sold, and the Herald 


reported In May, a school site to serve 
tho children from Tower's development 
will bo donated by Irving Rootbcrg of 
Admiral Builders. 


Rootbcrg, who sold the 33 acre site to 


Tower, promised to donate land for pub- 
lic use at the time he originally received 
multiple family zoning for tho land. Ho 
still retains 43 acres further west along 
Bodo Road, and the school site will bo 
located on these remaining acres. 


Regan said Rootbcrg would formally 


donate tho school site when he asks tho 


village for zoning on the 43 acres. Root- 
berg has said he expects to ask for zon- 
ing In the near future. 


A SCHOOL site also has been promised 


by Hoffmnn-Rosncr Corp., builder of the 
still undeveloped Colony Lake complex. 
Tho land is north of Helen Keller Junior 
High School, 820 W. Bode Rd. However, 
until tho land Is developed or a road cut 
through the area, the school site is unus- 
able. 


Planning sessions to work out the lay- 


out of the Tower development, particu- 
larly street widths and set backs, should 
lost several more weeks, Regan said. 


Tower was asked last May to modify its 
development plan because Regan said 
"we decided the plan didn't meet the re- 
quirements of the ordinance." 


Most likely the firm will "come In with 


a plan and seek whatever zoning Is nec- 
essary for adoption of that plan," Regan 
added. 


The zoning will probably be a modi- 


fication of R-4, the present zoning on the 
land, and will require the majority of the 
streets to be dedicated to the village, 
buildings to be set back further from the 
streets and open space dedicated to the 
village, he said. 


THE NUMBER of three-bedroom units 


will probably stay the same as originally 
proposed, although Regan said "I can't 
say for sure." 


The R-4 zoning ordinance In Hoffman 


Estates says nothing about the per- 
centage of three-bedroom units allowed 
in a development. Schaumburg's planned 
unit development ordinance limits the 
number of three bedroom units to 15 per 
cent of the total units in the devel- 
opment. 


Advised of concern over the high three 


bedroom count, Regan said: "If people 
are concerned they should check the re- 


cord. They will see we have always fol- 
lowed the school district's guidelines for 
developer's donations to the schools." 


The guidelines are a formula of cash 


and/or land which the district asked 
builders to donate to help with the cost of 
schooling a development's children. 
Schaumburg has in recent months aban- 
doned the policy of helping the schools 
obtain this donation. 


At present, School Board President 


Donnie Rudd has been meeting with 
Schaumburg officials to come up with 
new guidelines acceptable to the village 
and the district

Pagnl's body was estimated to 
have floated for 48-hours. An autopsy 
showed drowning to bo the cause of his 
death. 


Schwartz theorized Pagnl had been 


"high" on drugs at the time of his death. 
He was last seen alive Sunday afternoon 
by forest rangers on the hill where police 
located his belongings. 


According to Schwartz, Pagnl had been 


known to use such narcotics as heroin, 
cocaine, and "downers." 


Pngni was sitting on the hill when 


rangers spotted him, said Eugene Gal- 
lagher, superintendent of the DCS Plalnes 
District of Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves. 


A FORMER GIRLFRIEND of Pagni's 


told investigators she had a telephone 
conversation with him Sunday afternoon.

"SOME POLICE departments with re- 


serves don't give them the same kind of 
duties or uniforms as regular officers. 
We don't discriminate. Reserves have 
ths same duties and uniforms as regu- 
lars, and the public doesn't know the dif- 
ference," Conroy said. 


Often times animosity between regular 


and reserve officers in police depart- 
ments arises because reserves have the 
same duties as a regular, but have not 
undergone the same extensive prepara- 
tion. 


"I know that feeling sometimes exists 


in police departments. We have a differ- 
ent case because the reserves were here 
before the regulars were," Conroy said. 


"It's all a matter of proper training 


and education of regular officers. It's 
never been a serious problem here," he 
added. 


Chief Conroy thinks the men who serve 


as reserve officers would have liked to 
have been police officers but never got 
the chance. 


"No two days in this business are alike 


so it's never boring. If I had it to do over 
again, I probably would have been a full- 
time cop," said Harry Petke of Hoffman 
Estates who has been a reserve for the 
entire 13 years of the program's exis- 
tence. Although he is a freight traffic 
manager hi Chicago, he has never found 
his job and his work as a reserve con- 
flicting in any way. 


"WE DO STRESS the idea that the re- 


serve reflects the image of the entire po- 
lice department

classes," said Sgt. Ken Mazikowski, di- 
rector of the reserve program. 


As one of the original reserve officers 


hi the program, Fred Scholler admitted 
that 90 per cent of a reserve's job Is just 
helping people.

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Residents may 
have to buy 
own plastic bags

Mount Prospect homeowners will have 


to switch to plastic bags for garbage col- 
lection and buy the bags themselves If 
village officials select the least costly 
garbage service contract. 


This alternative appeared the likely 


one after the opening of garbage service 
bids this week. The bids came In fewer 
and higher than anticipated by village of- 
ficials. 


Only two firms bid — the Harrington 


Division of Browning-Ferris Industries, 
which currently serves the village, and 
Glen Golf Disposal Inc., of Bcrwyn. The 
Glen Golf bid was "very high," accord- 
ing to Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy. 


But oven if the lowest Harrington bid 


becomes the basis of a new five-year ser- 
vice contract, the annual cost to the vil- 
lage for garbage service will rise 60.7 
per cent. 


EACH FIRM was to bid on three al- 


ternatives, In each case for unlimited 
pickup onco a week at the curbsidc. The 
alternatives were to continue the current 
uso of cans, lo switch to plastic bags only 
or to switch to plastic bags only with the 
garbage firm supplying the bags. 


Currently, the village pays Harrington 


$1.84 per month per house or apartment 
for pickup. This allows cons to bo used 
by residents. To continue this same ser- 
vice, Harrington's bid was $3.18 a month, 
whilo Glen Golf's was $3.55.

Harrington's bid was $2.96 a month, 
which would allow delivery of bags. 


Trustee Kenneth V. Scholten, finance 


committee chairman, said he doubts the 
village will rondvcrtisc.

"There aren't 
enough firms around big enough to 
handle a community of our size." 


His committee will discuss the bids 


Monday night and the village board may 
act Tuesday. The current three-month 
contract extension with Barrlngton ex- 
pires at the end of the month.

Longest-held Viet POW 'no celebrity9

The small Mexican woman hesitantly 


approached Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvarez, 
Jr., and thrust a scrap of paper at him. 


"Could I have your autograph?" 
Alvarez.took the paper, scribbled his 


name and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm tho 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," he said. 


Alvarez was the second American pilot 


captured in North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for 8% years, he has gained world- 
wide attention as the American held 
longest in captivity. 


THE 35-YEAR-OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at the 


hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed in a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as ill 
at ease as the people streaming through 
to meet him. The former prisoner still is 
surprised at the greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect it — we had no idea 


that the POW issue was as big as it was. 
It was really gratifying," he said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted the hospital 


employes filing through the line. Occa- 
sionally he laughed at a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


• A FEW FEET away, the hospital pub- 
lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through the reception line. 


"Don't let him make you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question In 


Spanish and he answers her In the same 
l a n g u a g e , speaking the language 
fluently. 


In the phases between visitors, Alvarev 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vacation in August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering in the 
fall. 


Asked If he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says the "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 
antiwar demonstrations catches his inter- 
est. 


"I think the over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate is a right — and 
it's a good right — it still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "we couldn't agree with 
them." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about the war and the long years 
of imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
says the question of whether the war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprisoment, Alvarez 


insists the "experience was good for me 
- I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation 
occasionally 


strays to topics such as coed dormitories 
and the dinner that night, the subject of 
the war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said.

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School district 
to buy computer 


High School Dist. 214 will continue to 


use Uio computer service provided by the 
N o r t h w e s t Educational Cooperative 
(NEC) data processing co-op, but will 
also buy computer service from a pri- 
vate service bureau. 


The Dlst 214 board Monday approved 


the budget for the data processing coop- 
erative which calb for an expenditure of 
J2G7.631 for 1973-74. In addition, Supt. Ed- 
ward Gilbert said the district expects to 
spend an additional $16,000 with another 
computer service to hook up computer 
terminals in classrooms for Instructional 
IUC. 


By using the second service, Gilbert 


said, the district will cut Its shore of the 
cost of the NEC cooperative by $36,546, 
the amount that the classroom hook-up 
would have cost with NEC. 


BOARD MEMBERS expressed dls- 


pleasure with the operation of the NEC 
co-op to NEC Business Mgr. Jeff Inkley 
before approving the budget. The data 
processing co-op has como under In- 
creasing fire from Dist. 214 and the sev- 
en other member school districts for not 
providing adequate service. 


At a meeting last month, the Dlst. 214 


Board heard reports from former em- 
ployes of the co-op who said the organi- 
zation was run with a "country club at- 
mosphoro." 


Board Prcs. Gene Artemenko said the 


district has received preliminary Infor- 
mation that It may be able to buy sub- 
stantially the same computer service as 
Is now offered by NEC for much less 
cost. Ho said he was concerned that the 
district Is committed to the cooperative 
for another full year. 


NEC Is now undertaking a study of tho 


computer system and alternatives to It 
which Is scheduled for completion Dec. 
31. A new director of the co-op, Roy Scd- 
ral. took over tho operation last month. 


Board member Jock Costello, a per- 


sistant critic of the co-op, said he too Is 
upset that the district Is committed for 
next year, but added, "I wouldn't want 
to be a party to withdrawing from this 
thing without substantial warning to the 
other districts." 


COSTELLO ALSO pointed out that 


Dlst. 214 hod to use Its own equipment to 
do student scheduling for four schools 
last spring because the co-op could not 
do them. 


Costello added that he was unhappy 


that Sedral had not accompanied Inkley 
to tho board meeting, saying, "I'd like to 
meet the miracle worker, I'm sure he's a 
qualified man but It's going to take a 
magaclan to ball this thing out as far as 
I'm concerned." 


Ho also said that once the NEC study 


is completed In December, "if that study 
says tho co-op Is tho way to go but we 
don't have any evidence In hand that it 
will work, wo would bo remiss to go 
ahead."

data processing operation. Inkley said he 
served as acting director of the co-op be- 
fore Sedral took over and "Mr. Sedral 
is now doing things that I thought I 
should have been doing but was afraid to 
because I didn't have the expertise in 
data processing." 


Tho board also approved budgets for 


six other NEC programs, Including spe- 
cial education. Tho Dlst. 214 share of tho

floating Tuesday In Beck Lake was a 
known drug user and may have been 
supporting a habit In excess of $150 per 
day, according to Cook County Sheriff's 
Police investigator Warren Schwartz. 


The identity of the man, Mark Pagni, 


22, of 1140 Webster Ln., was confirmed 
yesterday after fingerprints taken from 
the body matched up with prints on Pag- 
nl's police file. 


PAGNI'S BODY was found near the 


lake's southeastern tip by a fisherman 
who a l e r t e d Cook County Forest 
Hangers. 


Police had tentatively identified Pagnl 


Tuesday after a series of personal arti- 
cles, Including a wallet with his Identi- 
fication, were found on a hill about 170 
feet from where tho body was dis- 
covered. 


Police said one of Pagni's brothers 


was unablo to make a positive identi- 
fication yesterday at the Cook County 
Morgue. Pagni's body was estimated to 
havo floated for 48-hours. An autopsy 
showed drowning to bo the cause of his 
death. 


Schwartz theorized Pagnl had been 


"high" on drugs at tho time of his death. 
He was last seen alive Sunday afternoon 
by forest rangers on tho hill where police 
located his belongings. 


According to Schwartz, Pagnl had been 


known to use such narcotics as heroin, 
cocaine, and "downers." 


Pagnl was sitting on the hill when 


rangers spotted him, said Eugene Gal- 
lagher, superintendent of the Des Plalnes 
District of Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves. 


A FORMER GIRLFRIEND of Pagni's 


told Investigators she had a telephone 
conversation with him Sunday afternoon. 
Tho girl said Pagnl was "high" at the 
time, according to Schwartz. 


Other friends told police Pagnl had 


been In similar state Friday night. 


Foul play In tho death has all but been 


ruled out, said Schwartz unless a coro- 
ner's inquest slated to be held in six to 
eight weeks "turns up something new." 


Pagnl had been arrested last August 


by Metropolitan Enforcement Group 
(MEG) agents and charged with posses- 
sion of hypodermic needles. The MEG 
charges were later dropped but ho was 
given six months probation on charges 
he struck a Hoffman Estates police offi- 
cer who was assisting the MEG agents. 


Funeral services for Pagnl will be held 


at 8 p.m. today at Oehler Funeral Home, 
Leo and Perry streets.

Leaf-burning 
ban likely to 
continue here 


Leaf burning In Arlington Heights will 


probably continue to be banned, although 
it may soon be legal in Illinois. 


"Wo banned leaf burning before the 


state did and for the same reasons," said 
Arlington Heights Village Prcs. Jack 
Walsh. The prohibition of leaf burning 
was considered ecologically desirable, he 
explained. 


A c c o r d i n g to legislation recently 


passed by tho Illinois General Assembly 
in iU recently completed session, Arling- 
ton Heights and other Individual munici- 
palities would have authority to regulate 
leaf burning.

Alvarez took the paper, scribbled his 


name and turned to a group of women 
waiting nervously to greet him. 


"I don't feel like a celebrity. I'm the 


same as I was before I went to Viet- 
nam," ho said. 


Alvarez was the second American pilot 


captured In North Vietnam. A prisoner of 
war for 8V4 years, he has gained world- 
wide attention as the American held 
longest In captivity. 


TUB 35-YEAR-OLD Navy pilot greeted 


hospital employes at Alexinn Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village yes- 
terday afternoon before speaking at the 
hospital's third annual benefit dinner. 


Dressed in a blue sport coat and check- 


ered slacks, Alvarez seemed almost as 111 
at case as the people streaming through 
to meet him. The former prisoner still is 
surprised at the greeting accorded re- 
turning POWs. 


"I didn't expect It — we had no Idea 


that the POW issue was as big as It was. 
It was really gratifying," he said. 


Alvarez stoically greeted the hospital 


employes filing through the line. Occa- 
sionally he laughed at a question but 
spent most of his time uneasily shaking 
hands and exchanging pleasantries. 


A FEW FEET away, the hospital pub- 


lic relations officer urged employes to go 
through the reception line. 


"Don't let him make you nervous," she 


tells a hospital lab technician. A woman 
standing near asks him a question in 


Spanish and he answers her in the same 
l a n g u a g e , speaking the language > 
fluently. 


In the phases between visitors, Alvarev 


talks of his plans in the future — 
a month's vacation in August and a try at 
a Master's degree in engineering in the 
fall. 


Asked If-he still wants to be a pilot, 


Alvarez says the "desire's still there." 


WHILE he answers most questions with 


short sentences, a question about student 
antiwar demonstrations catches his inter- 
est. 


"I think the over-all effect of demon- 


strations did prolong the war. The dem- 
onstrators had a right to express their 
feelings," he said. "Even though the 
freedom to demonstrate Is a right — and 
It's a good right - it still hurt us." 


Alvarez added that prisoners could 


"sympathize" with antiwar demonstra- 
tors although "we couldn't agree with 
them." 


IF THE FORMER POW has any bit- 


terness about the war and the long years 
of imprisonment, he doesn't show it. He 
says the question of whether the war was 
right or wrong "will be discussed for the 
next 100 years." 


"Even then we won't know which side 


was right," he said. 


Speaking of his imprisoment, Alvarez 


insists the "experience was good for me 
- I'm much better off for it." 


While the conversation occasionally 


strays to topics such as coed dormitories 
and the dinner that night, the subject of 
the war always pops up. 


"I really don't have much else to talk 


about, do I?" Alvarez said.

2 Stavros brothers get tax breaks on homes

Two brothers of former Wheeling 


Township 
Democratic 
Commltteoman 


James Stavros received tax breaks on 
their Prospect Heights homes through 
assessment reductions by the office of 
County Assessor P. J. Cullcrton. 


County records show that the land un- 


der homes owned by Ted Stavros, 10 N. 
Wlldwood Dr., and Ernest Stavros, 19 E. 
Stoncgatc Dr., is assessed at half the 
rate applied to their neighbors. 


A spokesman for Cullerton's office said 


the reductions were given because both 
owners complained of flood damage to 
their properties. He cited similar assess- 
ment reductions given to a number of 
properties In County Gardens subdivi- 
sion, where the Stavros homes arc lo- 
cated. 


BUT A CHECK of records on other lots 


in the subdivision shows that the two 
Stavros homes are the only properties 
east of Sherwood Drive in County Gar- 
dens to receive tax assessment' reduc- 
tions. 


The assessor's office also said yester- 


day that no changes will be made in the 
assessments 
of 44 scattered lots in 


Wheeling's Strong Street area which also 
received tax breaks last year. 
^ • 


An inspection of the Strong Street affe 


this week indicated that the lots involved 
"were deserving of relief," the Cullerton 
spokesman said. 


"For the time being, we're going to 


stand by those values and Invite anyone 
else in the area to file a complaint (for 
assessment reduction)," he sold. 


Ownership of all but three of the 44 


Strong Street properties was traced to 
Douglas Cargill, former zoning board 


chairman for the Village of Wheeling or 
to the Wheeling Trust and Savings Bonk. 


Disclosure of both the Strong Street 


and Stavros tax breaks comes as part of 
a continuing Herald investigation of offi- 
cials and political figures in Wheeling, 
where James Stavros has held consid- 
erable power in village government. 


A FEDERAL GRAND jury also look- 


Ing into Wheeling politics is centering its 
efforts on reported shakedowns of devel- 
opers and businessmen in the village. 
The grand jury is expected to return in- 
dictments sometime this summer. 


The tax breaks on the two Prospect 


Heights homes apparently came lost fall 
between the preliminary and final deter- 
mination of Wheeling Township's qua- 
drennial reassessment.

Drowned man known drug user: police

A local man whose body was found 


floating Tuesday in Beck Lake was a 
known drug user and may have been 
supporting a habit In excess of $150 per 
day, according to Cook County Sheriff's 
Police investigator Warren Schwartz. 


Tho Identity of the man, Mark Pagnl, 


22, of 1140 Webster Ln., was confirmed 
yesterday after fingerprints taken from 
tho body matched up with prints on Pag- 
nl's police file. 


PAGNI'S BODY was found near the 


lake's southeastern tip by a fisherman 
who a l e r t e d Cook County Forest 
Rangers. 


Police had tentatively identified Pagnl 


Tuesday after a series of personal arti- 
cles, Including a wallet with his identi- 
fication, were found on a hill about 170 
feet from where the body was dis- 
covered. 


Police sold one of Pagnl's brothers 


was unable to make a positive identi- 
fication yesterday at the Cook County 
Morguo. Pagni's body was estimated to 
have floated for 48-hours. An autopsy 
showed drowning to be the cause of his 
death. 


Schwartz theorized Pagnl had been 


"high" on drugs at the time of his death. 
He was last seen alive Sunday afternoon 
by forest rangers on the hill where police 
located his belongings. 


According to Schwartz, Pagnl had been 


known to use such narcotics as heroin, 
cocaine, and "downers." 


Pagnl was sitting on the hill when 


rangers spotted him, said Eugene Gal- 
lagher, superintendent of the Des Plalnes 
District of Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves. 


A FORMER GIRLFRIEND of Pagni's 


told Investigators she had a telephone 
conversation with him Sunday afternoon. 
The girl said Pagni was "high" at the 
time, according to Schwartz. 


Other friends told police Pagnl had 


been in similar state Friday night. 


Foul play in the death has all but been 


ruled out, said Schwartz unless a coro- 


ner's inquest slated to be held in six to 
eight weeks "turns UD something new." 


Pagni had been arrested last August 


by Metropolitan Enforcement Group 
(MEG) agents and charged with posses- 
sion of hypodermic needles. The MEG 
charges were later dropped but he was 
given six months probation on charges 
he struck a Hoffman Estates police offi- 
cer who was assisting the MEG agents. 


Funeral services for Pagnl will be held 


at 8 p.m. today at Ochler Funeral Home, 
Lee and Perry streets. 


Eerie glow? Is it black magic? 


Many people have felt they were enter- 


ing the twilight zone when they ap- 
proached the Arlington Heights Munici- 
pal Building at the corner of Arlington 
Heights Road and Slgwalt Street. 


But the eerie glow around the building 


these summer nights is not the result of 
any political black magic. Rather, the 
village's engineering department has in- 
stalled several sodium vapor street 
lights* as a test of what may become a 
new style of lighting in Arlington 
Heights. 


Village Engr. Allen Sander says the so- 


dium vapor lamps are the street lights of 
the future. They are about half as ex- 


pensive to operate as the traditional mer- 
cury vapor lights, and have a less glar- 
ing, more natural tone illumination, he 
said. 


SODIUM VAPOR lights are common In 


many areas, including Florida and Cana- 
da, Sander said, and recent improve- 
ments in their design have made it fea- 
sible to consider introducing them in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Areas where Sander said the new so- 


dium vapor lights might be installed in- 
cluded new subdivisions now under con- 
struction such as Cedarbrook, in Scars- 
dale where old street lights are sched- 
uled for replacement and along North- 
west Highway. 


ed at $975. Neighboring lots with 100-foot 
frontages and depths ranging from 200 to 
209 feet are all assessed at more than 
$1,800, county records show. 


For example, a neighbor at 14 N. Wild- 


wood, with a smaller 100-by-200 foot lot 
has his property assessed at $1,854. An- 
other neighbor at 12 N. Wildwood has a 
lCO-by-207 foot lot with an assessment of 
$1,875. 


The Ernest Stavros home, 19 E. Stone- 


gate, has a corner lot that measures 141 
feet by 180 feet with an assessment of 
$1,276, according to county records. As- 
sessments on neighboring lots, all of 
them smaller, range from $1,804 to 
$2,094. 


A nearby lot at 21 E. Stanegate, for 


example, measures 96-by-204 feet and is 
assessed at $1,804. Another neighbor, 
1011 Sherwood has a 115-by-lBO foot lot 
assessed at $2,060. 


A check of county tax records shows a 


number of Country Gardens lots west of 
Sherwood near MacDonald Creek re- 
ceived assessment reductions in the final 
quadrennial figures last fall. Most of the 
reductions apparently brought land as- 
sessments down from the $2,000-$1,900 
range to the $1,000-$900 range. 


THE ONLY SUCH reductions that 


could be found east of Sherwood came on 
the two Stavros properties. 


The assessor's office spokesman said 


all the reductions in the Country Gardens 
subdivision were the result of normal 
flood relief procedures. Homeowners who 
believe flooding has reduced the value of 
their properties can apply for such relief 
by calling 443-5306 or 443-8795, he said. 


No records of complaints on the 


Stavros homes or any subsequent field 
inspections are available at the asses- 
sor's office. Such records, which are oth- 
erwise normally required, were not kept 
during the quadrennial last year because 
of the rush of complaints before final 
quadrennial figures were published, the 
spokesman said. 


In the Strong Street area, tax breaks 


were given in checkerboard fashion to 44 
lots between 6th Street and Wheeling 
Road north and south of Strong Street. 
The 44 were assessed at $6 a front foot 


while 83 similar lots on the same streets 
were assessed at $12 a front foot. 


A SIMILAR checkerboard pattern was 


followed last year when Wheeling re- 
zoned 47 lots in the area. In an unsuc- 
cessful homeowner suit challenging that 
rezoning, it was revealed Cargill is the 
owner of the rezoned lots, many of vhich 
also received tax reductions. 


The assessor's office has said the 


Strong Street lots got assessment reduc- 
tions because the owners complained of 
flooding, although no records of such 
complaints are available. 


However, an official of Wheeling Trust 


and Savings, which holds the Cargill lots 
in four secret trusts, said the assessment 
reductions were sought because of the 
lack of public utilities such as sewer and 
water in the area. 


The official, Robert Moore, said he did 


not know who at the bank contacted Cul- 
lerton's office last fall to request the re- 
ductions on the Cargill trust lots.

Library to continue 'reciprocal9 plan 


Arlington Heights Library board mem- 


bers decided Tuesday night to continue 
tho North Suburban Library System's re- 
ciprocal borrowing program and reeval- 
uate Its continuance in the fall. 


The library had considered dropping 


out of the reciprocal borrowing program 
because of a recent reduction in reim- 
bursement fees by the system. 


The program allows cardholders from 


31 libraries In the system to use any oth- 
er library in Chicago and north suburban 
areas. 


"There's not too much of d crisis right 


now," said Mrs. Lois Davidheiser, li- 
brary board member and representative 


to the library system. "We have to give 
it more consideration because patrons 
benefit from this." 


THE SYSTEM HAS been paying par- 


ticipating libraries a 50 cents imbalance 
fee for each item that is borrowed by a 
nonresident card holder. Because of 
budgetary problems, the system has low- 
ered the fee to 40 cents. 


"The 
reduction is not significant' 


enough," said Mrs. Davidheiser. How- 
ever, reciprocal borrowing Is expected to 
Increase in the fall when students return 
to school. The reduction at the time may 
cause a book drain, she said. 


The board plans to conduct surveys of 


how many nonresidents borrow materials 
from Arlington Heights library, what 
percentage of the circulation is due to 
reciprocal borrowing and how many non- 
residents use space in the library. 


"We have to survey people space," she 


said. "Not only do they come in to check 
things out, but they come and stay." 


The situation may be alleviated by a 


bill in the Illinois State legislature which 
provides for additional funds for librar- 
ies. Board members- are waiting for a 
decision on the bill that will appropriate 
$2.8 million, some of which will go to li- 
brary systems. 
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Local agencies manage flood-control programs

Public Low 566, passed by Congress in 


1034, Is the key to the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Flood control program, a plan 
to reduce flooding by up to 00 per cent on 
the Salt Creek. 


PL 568 establishes a permanent federal 


program of technical and financial assis- 
tance to control flooding In n local area. 
Originally, the law was aimed at provid- 
ing help to rural farm areas, but it has 
been expanded to urban areas. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said the law docs not provide for 
a federal program of local flood control. 
"It Is a local program using federal mon- 
ey." he said. 


THE LOCAL agencies must assume 


the responsibility for Initiating, carrying 
out and sharing the costs of the proposed 


flood control plan. 


Under the law, local agencies, realiz- 


ing a flood problem exists, seek federal 
help In devising flood-control programs. 
The federal government provides techni- 
cal assistance to draw up a plan. Costs 
and responsibilities for the project are 
divided among the federal government 
and the state and local sponsors of the 
project. A formal agreement is then 
signed by all of, the sponsoring agencies 
Involved. Finally, Congress must author- 
ize the U. S. Soil Conservation Service, 
through which any federal money would 
be administered, to spend part of its 
budget on the flood control program. 


According to Hamilton, more than 


3,000 applications from across the coun- 
try have been submitted for participation 
In the plan. Most of the applications have 
como from the western plains states, ex- 
poclnlly Oklahoma. Illinois and other 
states east of the Mississippi River have 
only recently begun utilizing the plan. 


THE SALT CREEK is one of the appli- 


cations under PL 566. Total cost of the 
nine-year project is extimated at $26.5 


million. The federal government's share 
is about $11.8 million, and local and state 
sponsors should contribute $14.7 million. 


Under the Salt Creek plan, six flood 


control structures will be built and some 
limited channel work will be done. The 
basic philosophy of the plan, according to 
Hamilton, is to "hold the water close to 
where it falls, rather than to try and 
catch it after it gets away." 


Hamilton called the plan a refinement 


of the Army Corps of Engineers program 
of building one major dam on a water- 
way to protect a limited area. Instead, a 
lot of little dams are built, providing pro- 
tection for the entire watershed. 


Coupled with the water retention plan 


is a program of soil and water con- 
servation for the area to prolong the life 
of the controls. Without the conservation 
measures, the retention basins should 
soon become clogged with silt. 


Another benefit of the plan is the de- 


velopment of recreational sites around 
the retention basin, especially the large 
Busse Woods structure. 


HAMILTON SAID the proposed plan is 


In opposition to the use of channel work. 
Flooding, simply stated, is a problem of 
too much water in one place at one time. 
Channel work (widening and deepening 
the creek) seeks to increase the creek's 
ability to carry water. 


Hamilton is totally opposed to channel 


work, calling it aesthitically and ecologi- 
cally unsound and "morally wrong." 


He said channel work ruins the creek, 


causes erosion and does not solve any 
flooding problem. It just pushes the prob- 
lem farther downstream. 


According to the study made on pos- 


sible flood controls for the Salt Creek, if 
just channel work was done the creek 
would have to be widened to a minimum 
of 100 feet to provide the flood control the 
present proposals would. 


A limited amount of channel work is 


planned upstream from Busse Woods In 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


ACCORDING TO Hamilton, flooding Is 


a problem throughout the length of Salt 
Creek — the only solution is one that ap- 
plies for all the creek. 


He said the watershed is a unit, "We

could make a lot of money," sold Burg. 


The stand Is not spectacular, In fact It 


could use a coat of paint or two. The 
location is good. fits. 22 and 82 arc well 
traveled and the stoplights help business. 
Tho crossroads Is somewhat of a com- 
mercial center in that port of rural Lako 
County. New player pianos arc sold 
across the highway and the rlnky-tlnk 
music provides a strange counterpoint to 
the thundering trucks. 


Burg In jeans and tee-shirt stood 


proudly at case among his wares and 
talked of what brought him there. 


"I wanted to go Into radio so I went to 


school and got a Job in Ohio. I was starv- 
ing out there so I came back to Chicago 
and got a Job in a loan company. It was 
Just supposed to be a filler, but you know 
how It Is." 


BURG'S SUPERVISOR left the loan 


company to work for the Bank of Ravens 
wood, Chicago. Soon Burg got a call to 
Join tho bank, too. 


Ills climb at the bonk was swift, from 


loan officer to assistant cashier to assist- 
ant vlco president In three years. 


"When I left, I oversaw about $13 mil- 


lion in Installment loans. I had three men 
and six women working under me. I 
gave it a lot of thought and I started 
hero on June 15.1 love It." 


He loft the world of business suits and 


offices for jeans and an open-air stand. 


"Thoro wcro so many reasons for my 


decision. There was a lot of pressure and 
responsibility at the bank. I was meeting 
so many people all tho time. I was get- 
ting tired of the hassles that go along 
with a bank, it was getting me down. I 
felt I was losing something of myself. 
Deep down Inside, everybody wants a 
business or something for himself. I saw 
this as my golden opportunity." 


THE REACTION from fellow employes 


was mixed, Burg said. 


"Some people thought I was crazy for 


leaving tho security of the bank. Tho 
younger ones, though, said they thought 
It was fantastic. But even the ones who 
thought I was crazy sold they admired 
my courage for trying It." 


Ills family was not ecstatic at first, he 


admits, but they have come around. 


"They wcro proud of mo and my Job at 


tho bank. I was making good. But now 


they come out here and work right along. 
I've got seven brothers and sisters and 
they've all been here or the stand In 
Wheeling. Last Sunday Mom was out 
here all afternoon." 


His move was one for Independence, 


but once he made it he found it meant 
dependence upon one's self. 


"You have to sejf disciplined out here. 


At the bonk you knew when you had to 
be there and what you had to do and 
when you went home. Out here, if I don't 
tell myself, there's no one else. There's a 
tendency, I guess, to goof off once you 
get something you've really worked for. 
You get it, and then you let up. I have to 
do the pushing now." 


PART OF THE self regulation involves 


getting to market for the fruits and vege- 
tables. 


"We buy our stuff, we don't raise it. 


We get a lot from the South Water Mar- 
ket in the city. You havo to get up at 3 
a.m. three days a week to get the good 
stuff." 


Burg is now a small businessman in 


retail produce. He makes no pretensions 
about being a farmer. 


"We're honest with the customer that 


we're not farmers. Some people just as- 
sume the fruits and things are home- 
grown. If they ask, we tell them It comes 
from the market." 


Burg is not offended when people think 


he's a farmer. He Is upset, though, at the 
attitude they sometimes assume. 


"Some people come around here and 


act like you aren't around — saying 
things right In front of you and you're 
not supposed to hear. I've got a lot of 
prido in this and what I've done. Some- 
times I fcl like coming out front and tell- 
ing them I'm here and I hear what 
they're saying. Since I've been here, I've 
had a chance to do some reading. I'm 
into 'personal revolution.' That's doing 
exactly what you want to do and being 
happy with it." 


BURG HAS CHANGED more than his 


job and clothes since mid-June. 


"I appreciate people more now. You 


get cynical when you deal with as many 
people as I did for the bank. Just so 
many people all the time. Now I've got 
time to really talk with people. I don't 
mind taking the time to talk with the 
folks." 
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Burg plans to grow from the present 


operation of two stands. He has a goal of 
opening a retail and wholesale produce 
outlet in the Libertyville area. 


"I've got contacts from when I was at 


the bank. I could get a Small Business 
Administration loan to set up, but it's a 
big move. I'd like to be able to do it this 
year. Perhaps that's too optimistic. What 
I'm trying to do, want to do, is sell good 
produce at reasonable prices." 


The piano music drifted across the 


road. It's canned tinny joviality is lu- 
dicrous in the midst of cornfields. 


"One of the nicest things about this is 


the informal way you do business out 
here. Farmers come by and tell you 
what they've got. If you like the price, 
you buy. It's friendly and more personal. 
At the bank everything is so structured." 


Burg has not severed all contacts with 


his former fellow employes. Many of 
them make the drive from the city to his 
stand on a Sunday to chew the fat and 


pick up some produce. 


Nor has he lost complete contact with 


his former customers from the loan de- 
partment. 


"People will drive up and look at me. 


Then they realize I'm the guy who ar- 
ranged their car financing. They're start- 
led. 'Mr. Burg! What happened?' They 
think I hit the bottle or something. It all 
works out, though," he laughed. 


BURG JOKINGLY asked about the re- 


sale value of business suits, size 42. "I 
don't need them anymore." 


The homegrown vegetable season is

can't go off on our own (to develop flood 
control), we have to work together." 


The watershed agreement is a "way of 


life," according to Hamilton. He said 
that once all parties sign the agreement, 
nothing can be changed without the mu- 
tual consent of all partners. 


Hamilton said he was disturbed at the 


way flooding became a political issue in 
recent elections. He said politicians 
would propose a piece meal solution that 
would Jeopardize the entire project. "Of- 
ficials who don't understand the program 
and go off on a tangent can destroy the 
whole program," he said. 


THE PROPOSAL for the Salt Creek 


flood control program started in the mld- 
1960's when a steering committee was 
formed consisting of the local U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service office, Cook and 
DuPage county forest preserve districts, 
the Northeast Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion and the city of Elmhurst. An appli- 
cation was made in 1965 to the SCS in 
Washington, D.C., for a watershed study. 


A preliminary study was made and the 


project was considered unfeasible. Ham- 
ilton said the SCS personnel were used to 
study flooding problems in rural, agricul- 
tural areas. He said they did not have 
the tight standards to make a study of 
an urban area. 


After the study was completed, the 


steering committee reviewed the report 
and "tore it to pieces" according to 
Hamilton. 


He said the committee refuted every 


objection In the study and made another 
report based on its findings. 


The SCS reviewed the committee's re- 


port and appropriated money for a sec- 
ond study, which began in 1967. The in- 
itial work plan for the project was devel- 
oped and presented in 1968. 


THE METROPOLITAN Sanitary Dis- 


trict agreed to sponsor the development 
of a final work plan for the project. No 
sponsor could be found in DuPage Coun- 
ty, so the study only concerned the Up- 
per Salt Creek — the part in Cook Coun- 
ty. The first draft of the work plan took 
more than a year to complete and then 
the federal SCS office took six months to 
review the work plan. 


Finally, in January, 1972, the final 


draft of the work plan was ready. The 
plan then plunged into a sea of red tape 
and politics from which it is only now 
emerging. 
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
